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CONSTITUTION 

of  the 

MECKLENBURG  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

ARTICLE  I  -  NAME 

Section  1.  This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association.  It 
may  hereinafter  be  referred  to  as  the  association. 

Section  2.  The  association  shall  be  known  in  its  incorporated  form  as  the  Meck- 
lenburg Baptist  Association  Board,  Inc. 

ARTICLE  II  -  COMPOSITION 

Section  1.  The  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  in  session  shall  be  composed  of 
the  duly  elected  messengers  of  the  Missionary  Baptist  churches  affiliated  with  the 
Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association. 

Section  2.  The  affiliated  churches  of  the  association  may  elect  messengers  accord- 
ing to  the  following  apportionment:  churches  having  one  hundred  members  or  less 
shall  be  entitled  to  three  messengers,  including  the  pastor;  churches  with  more  than 
one  hundred  members  shall  be  entitled  to  an  additional  messenger  for  every  one  hun- 
dred members,  or  fraction  thereof,  not  to  exceed  ten  messengers,  including  the  pastor. 

ARTICLE  III  -  PURPOSE 

Section  1.  This  association  is  a  self-determining  Baptist  body,  created  and  sus- 
tained by  the  churches  affiliated  with  her  and  responsibility  to'  them  through  their 
messengers. 

Section  2.    Through  this  body,  the  churches  seek  to: 

(1)  Foster  fellowship  and  unity  of  faith  and  practice. 

(2)  Give  and  receive  assistance  in  achieving  the  purpose  of  the  member  churches. 

(3)  Engage  in  direct,  cooperative  mission  activities  which  cannot  be  accomplished 
by  the  member  churches  acting  independently. 

ARTICLE  IV  -  OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  DUTIES 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be:  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator, 
Clerk,  Statistician,  Bible  Teaching  Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  Church  Music 
Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Church  Library  Director,  and  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Union  Director. 

Section  2.  (a)  The  Moderator  and  Vice-Moderator  shall  be  elected  by  a  majority 
vote  of  the  delegates  in  attendance  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  from 
nominees  selected  by  the  Nominating  Committee  of  the  Associational  Board  together 
with  other  nominations  for  said  offices  as  may  be  made  from  the  floor  at  the  annual 
meeting.  All  nominations  from  the  floor  shall  be  with  the  prior  consent  of  the 
nominees.  The  aforesaid  officers  shall  assume  the  duties  of  their  office  at  the  close  of 
the  meeting  at  which  they  were  elected,  and  shall  serve  until  their  successors  are 
elected,  subject,  however  to  Sub-Paragraph  (b). 

(b)  In  the  event  the  Office  of  Moderator  of  the  Association  should  become  vacant, 
then  the  Vice-Moderator  shall  immediately  and  automatically  become  the  Moderator 
for  the  unexpired  term  of  office  without  any  further  action  by  the  Association. 

(c)  All  other  Associational  Officers  shall  be  elected  by  the  Associational  Board 
after  nomination  by  the  Associational  Board  Nominating  Committee  no  later  than  the 
June  meeting  of  the  Associational  Board,  next  preceding  the  annual  Association 
meeting.  Nominations  by  the  Associational  Board  Nominating  Committee  shall  not 
preclude  nominations  from  the  floor  with  the  prior  consent  of  the  nominee.  All  newly 
elected  Officers  of  the  Association  shall  assume  their  duties  of  the  office  at  the  close 
of  the  annual  Association  meeting,  and  shall  serve  until  their  successors  are  elected. 
The  vacancies  occurring  in  the  office  of  Vice-Moderator  and  all  other  offices,  except 
the  Moderator,  may  be  filled  by  the  Associational  Board. 
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Section  3.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  meetings  of  the  body  and  appoint 
committees  as  are  required  by  this  constitution.  He  shall  also  serve  as  chairman  of  the 
executive  committee  of  the  associational  board.  He  shall  be  elected  for  one  term  and 
cannot  immediately  succeed  himself  after  the  second  successive  term.  The  Vice- 
Moderator  shall  preside  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Moderator,  and  may  act  for  the 
Moderator  as  they  may  agree  to  do. 

Section  4.  The  clerk  shall  distribute  blank  letter  forms  to  the  clerks  of  the 
churches  affiliated  with  the  association.  He  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  body  and  issue  the  minutes  as  soon  as  practical  after  adjournment. 

Section  5.  The  Statistician  shall  fill  in  from  the  church  letters  the  records  of  the 
churches  on  the  charts  provided  for  that  purpose,  and  shall  report  to  the  association 
such  other  statistical  data  as  may  be  profitable. 

ARTICLE  V  -  ASSOCIATIONAL  BOARD 

Section  1.  The  Associational  Board  shall  be  composed  of  (1)  one  lay  member 
from  every  cooperating  church,  plus  an  additional  lay  member  for  each  1,000 
members  or  fraction  thereof  over  the  first  1,000  members,  (2)  the  pastor  of  each 
cooperating  church,  (3)  all  elected  officers  of  the  association,  (4)  the  chairman  of  all 
Board  committees,  (5)  full-time  ministers  of  education,  associate  pastors,  whether  one 
or  more  of  each,  and  a  Director  or  Minister  of  Music  from  the  cooperating  churches, 
and  (6)  all  retired  ministers  who  are  members  of  cooperating  churches. 

Section  2.  The  Associational  Board  shall  act  as  the  association  ad  interim.  The 
operation  of  the  board  shall  be  compatible  with  both  the  constitution  of  the  associa- 
tion and  the  constitution  of  the  board. 

Section  3.  There  shall  be  no  conflict  between  the  constitution  of  the  Board  and 
that  of  the  association. 

ARTICLE  VI  -  PURPOSE 

Section  1.  The  Moderator  shall  appoint  three  committees  relating  to  the  annual 
meeting.  They  are:  (1)  Place  and  Preacher  Committee,  (2)  Resolutions  Committee,  and 
(3)  Program  Committee. 

Section  2.  The  constitution  of  the  association  may  be  changed  on  the  second  day 
of  any  regular  meeting  of  the  association,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  pres- 
ent, provided  notice  of  the  change  be  read  at  the  association  during  the  first  day  of  the 
annual  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VII  -  MISSIONS  POLICY 

Section  1.  The  association  is  committed  to  a  program  for  the  starting  of  new 
.  churches  and  missions,  as  needed.  It  believes,  however,  that  the  initiative  for  begin- 
ning such  is  an  associational  responsibility. 

Section  2.  The  association  assumes  that  its  affiliated  churches  shall  seek  the 
leadership  of  the  association  in  exercising  general  guidance  and  coordination  in  what 
is  otherwise  a  church-centered  mission  program. 

Section  3.  The  association  is  aware  of  the  financial  support  provided  by  the 
churches  which  make  possible  such  a  program  of  work.  Any  policies  or  actions  of  the 
association  should  therefore  respect  the  integrity  of  the  cooperating  churches  and 
associational  mission  endeavors. 

Section  4.  The  association  has  no  control  over  any  other  body,  but  does  seek  to 
encourage  all  missionary  Baptists  to  work  in  cooperation  for  effecting  an  orderly 
growth  and  for  maintaining  the  fellowship  of  churches  and  association. 

Section  5.  The  association  encourages  all  churches  to  formulate  their  own  mem- 
bership policy  in  a  way  that  is  true  to  the  New  Testament  and  to  Baptist  policy. 

BY-LAWS 

1.  The  association  shall  convene  annually  at  a  time  and  on  a  day  to  be  determined 
at  the  direction  and  upon  action  of  the  associational  board  and  publicized  at  least 
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three  months  prior  to  the  time  of  meeting  and  in  time  for  publication  in  the  Minutes  of 
the  association. 

2.  The  associational  year  shall  begin  October  first  of  each  year  and  close  Septem- 
ber 30th  of  the  following  year. 

3.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  Robert's  Rules  of  Order,  Revised. 

4.  The  reports  of  this  body,  with  the  exception  of  the  report  of  the  associational 
board,  shall  be  limited  to  five  hundred  words. 

5.  Churches  and  missions  desiring  membership  into  the  Association  shall  present 
their  request  to  the  Mutual  Care  Committee  for  examination  and  recommendation  to 
the  Association  or  Associational  Board.  A  church  or  mission  is  first  received  into  the 
watchcare  of  the  Association.  Upon  completion  of  a  minimum  of  one  year  in  watch- 
care  relationship  and  the  recommendation  of  the  Mutual  Care  Committee,  a  church 
may  be  received  into  the  full  membership  in  the  Association.  The  recommendation  for 
membership  in  the  Association  will  be  made  during  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Association.  Missions  are  encouraged  to  apply  for  watchcare  relationship  as  soon  as 
they  are  a  functioning  mission. 

6.  "It  is  expected  that  all  member  churches  will  actively  involve  themselves  in  the 
life  of  the  Association.  This  involvement  includes:  (1)  Participation  in  the  Board 
meetings;  (2)  Attendance  at  Fellowship  and  Training  activities;  (3)  Financial  support; 
(4)  Providing  an  annual  letter  to  the  Association.  Should  a  member  church  withdraw 
itself  from  active  participation  in  the  Association,  the  Association  Staff  and  represen- 
tatives of  the  Mutual  Care  Committee  shall  contact  the  church  in  an  effort  to  restore 
fellowship.  In  the  event  such  efforts  fail,  the  church  may  lose  its  affiliation  with  the 
Association  upon  recommendation  of  the  Mutual  Care  Committee  and  action  by  the 
Association  to  this  effect." 

7.  All  churches  affiliated  with  the  Association  shall  be  churches  who  use  the  New 
Testament  as  the  statement  of  their  faith  and  Church  policy  and  require  that  all  can- 
didates, who  are  physically  able,  be  immersed  in  water,  on  the  basis  of  belief  in  Jesus 
Christ  as  Saviour  and  Lord,  to  qualify  for  membership. 

8.  The  By-Laws  may  be  changed  at  any  session  by  vote  of  a  majority  of  the 
members  present. 
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CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  MECKLENBURG  BAPTIST 
ASSOCIATIONAL  BOARD,  INC. 

This  is  to  certify,  that  we,  the  undersigned,  do  hereby  associate  ourselves  into  a 
religious,  non-stock  corporation  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  the  state  of  North 
Carolina  as  contained  in  Chapter  55  of  the  General  Statutes  of  North  Carolina  enti- 
tled: "CORPORATIONS",  and  the  applicable  subsections  thereunder  and  the  amend- 
ments thereto  and  to  that  end  do  hereby  set  forth. 

ARTICLE  I  -  NAME 

The  name  of  the  corporation  shall  be,  The  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational 
Board,  Inc. 

ARTICLE  II  -  LOCATION 

The  location  of  the  principal  office  of  this  corporation  shall  be  Charlotte,  N.C. 

ARTICLE  III  -  OBJECTS  AND  PURPOSES 

The  objects  of  this  corporation  and  the  purposes  for  which  it  is  formed  are: 

(1)  To  foster  fellowship  and  unity  of  faith  and  practice. 

(2)  To  give   and   receive   assistance   in   achieving  the  purpose  of  the  member 
churches, 

(3)  To  engage  in  direct,  cooperative  mission  activities  which  cannot  be  accom- 
plished by  the  member  churches  acting  independently. 

ARTICLE  IV  -  POWERS 

Pursuant  to  the  aforesaid  objects  and  purposes,  this  corporation  shall  have  power 
to  create  indebtedness,  mortgage,  own,  buy,  lease,  convey  and  receive  as  gifts,  prop- 
erty, both  real  and  personal,  and  all  other  and  additional  powers  necessary  or  conve- 
nient to  carry  into  execution  the  foregoing  powers  and  purposes,  the  same  as  a  natural 
person  might  do  or  could  do. 

Section  1.  All  conveyances  of  real  property  shall  be  executed  in  the  same  name  of 
the  corporation  by  the  President  or  Vice-President  and  attested  by  the  Secretary, 
when  authorized  by  a  majority  vote  of  a  quorum  of  members  at  any  regular  meeting  of 
the  corporation. 

Section  2.  One-third  of  the  total  membership  of  the  corporation  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  any  meeting,  either  regular  or  special. 

Section  3.  That  all  other  business  of  the  corporation  shall  be  transacted  in  accor- 
dance with  the  terms  of  the  Charter  or  Articles  of  Incorporation  and  the  Amendments 
thereto  and  Resolutions  duly  passed  by  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational 
Board,  Inc.,  at  either  a  regular  or  special  meeting. 

ARTICLE  V  -  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  The  corporation  shall  have  no  capital  stock  and  its  membership  shall 
be  composed  of  the  members  of  the  Missionary  Baptist  Churches  in  Mecklenburg 
Baptist  Association,  North  Carolina,  who  have  duly  elected  to  serve  on  the  Associa- 
tional Board  as  prescribed  in  Article  V.  Section  1,  of  the  constitution  of  the  Mecklen- 
burg Baptist  Association. 

Section  2.  The  government  of  this  corporation  shall  be  managed  and  adminis- 
tered by  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  Board,  Inc.,  which  shall  be  invested 
with  the  usual  powers  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  a  corporation  under  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  North  Carolina,  and  said  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  Board,  Inc.,  by 
a  majority  vote  of  a  quorum  of  its  members,  shall  set  the  times  and  places  of  its 
meetings. 

Section  3.  Each  member  of  the  corporation  shall  have  one  vote  on  all  matters 
coming  before  said  corporation  for  action  and  a  majority  vote  of  a  quorum  of  the 
members  shall  constitute  corporate  action. 
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ARTICLE  VI  -  OFFICERS 

Section  1.  (a)  The  officers  of  this  Corporation  shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice-Presi- 
dent, a  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer.  They  shall  be  elected  not  later  than  the  September 
Associational  Board  meeting  in  order  to  assume  the  duties  of  their  office  effective  Oc- 
tober 1st  of  each  year.  The  term  of  their  office  shall  be  from  October  1st  of  the  year 
elected  to  October  1st  of  the  next  year. 

(b)  In  the  event  any  office  becomes  vacant  by  reason  of  the  death,  incapacity,  or 
resignation  of  any  officer,  the  office  shall  be  filled  for  the  unexpired  term  by  an  elec- 
tion at  the  next  monthly  meeting  of  the  Associational  Board  pursuant  to  nominations 
from  the  Nominating  Committee  or  from  the  floor. 

Section  2.  The  address  of  the  Registered  Office  of  the  corporation  is  209  South 
Kings  Drive,  Charlotte,  Mecklenburg  County,  North  Carolina,  and  the  name  of  the 
Registered  Agent  of  the  corporation  at  such  address  is  S.  Lawrence  Childs,  Jr.,  Ex- 
ecutive Director  or  his  successor.

The  Constitution  Committee  further  recommends  that  in  all  future  publications  of 
the  Constitution  in  the  minutes  that  the  original  names  and  addresses  of  the  in- 
corporators together  with  the  acknowledging  names  and  signatures  at  the  end  of  the 
Constitution,  not  be  designated  and  that  hereafter  Article  VIII  may  be  printed  as 
follows: 

"ARTICLE  VIII  -  INCORPORATORS"  (names  omitted) 

ARTICLE  IX  -  DURATION 

The  duration  of  this  Corporation  shall  be  unlimited.  In  the  event  dissolution  of 
this  corporation,  the  assets  of  the  corporation  shall  be  distributed  to  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  North  Carolina  to  be  used  for  religious  purposes  in  the  discretion  of 
said  Baptist  State  Convention,  and  no  individual  member  of  this  corporation  shall 
have  propriety  interest  therein.  This  trust  provision  shall  not,  however,  prevent  pay- 
ment of  legitimate  salaries  and  expenses  to  members  and  employees  entitled  to 
receive  same  and  nothing  provided  herein  shall  prevent  individual  members  and 
others  from  making  loans  of  funds  and  property  and  receiving  payment,  interest/or 
rental  from  the  corporation.

Sub-theme:    "Empowered  to  Love" 

1.  The  One  Hundred  First  Annual  Session  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associa- 
tion met  on  Monday,  October  20,  1986,  at  the  Sharon  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte, 
North  Carolina,  and  on  Tuesday,  October  21,  1986,  at  the  Thomasboro  Baptist 
Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina. 

2.  Prelude  music  was  provided  by  Eddie  Haigler,  minister  of  music.  First  Baptist 
Church  of  Huntersville,  North  Carolina,  at  the  organ;  Bob  Bridges,  organist, 
Calvary  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  at  the  piano  and  Tabitha 
Davis,  a  member  of  Independence  Hill  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North 
Carolina,  at  the  harp. 

3.  W.  Henry  Crouch,  moderator  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  and 
pastor  of  Providence  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  declared  the 
official  opening  and  presided  at  this  one  hundred  first  annual  session. 

4.  Joe  R.  Denson,  secretary  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  Board  and 
pastor  of  Southview  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  gave  the 
registration  report  of  189  messengers  and  47  visitors. 

He  moved  that  all  messengers  present  plus  all  those  who  register  later  who 
have  been  duly  elected  by  their  churches  conforming  to  the  Constitution  and 
By-laws  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  constitute  the  one  hundred 
first  annual  session  for  the  purpose  of  hearing  reports  and  conducting  business. 
The  motion  carried. 

5.  Bob  Sheldon,  chairman  of  the  Program  Committee  and  pastor  of  Independence 
Hill  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee 
welcomed  everyone  present  and  called  attention  to  the  change  to  a  two-session 
annual  meeting.  The  reason  for  this  change  is  to  enable  more  working  people  to 
participate  in  the  annual  session. 

He  expressed  appreciation  to  the  Committee  for  their  work  and  gave  special 
thanks  to  Lawrence  Childs  and  Warren  Mallard  for  their  assistance  and  exper- 
tise. 

He  commented  on  the  theme,  "Empowered  by  the  Spirit"  as  being  very  timely 
because  as  we  seek  to  reach  out  to  Charlotte/Mecklenburg  it  is  important  that 
we  go  in  the  Spirit's  power. 

He  made  a  motion  that  the  printed  program  given  to  all  registered  messengers 
with  any  necessary  changes  which  the  Moderator  and/or  Executive  Director 
consider  needed  be  accepted  as  our  official  order  of  business.  The  motion  car- 
ried. 

6.  David  H.  Best,  minister  of  education  at  our  host  church,  welcomed  the 
messengers  and  visitors  to  Sharon  Baptist  Church  and  shared  a  little  of  the 
history  of  the  church. 
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In  May  of  1971  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  and  Providence  Baptist 
Church  began  the  Sharon  Baptist  Mission.  In  1972  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist 
Association  helped  purchase  this  land  and  Providence  Baptist  Church  helped 
build  the  chapel  on  the  upper  end  of  the  grounds.  In  1973  Sharon  Mission  was 
"     constituted  into  a  church. 

He  stated  that  Sharon  Baptist  Church  is  proud  to  be  a  part  of  the  heritage  of  the 
Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  and  is  grateful  for  the  insight  of  people  who 
saw  the  need  and  cooperated  in  providing  a  church  in  this  area.  He  thanked  the 
Association  for  that  and  for  the  privilege  of  serving  them  as  host  for  this  annual 
session.

8.  Conrad  Beam,  minister  of  music,  Sharon  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North 
Carolina,  led  in  the  singing  of  "Come  Thou  Almighty  King". 

9.  Steve  Gouge,  pastor,  Eastway  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  led 
the  opening  prayer  of  thanksgiving  for  diversity  yet  unity  in  Christ,  for  the 
privilege  of  meeting  and  serving  together,  for  the  progress  and  forward  vision 
of  the  Association.  He  asked  that  God  would  guide  us,  bless  our  leadership  and 
enable  us  to  accomplish  all  the  tasks  He  has  for  us. 

10.  The  theme  interpretation  was  led  by  Bob  Sheldon,  pastor.  Independence  Hill 
Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina.  He  was  assisted  by  Jacqui  Birt, 
minister  to  youth,  Pritchard  Memorial  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North 
Carolina;  Jennifer  Matthews,  a  member  of  Pritchard  Memorial  Baptist  Church; 
Tim  Moore,  minister  to  youth.  Shamrock  Drive  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte, 
North  Carolina  and  Warren  Steverson,  a  member  of  Oakhurst  Baptist  Church, 
Charlotte,  North  Carolina. 

The  interpretation  focused  on  our  hoping  one  hope  .  .  .  dreaming  one  dream  .  .  . 
praying  one  prayer  —  that  God  would  give  us  a  new  awakening  of  the  Spirit's 
power  in  our  midst  that  we  might  be  united  in  concern  and  compassion  and  that 
God  would  enable  us  to  love  one  another,  to  fulfill  His  will  for  the  church,  to  be 
one  body  under  the  control  of  Christ. 

11.  Executive  Director  Lawrence  Childs  was  recognized  to  introduce  pastors  and 
other  staff  members  who  have  become  a  part  of  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associa- 
tion this  year. 

Before  beginning  the  introductions  he  noted  that  when  thinking  about  those 
who  have  worked  in  this  Association  and  in  preparing  for  this  session  his 
thoughts  turned  to  Edwin  R.  Echerd  who  served  the  Association  as  director  of 
missions  for  20  years  who  was  buried  a  couple  of  Saturdays  ago. 
God  continues  to  send  to  this  family  of  churches  some  of  His  choicest  servants 
to  serve  as  pastors  and  church  staff  members.  Those  recognized  were  James

Calvary  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina;  Steve  Gandy,  pastor,  Arl- 
ington Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina;  David  Glover,  mission 
pastor  to  the  black  community  in  East  Charlotte;  Steven  Gouge,  pastor, 
Eastway  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina;  Stephen  Lamb,  minister 
to  youth.  Sunset  Road  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina;  Keith  Laney, 
minister  of  music.  Mint  Hill  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina;  Mrs. 
Johnnie  Laye,  director  of  Christian  education.  Thrift  Baptist  Church,  Char- 
lotte, North  Carolina;  Mark  Merritt,  minister  of  music  and  education,  Thomas- 
boro  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina;  Ron  Parker,  associate  in 
education  and  youth,  Oakhurst  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina;  Ron 
Prevatte,  minister  of  education  and  youth.

Moderator  Crouch  welcomed  each  of  these  into  our  Association  and  wished 
each  of  them  a  successful,  happy  experience  in  Mecklenburg. 

12.  During  the  business  session  a  motion  was  made  that  we  dedicate  the  1986 
Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  annual  meeting  minutes  to  Edwin  R.  Echerd, 
our  director  of  missions  for  20  years,  under  whose  leadership  20  churches  were 
begun.  The  motion  carried. 

13.  Joe  Brown,  chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  and  pastor  of  Hickory  Grove 
Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  presented  the  proposed  budget  of 
Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  for  1986-87.  It  is  an  exciting  budget  because 
of  the  vision  it  represents  and  because  of  the  people  it  is  designed  to  reach.  Peo- 
ple are  coming  to  Charlotte  by  the  truckloads  —  coming  lost  —  and  we  have  the 
opportunity  to  reach  them  for  Christ. 

He  called  attention  to  some  of  the  high  points: 

1.  Direct  Missions  —  Language  Missions  Director,  Church  Planter,  Deaf 
Minister,  Downtown  Mission  Minister,  New  Work 

2.  Church  Development  Ministries  strengthening  already  existing  work 
and  ministries.  This  area  gives  tremendous  help  to  pastors,  staff 
members  and  churches. 

3.  Administrative  support  which  is  outstanding  and  unifying. 

He  challenged  each  church  to  be  a  part  of  a  miracle  and  made  a  motion  that  we 
accept  this  budget.  The  motion  carried.

14.  The  Counseling  Center  report  was  brought  by  Tom  O'Neal,  director.  The 
Center  is  jointly  sponsored  by  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  and  North 
Carolina  Baptist  Hospital,  a  partnership  which  has  existed  for  seven  years 
now. 

He  expressed  appreciation  to  his  co-workers  —  Dana  Kilby,  Jean  Middleswarth 
and  Shelby  Kimrey. 

Some  images  which  may  help  us  understand  what  a  counseling  center  is  include 
"an  escort  service",  "an  introduction  ministry"  and  "purchased  friendship": 

1.  Escorting  people  to  new  lands  of  understanding 

2.  Introducing  people  to  new  ways  of  living  their  lives  and  expressing  their 
faith. 

3.  Providing  needed  "boundaries  of  friendship"  in  meaningful,  helpful 
relations 

This  year  we  have  had  five  clergy  taking  intensive  training  in  counseling  tech- 
niques and  we  have  served  400  family  units. 

15.  The  Language  Committee  report  was  presented  by  Harold  Webb,  language 
ministries  director.  We  are  living  in  a  new  day  in  Charlotte  —  there  are  ethnics 
all  around  us.  Now  we  can  be  "foreign  missionaries"  without  leaving  our  com- 
munity. 

One  part  of  our  work  is  our  ministry  to  the  deaf.  This  year  Robert  Moore  has 
joined  our  staff  as  pastor  to  the  deaf.  Rev.  Moore  told  us  that  there  are  approx- 
imately 8000  hearing-impaired  persons  in  our  area  and  that  about  2000  of  these 
use  sign  language. 
The  major  goals  of  this  ministry  are: 

1 .     Reaching  more  of  these  individuals  for  Christ 

-  i, 
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2.  Reaching  more  deaf  among  the  ethnic  groups  in  our  area 

3.  Strengthening  existing  ministries  to  the  deaf  in  five  our  our  churches: 
Carmel,  Charlotte  First,  Durham  Memorial,  Hickory  Grove  and  Thrift. 

At  present  we  have  work  among  the  following  groups:  Cambodians,  Chinese, 
Hispanics,  Koreans  and  Vietnamese.  In  the  near  future  we  hope  to  begin  a 
ministry  to  Thais  and  Asian  Indians  in  our  area  also. 

16.  Warren  Mallard,  church  development  director,  brought  the  church  develop- 
ment report.  The  purpose  of  church  development  is: 

1.  Reach  the  unsaved 

2.  Develop  the  saved 

3.  Facilitate  growth  in  service 

God  has  promised  to  help  us  in  performance  but  willingness  and  commitment  is 
our  responsibility. 

1.  Women  of  W.M.U.  are  visionaries  —  they  see  the  world  as  it  is  and 
become  involved  in  making  it  a  better  world  in  which  to  live?  They  help 
us  broaden  our  vision  and  sharpen  our  sensitivity  to  the  needs  of  others. 

2.  Through  the  Brotherhood  men  and  boys  become  actively  involved  in 
"doing  ministry"  and  breaking  down  barriers  that  separate  us. 

3.  The  Sunday  school  opens  doors  of  Bible  study  that  will  lead  to  the  im- 
provement of  our  teaching  and  the  strengthening  of  our  commitment. 

4.  The  constant  call  of  the  Christian  to  discipleship  demands  that  we 
prepare  for  growing,  witnessing,  serving.  Church  training  is  our  design 
for  training  workers  as  we  lead  them  to  refine  their  talents  and  develop 
their  skills  for  ministry. 

5.  Church  music  provides  a  vehicle  for  expressing  love  and  lifting  hearts. 
A  song  in  the  heart  is  not  really  a  song  until  it  comes  out  of  the  mouth. 
Through  church  music  we  share  our  song  and  love  for  Christ  and  others. 

6.  The  church  media  is  most  important  because  people  learn  as  they  see. 
The  media  center  has  a  storehouse  of  resources  for  providing  an  "alive" 
witness  and  creative  teaching.  It  makes  possible  clearer  interpretation 
of  our  message. 

Yes,  we  are  empowered  by  the  Spirit  —  empowered  to  love  .  .  .  empowered  to 
perform.  Church  development  enables  us  to  do  this  more  efficiently,  more  effec- 
tively. 

17.  Conrad  Beam,  minister  of  music,  Sharon  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North 
Carolina,  led  in  singing  "Love  Lifted  Me". 

18.  Moderator  Henry  Crouch  recognized  a  representative  from  Baptist  Children's 
Homes  attending  this  session. 

19.  The  Pleasant  Plains  Baptist  Church  adult  choir,  under  the  direction  of  Dawn 
Tatum,  led  us  in  worship  through  music.  They  sang  "Go  Ye  Into  All  The 
World"  and  "Forgiven". 

20.  John  W.  Sloan,  Jr.,  pastor  of  Calvary  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North 
Carolina,  read  the  Scripture  —  Luke  4:14-21  (NIV)  and  led  in  prayer. 

21.  Joe  R.  Denson,  pastor  of  Southview  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina, 
brought  the  annual  sermon. 

Jesus'  invitation  sometimes  seemingly  discouraged  response;  it  is  not  the 

kind  of  invitation  that  would  entice  you. 

In  this  passage  there  is  a  RADICAL  message  and  mandate  that  demand 

change: 

(1)  Demands  more  from  every  person  who  calls  himself  Christian 

(2)  Demands  more  from  every  church  that  ministers  in  the  name  of 
Jesus 

(3)  Demands  more  from  this  Association  that  combines  the  efforts  of 
every  church  and  mission 

Christianity  is  more  than  most  of  us  do.  According  to  Jesus,  Christianity  is 
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NOT  "traditional  religion".  We  need  less  religion  and  more  love  for  God. 
Real  Christianity  is 

(1)  A  means  of  loving  Jesus  Christ  ^ 

(2)  A  task  to  be  done  —  telling  others 

(3)  A  path  to  be  followed  —  the  way  of  Jesus 

Jesus'  purpose  was  also  RADICAL  —  to  create  a  community  of  united,  lov- 
ing, caring  people. 
The  RADICAL  method  of  Jesus  is  given  to  us  in  Luke  14:18 

(1)  Preach  the  gospel  to  the  poor 

(2)  Bringhealingto  the  brokenhearted 

(3)  Preach  deliverance  to  the  captives 

(4)  Give  sight  to  the  blind 

Jesus'  message  and  mandate  demands  more  than  verbal  profession  —  it 
demands  action,  and  Jesus  said  that  cost  is  to  be  considered  before  action  is 
taken. 

Opportunities  to  serve  our  Lord  are  as  great  in  this  place  as  any  place  in  the 
world.  We  are  on  a  mission  field.  We  need  to  explore  RADICAL,  new  op- 
portunities of  witness  and  ministry.  We  must  unite  our  hearts  .  .  .  our  re- 
sources .  .  .  our  skills  .  .  .  our  desires  to  do  the  mandate  of  the  Saviour  —  pro- 
claim the  message  of  Jesus  in  word  and  in  action. 
22.  Jack  Benjamin,  a  layman  from  University  Hills  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte, 
North  Carolina,  led  the  benediction.

38.  We  were  led  in  worship  through  music  presented  by  the  Durham  Memorial  Bap- 
tist Church  Youth  Choir  under  the  direction  of  Julian  Helms,  minister  of  music. 
They  sang  "We  Are  The  Reason",  "Empower  Me"  and  "Does  Jesus  Care?" 

39.  Lawrence  Childs,  executive  director  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association, 
brought  his  report  centered  around  the  statement  read  in  a  missionary  journal,

our  attention  toward  that  group. 

He  reminded  us  that  Jesus  said  that  He  came  for  the  poor  .  .  .  the  broken  .  .  .  the 
imprisoned  —  to  proclaim  the  year  of  God's  liberty. 

In  Matthew  25  Jesus  said  that  in  the  day  of  judgment  we  will  be  judged  on  the 
basis  of  how  we  have  helped  those  in  need  —  the  hungry  .  .  .  the  thirsty  .  .  .  the 
naked  .  .  .  the  homeless. 

He  challenged  us  to  plan  and  launch  a  MAJOR  new  project  enlisting  5000 
volunteers  who  will  give  time  OUTSIDE  THE  CHURCH  as  we  attempt  to  truly 
minister,  to  REALLY  affect  this  city  in  which  we  live. 
"Let's  love  the  hell  out  of  this  City!" 
40.  Al  Tinnin,  minister  of  education  and  youth,  Derita  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte, 
North  Carolina,  led  our  benediction  praying  that  we  will  move  beyond  the  vic- 
tories of  this  past  year  to  the  challenges  of  the  coming  year.

The  North  Carolina  —  Togo,  Caswell  and  West  Virginia  projects  gained 
momentum  and  local  support  has  been  good. 

The  Royal  Ambassadors  had  a  car  derby,  basketball  league  and  other  activities  to  in- 
volve young  men  in  Christian  fellowship  and  the  study  of  missions.  Workshops  and 
training  events  for  Royal  Ambassador  leaders  were  well  attended. 

CHURCH  TRAINING  (V/ARREN  MALLARD,  ADVISOR):  It  is  a  new  day  in  Church 
Training  as  churches  decide  the  direction  and  program  they  wish  to  follow  and  set  the 
time  and  leadership  for  training  to  take  place.  Many  suggested  program  helps  are  of- 
fered for  churches  needing  assistance.  The  Church  Training  Council  and  the  Associa- 
tional leadership  offer  individual  and  group  help. 

PASTORS'  CONFERENCE  (J.  MICHAEL  SIMMONS,  PRESIDENT):  The  Pastors' 
Conference  is  made  up  of  active  and  retired  pastors.  It  provides  opportunities  for  per- 
sonal growth,  informative  programs  on  current  issues  and  Christian  fellowship. 

SINGLES  COUNCIL  (W.  T.  COCKMAN,  CHAIRMAN):  Over  300  attended  the 
Associational  Singles  Banquet  this  year.  A  Single  Adult  Retreat  for  those  35  years  of 
age  and  above  has  been  added  to  the  Fall  schedule. 

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  (DAVID  PITTMAN,  DIRECTOR):  One  of  the  most  exciting 
events  Sunday  School  has  ever  been  involved  in  is  ready  to  begin  —  the  "10  million  in 
Sunday  School  by  1990"  campaign.  Each  church  will  be  encouraged  to  have  a  net  gain 
of  at  least  eight  new  members  during  1986-87  and  to  participate  in  the  Mega  Focus 
program  scheduled  for  1989. 
°To  train  the  local  teams  of  workers,  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  and  the  Associa- 
tion gave  financial  assistance  to  all  who  would  go  to  Ridgecrest  for  a  week.  Many  of 
our  Council  attended  and  received  invaluable  help.  Our  Association  is  fortunate  to 
have  one  of  the  best  trained  councils  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

TACMO  -  THE  ASSOCIATIONAL  CHURCH  MEDIA-LIBRARY  ORGANIZA- 
TION (JEANNE  TUCKER,  DIRECTOR):  This  ministry  began  15  years  ago  and  we 
continue  to  have  new  media  libraries  established  each  year.  This  year  Mulberry  Bap- 
tist Church  and  University  Hills  Baptist  Church  got  off  to  a  good  start.  Members  of 
the  Media  Library  staff  from  23  churches  attended  special  training  clinics,  con- 
ferences and  seminars  in  Mecklenburg,  Caraway  and  Ridgecrest. 
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IMPACT  90  is  a  four-year  strategic  plan  to  influence  church  ministry  through  the 
Church   Media   Library.   The    1986-87   emphasis,    "Media   Libraries   .  .  .   Touching 
Lives",  focuses  on  support  of  witness  training  and  the  use  of  media  in  sharing  and  ap- 
plying the  gospel. 
Our  goals  are  to: 

1.  Start  new  church  media  libraries. 

2.  Strengthen  church  media  libraries  through  Achievement  Guide  Recognition. 

3.  Involve   church   media   libraries   in   study   courses   to   receive   awards   and 
diplomas. 

WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION  (VIRGINIA  MOORE,  DIRECTOR):  Woman's 
Missionary  Union,  SBC,  has  accepted  a  tremendous,  exciting  challenge  to  enlarge  the 
membership  to  two  million  women,  girls  and  preschoolers  by  1988.  North  Carolina 
Woman's  Missionary  Union  set  a  challenging  goal  of  doubling  the  membership  of  our 
WMU.  Last  year  North  Carolina  was  first  in  total  membership  throughout  the  South- 
ern Baptist  Convention. 

Mecklenburg  Woman's  Missionary  Union  has  accepted  the  challenge  to  double  its 
membership  by  1988.  The  Council  met  monthly  this  year  to  plan,  direct  and  evaluate 
our  work.  Two  highlights  of  the  past  year  were: 

1.  The  annual  meeting  with  Missionaries  Martha  and  Otis  Brady  from  Belize  as 
special  speakers. 

2.  An  International  Festival  to  bridge  the  communication  gap  with  our  Language 
Group.

CONSTITUTION 

of  the 

MECKLENBURG  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

ARTICLE  I  -  NAME 

Section  1.  This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association.  It 
may  hereinafter  be  referred  to  as  the  association. 

Section  2.  The  association  shall  be  known  in  its  incorporated  form  as  the  Meck- 
lenburg Baptist  Association  Board,  Inc. 

ARTICLE  II  -  COMPOSITION 

Section  1.  The  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  in  session  shall  be  composed  of 
the  duly  elected  messengers  of  the  Missionary  Baptist  churches  affiliated  with  the 
Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association. 

Section  2.  The  affiliated  churches  of  the  association  may  elect  messengers  accord- 
ing to  the  following  apportionment:  churches  having  one  hundred  members  or  less 
shall  be  entitled  to  three  messengers,  including  the  pastor;  churches  with  more  than 
one  hundred  members  shall  be  entitled  to  an  additional  messenger  for  every  one  hun- 
dred members,  or  fraction  thereof,  not  to  exceed  ten  messengers,  including  the  pastor. 

ARTICLE  III  -  PURPOSE 

Section  1.  This  association  is  a  self-determining  Baptist  body,  created  and  sus- 
tained by  the  churches  affiliated  with  her  and  responsibility  to  them  through  their 
messengers. 

Section  2.    Through  this  body,  the  churches  seek  to: 

(1)  Foster  fellowship  and  unity  of  faith  and  practice. 

(2)  Give  and  receive  assistance  in  achieving  the  purpose  of  the  member  churches. 

(3)  Engage  in  direct,  cooperative  mission  activities  which  cannot  be  accomplished 
by  the  member  churches  acting  independently. 

ARTICLE  IV  -  OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  DUTIES 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be:  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator, 
Clerk,  Statistician,  Bible  Teaching  Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  Church  Music 
Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Church  Library  Director,  and  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Union  Director. 

Section  2.  (a)  The  Moderator  and  Vice-Moderator  shall  be  elected  by  a  majority 
vote  of  the  delegates  in  attendance  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  from 
nominees  selected  by  the  Nominating  Committee  of  the  Associational  Board  together 
with  other  nominations  for  said  offices  as  may  be  made  from  the  floor  at  the  annual 
meeting.  All  nominations  from  the  floor  shall  be  with  the  prior  consent  of  the 
nominees.  The  aforesaid  officers  shall  assume  the  duties  of  their  office  at  the  close  of 
the  meeting  at  which  they  were  elected,  and  shall  serve  until  their  successors  are 
elected,  subject,  however  to  Sub-Paragraph  (b). 

(b)  In  the  event  the  Office  of  Moderator  of  the  Association  should  become  vacant, 
then  the  Vice-Moderator  shall  immediately  and  automatically  become  the  Moderator 
for  the  unexpired  term  of  office  without  any  further  action  by  the  Association. 

(c)  All  other  Associational  Officers  shall  be  elected  by  the  Associational  Board 
after  nomination  by  the  Associational  Board  Nominating  Committee  no  later  than  the 
June  meeting  of  the  Associational  Board,  next  preceding  the  annual  Association 
meeting.  Nominations  by  the  Associational  Board  Nominating  Committee  shall  not 
preclude  nominations  from  the  floor  with  the  prior  consent  of  the  nominee.  All  newly 
elected  Officers  of  the  Association  shall  assume  their  duties  of  the  office  at  the  close 
of  the  annual  Association  meeting,  and  shall  serve  until  their  successors  are  elected. 
The  vacancies  occurring  in  the  office  of  Vice-Moderator  and  all  other  offices,  except 
the  Moderator,  may  be  filled  by  the  Associational  Board. 
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Section  3.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  meetings  of  the  body  and  appoint 
committees  as  are  required  by  this  constitution.  He  shall  also  serve  as  chairman  of  the 
executive  committee  of  the  associational  board.  He  shall  be  elected  for  one  term  and 
cannot  immediately  succeed  himself  after  the  second  successive  term.  The  Vice- 
Moderator  shall  preside  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Moderator,  and  may  act  for  the 
Moderator  as  they  may  agree  to  do. 

Section  4.  The  clerk  shall  distribute  blank  letter  forms  to  the  clerks  of  the 
churches  affiliated  with  the  association.  He  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  body  and  issue  the  minutes  as  soon  as  practical  after  adjournment. 

Section  5.  The  Statistician  shall  fill  in  from  the  church  letters  the  records  of  the 
churches  on  the  charts  provided  for  that  purpose,  and  shall  report  to  the  association 
such  other  statistical  data  as  may  be  profitable. 

ARTICLE  V  -  ASSOCIATIONAL  BOARD 

Section  1.  The  Associational  Board  shall  be  composed  of  (1)  one  lay  member 
from  every  cooperating  church,  plus  an  additional  lay  member  for  each  1,000 
members  or  fraction  thereof  over  the  first  1,000  members,  (2)  the  pastor  of  each 
cooperating  church,  (3)  all  elected  officers  of  the  association,  (4)  the  chairman  of  all 
Board  committees,  (5)  full-time  ministers  of  education,  associate  pastors,  whether  one 
or  more  of  each,  and  a  Director  or  Minister  of  Music  from  the  cooperating  churches, 
and  (6)  all  retired  ministers  who  are  members  of  cooperating  churches. 

Section  2.  The  Associational  Board  shall  act  as  the  association  ad  interim.  The 
operation  of  the  board  shall  be  compatible  with  both  the  constitution  of  the  associa- 
tion and  the  constitution  of  the  board. 

Section  3.  There  shall  be  no  conflict  between  the  constitution  of  the  Board  and 
that  of  the  association. 

ARTICLE  VI  -  PURPOSE 

Section  1.  The  Moderator  shall  appoint  three  committees  relating  to  the  annual 
meeting.  They  are:  (1)  Place  and  Preacher  Committee,  (2)  Resolutions  Committee,  and 
(3)  Program  Committee. 

Section  2.  The  constitution  of  the  association  may  be  changed  on  the  second  day 
of  any  regular  meeting  of  the  association,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  pres- 
ent, provided  notice  of  the  change  be  read  at  the  association  during  the  first  day  of  the 
annual  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VII  -  MISSIONS  POLICY 

Section  1.  The  association  is  committed  to  a  program  for  the  starting  of  new 
churches  and  missions,  as  needed.  It  believes,  however,  that  the  initiative  for  begin- 
ning such  is  an  associational  responsibility. 

Section  2.  The  association  assumes  that  its  affiliated  churches  shall  seek  the 
leadership  of  the  association  in  exercising  general  guidance  and  coordination  in  what 
is  otherwise  a  church-centered  mission  program. 

Section  3.  The  association  is  aware  of  the  financial  support  provided  by  the 
churches  which  make  possible  such  a  program  of  work.  Any  policies  or  actions  of  the 
association  should  therefore  respect  the  integrity  of  the  cooperating  churches  and 
associational  mission  endeavors. 

Section  4.  The  association  has  no  control  over  any  other  body,  but  does  seek  to 
encourage  all  missionary  Baptists  to  work  in  cooperation  for  effecting  an  orderly 
growth  and  for  maintaining  the  fellowship  of  churches  and  association. 

Section  5.  The  association  encourages  all  churches  to  formulate  their  own  mem- 
bership policy  in  a  way  that  is  true  to  the  New  Testament  and  to  Baptist  policy. 

BY-LAWS 

1.  The  association  shall  convene  annually  at  a  time  and  on  a  day  to  be  determined 
at  the  direction  and  upon  action  of  the  associational  board  and  publicized  at  least 


three  months  prior  to  the  time  of  meeting  and  in  time  for  publication  in  the  Minutes  of 
the  association. 

2.  The  associational  year  shall  begin  October  first  of  each  year  and  close  Septem- 
ber 30th  of  the  following  year. 

3.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  Robert's  Rules  of  Order,  Revised. 

4.  The  reports  of  this  body,  with  the  exception  of  the  report  of  the  associational 
board,  shall  be  limited  to  five  hundred  words. 

5.  Churches  and  missions  desiring  membership  into  the  Association  shall  present 
their  request  to  the  Mutual  Care  Committee  for  examination  and  recommendation  to 
the  Association  or  Associational  Board.  A  church  or  mission  is  first  received  into  the 
watchcare  of  the  Association.  Upon  completion  of  a  minimum  of  one  year  in  watch- 
care  relationship  and  the  recommendation  of  the  Mutual  Care  Committee,  a  church 
may  be  received  into  the  full  membership  in  the  Association.  The  recommendation  for 
membership  in  the  Association  will  be  made  during  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Association.  Missions  are  encouraged  to  apply  for  watchcare  relationship  as  soon  as 
they  are  a  functioning  mission. 

6.  "It  is  expected  that  all  member  churches  will  actively  involve  themselves  in  the 
life  of  the  Association.  This  involvement  includes:  (1)  Participation  in  the  Board 
meetings;  (2)  Attendance  at  Fellowship  and  Training  activities;  (3)  Financial  support; 
(4)  Providing  an  annual  letter  to  the  Association.  Should  a  member  church  withdraw 
itself  from  active  participation  in  the  Association,  the  Association  Staff  and  represen- 
tatives of  the  Mutual  Care  Committee  shall  contact  the  church  in  an  effort  to  restore 
fellowship.  In  the  event  such  efforts  fail,  the  church  may  lose  its  affiliation  with  the 
Association  upon  recommendation  of  the  Mutual  Care  Committee  and  action  by  the 
Association  to  this  effect." 

7.  All  churches  affiliated  with  the  Association  shall  be  churches  who  use  the  New 
Testament  as  the  statement  of  their  faith  and  Church  policy  and  require  that  all  can- 
didates, who  are  physically  able,  be  immersed  in  water,  on  the  basis  of  belief  in  Jesus 
Christ  as  Saviour  and  Lord,  to  qualify  for  membership. 

8.  The  By-Laws  may  be  changed  at  any  session  by  vote  of  a  majority  of  the 
members  present. 
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CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  MECKLENBURG  BAPTIST 
ASSOCIATIONAL  BOARD,  INC. 

This  is  to  certify,  that  we.  the  undersigned,  do  hereby  associate  ourselves  into  a 
religious,  non-stock  corporation  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  the  state  of  North 
Carolina  as  contained  in  Chapter  55  of  the  General  Statutes  of  North  Carolina  en- 
titled: "CORPORATIONS",  and  the  applicable  subsections  thereunder  and  the 
amendments  thereto  and  to  that  end  do  hereby  set  forth. 

ARTICLE  I  -  NAME 

The  name  of  the  corporation  shall  be.  The  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational 
Board,  Inc. 

ARTICLE  II  -  LOCATION 

The  location  of  the  principal  office  of  this  corporation  shall  be  Charlotte.  N.C. 

ARTICLE  III  -  OBJECTS  AND  PURPOSES 

The  objects  of  this  corporation  and  the  purposes  for  which  it  is  formed  are: 

(1)  To  foster  fellowship  and  unity  of  faith  and  practice. 

(2)  To   give   and   receive   assistance   in   achieving  the   purpose   of  the   member 
churches. 

(3)  To  engage  in  direct,  cooperative  mission  activities  which  cannot  be  accom- 
plished by  the  member  churches  acting  independently. 

ARTICLE  IV  -  POWERS 

Pursuant  to  the  aforesaid  objects  and  purposes,  this  corporation  shall  have  power 
to  create  indebtedness,  mortgage,  own.  buy.  lease,  convey  and  receive  as  gifts,  prop- 
erty, both  real  and  personal,  and  all  other  and  additional  powers  necessary  or  conve- 
nient to  carry  into  execution  the  foregoing  powers  and  purposes,  the  same  as  a  natural 
person  might  do  or  could  do. 

Section  1.  All  conveyances  of  real  property  shall  be  executed  in  the  same  name  of 
the  corporation  by  the  President  or  Vice-President  and  attested  by  the  Secretary, 
when  authorized  by  a  majority  vote  of  a  quorum  of  members  at  any  regular  meeting  of 
the  corporation. 

Section  2.  One-third  of  the  total  membership  of  the  corporation  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  any  meeting,  either  regular  or  special. 

Section  3.  That  all  other  business  of  the  corporation  shall  be  transacted  in  accor- 
dance with  the  terms  of  the  Charter  or  Articles  of  Incorporation  and  the  Amendments 
thereto  and  Resolutions  duly  passed  by  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational 
Board.  Inc..  at  either  a  regular  or  special  meeting. 

ARTICLE  V  -  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  The  corporation  shall  have  no  capital  stock  and  its  membership  shall 
be  composed  of  the  members  of  the  Missionary  Baptist  Churches  in  Mecklenburg 
Baptist  Association.  North  Carolina,  who  have  duly  elected  to  serve  on  the  Associa- 
tional Board  as  prescribed  in  Article  V.  Section  1.  of  the  constitution  of  the  Mecklen- 
burg Baptist  Association. 

Section  2.  The  government  of  this  corporation  shall  be  managed  and  adminis- 
tered by  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  Board.  Inc..  which  shall  be  invested 
with  the  usual  powers  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  a  corporation  under  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  North  Carolina,  and  said  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  Board.  Inc..  by 
a  majority  vote  of  a  quorum  of  its  members,  shall  set  the  times  and  places  of  its 
meetings. 

Section  3.  Each  member  of  the  corporation  shall  have  one  vote  on  all  matters 
coming  before  said  corporation  for  action  and  a  majority  vote  of  a  quorum  of  the 
members  shall  constitute  corporate  action. 
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ARTICLE  VI  -  OFFICERS 

Section  1.  (a)  The  officers  of  this  Corporation  shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice-Presi- 
dent, a  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer.  They  shall  be  elected  not  later  than  the  September 
Associational  Board  meeting  in  order  to  assume  the  duties  of  their  office  effective  Oc- 
tober 1st  of  each  year.  The  term  of  their  office  shall  be  from  October  1st  of  the  year 
elected  to  October  1st  of  the  next  year. 

(b)  In  the  event  any  office  becomes  vacant  by  reason  of  the  death,  incapacity,  or 
resignation  of  any  officer,  the  office  shall  be  filled  for  the  unexpired  term  by  an  elec- 
tion at  the  next  monthly  meeting  of  the  Associational  Board  pursuant  to  nominations 
from  the  Nominating  Committee  or  from  the  floor.

Section  7 
The  job  description,  for  personnel  and  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  commit- 
tees, together  with  all  programs  shall  be  established  and  approved  by  the  Mecklen- 
burg Baptist  Associational  Board,  Inc. 

The  Constitution  Committee  further  recommends  that  in  all  future  publications  of 
the  Constitution  in  the  minutes  that  the  original  names  and  addresses  of  the  in- 
corporators together  with  the  acknowledging  names  and  signatures  at  the  end  of  the 
Constitution,  not  be  designated  and  that  hereafter  Article  VIII  may  be  printed  as 
follows: 

'ARTICLE  VIII  -  INCORPORATORS"  (names  omitted) 

ARTICLE  IX  -  DURATION 

The  duration  of  this  Corporation  shall  be  unlimited.  In  the  event  dissolution  of 
this  corporation,  the  assets  of  the  corporation  shall  be  distributed  to  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  North  Carolina  to  be  used  for  religious  purposes  in  the  discretion  of 
said  Baptist  State  Convention,  and  no  individual  member  of  this  corporation  shall 
have  propriety  interest  therein.  This  trust  provision  shall  not,  however,  prevent  pay- 
ment of  legitimate  salaries  and  expenses  to  members  and  employees  entitled  to 
receive  same  and  nothing  provided  herein  shall  prevent  individual  members  and 
others  from  making  loans  of  funds  and  property  and  receiving  payment,  interest/ or 
rental  from  the  corporation.

MONDAY  EVENING  SESSION 

CALVARY  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

OCTOBER  19, 1987 

1.  The  Monday  evening  session  of  the  One  Hundred  Second  Annual  Meeting  of 
the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  met  on  October  19,  1987,  at  Calvary  Bap- 
tist Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina.  This  is  the  third  time  Calvary  has 
served  as  host  for  our  annual  meeting. 

Calvary  Baptist  Church  was  organized  in  1945  and  now  has  a  church  member- 
ship of  975  and  a  Sunday  school  enrolment  of  819.  The  pastor  is  John  W,  Sloan, 
Jr. 

2.  Prelude  music  was  provided  by  the  orchestra  of  Grace  Baptist  Church, 
Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  under  the  direction  of  Ron  Freeman,  their  minister 
of  music.  They  played  arrangements  of  "How  Great  Thou  Art"  and  "When  We 
All  Get  To  Heaven". 

3.  W.  Henry  Crouch,  moderator  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  and 
pastor  of  Providence  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  presided.  He 
declared  the  Association  officially  in  session. 

4.  Albert  Leath,  chairman  of  the  Program  Committee  and  minister  of  education, 
Eastern  Hills  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  made  a  motion  that 
the  printed  program  given  to  all  registered  messengers  with  two  changes  be  ac- 
cepted as  our  official  order  of  business.  The  two  changes  were: 

Donald  Brooks,  pastor,  Harrisburg  Road  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte, 
North  Carolina,  pronounce  the  benediction  at  the  Monday  evening  ses- 
sion. 

Steven  Gouge,  pastor,  Eastway  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Caro- 
lina, voice  the  opening  prayer  at  the  Tuesday  afternoon  session. 
The  motion  carried. 

5.  Joe  R.  Denson,  secretary  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  Board  and 
pastor  of  Southview  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  indicated  that 
at  this  time  we  had  192  messengers  and  26  visitors  registered. 

He  moved  that  all  these  messengers  plus  those  who  register  later  who  have  been 
duly  elected  by  their  churches  conforming  to  the  Constitution  and  By-laws  of 
the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  Constitute  the  one  hundred  second  an- 
nual session  for  the  purpose  of  hearing  reports  and  conducting  business.  The 
motion  carried. 

6.  With  Bob  Bridges  of  Calvary  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  at  the 
organ  and  Joy  Wilkinson  of  Calvary  Baptist  Church  at  the  piano,  the  group 
sang  "A  Mighty  Fortress  Is  Our  God"  under  the  direction  of  Mike  Adcock, 
associational  music  director  and  minister  of  music,  New  Hope  Baptist  Church, 
Charlotte,  North  Carolina. 
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7.  John  W.  Sloan,  pastor  of  Calvary  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina, 
welcomed  the  group  present  and  led  in  the  opening  prayer  of  gratitude  and 
praise. 

8.  Moderator  Crouch  appointed  the  following  committees:

9.  The  theme  interpretation  this  year  was  brought  by  Rusty  Sumrall,  associa- 
tional  director  of  the  Greater  Rochester  Baptist  Association  in  New  York.  Our 
Association  has  been  paired  with  this  Association  in  a  "sister  relationship"  for 
five  years. 

The  Greater  Rochester  Baptist  Association,  organized  in  1974,  is  located  in 
upstate  New  York  in  the  left  side  of  the  state  on  the  shores  of  Lake  Ontario.  The 
population  of  that  area  is  1,050,000  with  about  50,000  hearing  impaired  in- 
dividuals and  about  70,000  college  students.  Southern  Baptists  have  ten 
churches  in  the  area  with  a  total  membership  of  750.  The  largest  church  has  a 
resident  membership  of  120.  This  Association  has  just  completed  Mega-Focus 
which  we  are  just  beginning. 

Rusty  Sumrall  used  I  Corinthians  15:58  as  the  basis  for  his  remarks.  Mega- 
Focus  is  many  things  —  a  partnership  between  the  churches,  the  association, 
the  state  convention  and  Southern  Baptist  Convention  agencies  to  reach  people 
for  Christ  in  a  given  area;  a  tool;  a  lot  of  hard  work;  a  blessing. 

10.  Lawrence  Childs,  executive  director  of  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association, 
reported  that  during  the  past  year  we  have  had  thirteen  new  pastors  and 
twenty-one  other  new  church  staff  members  come  into  our  Association.  The 
following  were  introduced,  given  the  "right-hand  of  fellowship"  by  Executive 
Director  Lawrence  Childs  and  Moderator  Henry  Crouch  and  presented  a  gift 
certificate  from  the  Baptist  Book  Store  —  Mike  Adcock,  minister  of  music  and 
youth.  New  Hope  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina;  Donald  Brooks, 
pastor,  Harrisburg  Road  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina;  Christina 
H.  Burleson,  minister  of  education.  First  Baptist  Church,  Huntersville,  North 
Carolina;  Robert  C.  Helton,  pastor.  Union  Grove  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte, 
North  Carolina;  Philip  Hughes,  minister  of  education,  Midwood  Baptist 
Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina;  Victor  Payne,  minister  of  education.  First 
Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina;  Willie  Petrea,  pastor,  Westside 
Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina;  James  S.  Ritter,  pastor.  Pleasant 
Plains  Baptist  Church,  Matthews,  North  Carolina;  Chris  Sanford,  pastor.  Wild- 
wood  Green  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina;  Phil  Sumrall,  pastor.

11.  Spurgeon  Dorton,  chairman  of  the  Mutual  Care  Committee,  brought  the  follow- 
ing motion:  "The  Mutual  Care  Committee  recommends  that  East  Huntersville 
Baptist  Church,  Huntersville,  North  Carolina,  be  received  into  full  fellowship 
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of  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  as  of  this  date,  October  19,  1987."  The  mo- 
tion carried. 

Pastor  Harold  Smith  and  several  of  his  church  members  stood  to  be  recognized 
and  welcomed  into  the  Association. 

12.  Henry  Crouch  read  the  following  letter  from  Chowan  College  requesting  that  it 
become  a  part  of  the  minutes  of  this  annual  session:

It  is  our  good  fortune  to  number  several  of  our  graduates  and  other 
former  students  among  those  who  reside  within  the  district  served  by 
your  several  churches.

(9)  students  who  are  currently  attending  Chowan  College  reside  within 
the  counties  served  by  the  churches  related  to  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist 
Association.  We  thank  you  for  entrusting  these  to  our  care,  with  our 
pledge  to  offer  them  and  their  fellow-students  the  best  possible  educa- 
'  tional  opportunities,  within  the  context  of  a  basic  commitment  to  Chris- 
tian values  and  ideals. 

Meanwhile,  we  solicit  your  continued  love,  concern,  and  support  on 
behalf  of  our  mission  in  education  in  the  knowledge  that  without  such 
love,  concern,  and  support  our  best  efforts  cannot  reach  their  greatest 
possible  potential  and  benefit.

13.  Executive  Director  Lawrence  Childs  indicated  that  since  he  has  been  serving 
this  Association  we  have  participated  in  Long-Range  Planning  four  times  in- 
cluding the  present  Mega-Focus  study.  During  this  annual  meeting  we  want  to 
focus  attention  on  the  six  top  priorities  of  this  study  —  congregationalizing, 
evangelizing,  ministering,  training,  communicating  and  fellowshipping. 
Considering  CONGREGATIONALIZING  Dale  Harlan,  church  extension 
director  of  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association,  helped  us  think  about  the  great 
need  for  new  congregations: 

Charlotte-Mecklenburg  population  =  450,000 

Unsaved  and/or  unchurched  =  270,000  (60%) 

1:5319  =  ratio  of  Southern  Baptist  church  to  population  in  our  area 

1:2217  =  ratio  of  Southern  Baptist  church  to  population  in  North  Carolina 

Our  goal  is  to  establish  thirty  (30)  new  congregations  by  1992. 

(1)  Phil  Sumrall,  church  planter  and  pastor  of  the  Mallard  Creek  Community 
Church,  shared  the  following  testimony: 

At  the  present  time  there  are  about  68,000  people  living  in  the  University 
City  area  with  an  average  growth  of  about  fifty  families  per  month.  We 
will  seek  to  proclaim  Christ  to  these  people  and  minister  to  their  spiritual 
needs.  The  constituency  for  our  church  are  those  in  the  academic,  medi- 
cal, merchant  and  corporate  communities  in  this  area. 

(2)  About  28%  of  the  Charlotte-Mecklenburg  population  is  black  yet  we  have 
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only  seven  black  Southern  Baptist  churches  which  means  we  have  a  Southern 
Baptist  church  for  every  18,000  blacks.  Studies  indicate  there  are  about  40,000 
unchurched  blacks  in  our  community.  Phil  Davis,  pastor  of  Galilean  Baptist 
Mission,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  informed  us  of  the  new  work  being  started 
in  the  Nations  Ford  Road  area  which  will  provide  a  multi-faceted  ministry.  The 
Association's  goal  is  to  begin  ten  new  black  congregations  by  1992. 

Harold  Webb,  language  missions  director  of  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association, 
led  us  in  thinking  about  our  language  missions. 

(1)  In  our  area  we  have  4,000  to  6,000  deaf  and  at  the  present  time  less  than  100 
of  these  are  being  reached  by  our  churches.  A  group  of  those  being  reached 
"signed"  a  hymn  for  us. 

(2)  The  La  Voz  de  Esperanza  ministry,  a  joint  effort  of  the  Mission,  Green 
Memorial  Baptist  Church,  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association,  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  and  the  Home  Mission  Board,  is  now 
about  a  year  old  and  needs  a  full-time  pastor. 

(3)  The  strong  Korean  Baptist  Mission  has  purchased  its  own  property  and 
hopefully  will  have  its  own  facilities  in  which  to  meet  in  the  not-too-distant 
future. 

(4)  Judson  Lennon,  retired  missionary  to  Thailand,  and  lay  volunteers  are 
working  with  our  Laotians.  We  already  have  enough  enrolled  in  Bible  study 
to  begin  a  mission. 

(5)  We  have  enough  Cambodians  in  our  area  to  begin  a  mission  also. 

Some  of  our  ethnic  leaders  shared  John  3:16  in  Thai,  Laotian,  Vietnamese, 

Korean  and  Spanish  languages. 

To  improve  the  training  of  our  language  pastors  we  want  to: 

(a)  Provide  scholarships  to  enable  them  to  attend  Ridgecrest  and  other 
training  opportunities. 

(b)  Set  up  an  Ethnic  Leadership  Development  Center  in  our  associational 
office  building.  Upon  completion  of  this  program,  language  pastors 
will  receive  a  certificate  from  Southeastern  Baptist  Theological  Semi- 
nary. 

(6)  We  want  to  enlist  and  develop  a  network  of  25  Interfaith  Witness 
Specialists  to  help  inform  our  churches  about  the  doctrines  of  cults  and 
world  religions  in  our  area. 

14.  Under  the  direction  of  Mike  Adcock,  associational  music  director,  we  sang 
"The  Church's  One  Foundation". 

15.  We  worshipped  through  music  brought  by  Kathi  Baucom,  Ann  McElroy  and 
Nancy  Jo  Pipkin  from  First  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina.  The 
trio,  accompanied  by  Jo  Ann  LeDeux,  organist/music  secretary.  First  Baptist 
Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  sang  "Lift  Up  A  Song",  "He's  As  Close  As 
The  Mention  of  His  Name"  and  "A  Perfect  Heart". 

16.  Phil  Davis,  pastor  of  Galilean  Baptist  Mission,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  read 
the  scripture  of  the  evening  —  Colossians  4:2-6. 

17.  Leland  Stephens,  pastor  of  the  Oakhurst  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North 
Carolina  and  president  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  Board, 
preached  the  annual  sermon. 

Today  we  are  looking  for  answers  to  several  crises  —  energy,  financial,  educa- 
tional, governmental,  international,  moral  and  "inner  emptiness".  If  we  are  to 
find  adequate  answers  for  these  crises,  we  MUST  turn  to  the  Word  of  God  ...  to 
Jesus  Christ. 

Paul  paints  a  magnificent  portrait  of  Jesus  Christ  for  us  in  Colossians.  In  our 
work  we  must  give  Jesus  Christ,  Lord  of  the  world  and  Lord  of  life, 
preeminence. 

18.  Donald  Brooks,  pastor  of  Harrisburg  Road  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North 
Carolina,  led  the  benediction.

20.  "We've  A  Story  To  Tell"  was  the  opening  hymn  sung  under  the  direction  of  Ms. 
Margaret  Butler,  minister  of  music,  Eastern  Hills  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte, 
North  Carolina. 

21.  Steven  Gouge,  pastor,  Eastway  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  led 
our  opening  prayer  asking  God  to  give  us  unity  in  the  essentials  and  love 
toward  each  other. 

22.  The  theme  interpretation  was  given  by  Rusty  Sumrall,  associational  director, 
Greater  Rochester  Baptist  Association,  New  York.  He  used  as  the  basis  of  his 
comments  I  Samuel  17,  the  story  of  David  and  Goliath,  reminding  us  in  Mega- 
Focus  Mecklenburg  we  would  have  great  giants  to  conquer  but  that  we  would 
experience  small  victories  day  by  day.  Some  essentials  for  experiencing  these 
victories  are: 

a.  Challenge  —  recognize  and  accept  it

Each  month  approximately  4600  copies  of  the  Associational  newsletter.  The 

Builder,  are  mailed  in  an  effort  to  communicate  with  its  affiliated  churches, 

pastors,  church  staff  members,  laymen,  and  other  interested  persons  linking  us 

together  to  fulfill  our  common  purpose. 

This  year  our  affiliated  churches  will  be  grouped  in  clusters  to  be  assigned  to  an 

Associational  staff  member  for  personal  contact,  visitation,  counsel,  etc. 

28.  The  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  Board  report  was  presented  by  Leland 
K.  Stephens,  president,  and  a  digest  of  this  report  follows: 

The  purpose  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  Board  is  to  con- 
duct the  business  of  the  Association  on  a  monthly  basis  between  annual 
sessions.  It  consists  of  the  pastor  and  at  least  one  lay  person  from  each 
church  and  mission  affiliated  with  the  Association. 

This  year  the  Board  approved  a  record-breaking  budget  and  loan  re- 
quests of  $200,000  to  purchase  the  Belk  Presbyterian  Church  site  for 
future  work,  $93,000  for  the  Christian  Family  Church,  $50,000  for  the 
Lake  Wylie  Church  and  $30,000  for  Wildwood  Green  Mission. 
The  Board  approved  nominations  for  Associational  leadership  positions 
from  the  Nominating  Committee,  the  sale  of  the  Mallard  Creek  property, 
pastoral  aid  to  five  churches,  the  hiring  of  Dale  Harlan  and  Sheila  Black 
to  the  Associational  staff,  deeded  the  Lake  Wylie  property  to  the  Lake 
Wylie  Church  and  the  Candlewyck  property  to  the  Candlewyck  Church 
and  discussed  the  need  for  new  property  for  the  Associational  Youth 
Care  Center. 

The  Board,  on  behalf  of  the  Association,  received  under  watchcare  four 
churches  desiring  fellowship  with  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association: 
Christian  Family,  Harrisburg  Road,  New  Waves  of  Joy  and  Doers  of  the 
Word. 
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Joe  Brovm.  pastor  of  Hickon,-  Grove  Baptist  Church.  Charlotte.  North 

Carolina,  was  recommended  to  the  General  Board  of  the  Baptist  Stat-e 

Convention  of  North  Carolina. 

The  Board  approved  entering  into  Mission  Partnership  with  the  Greater 

Rochest-er  Baptist  Association  in  New  York.

29.    Our  benediction  was  led  by  Glenn  Flowe,  pastor.  Chapman  Memorial  Baptist

31.  The  opening  h\inn.  "So  Send  I  You",  was  directed  by  Ms.  Margaret  Butler  of 
Eastern  Hills  Baptist  Church  with  Ms.  Cathy  Bostic  of  Cornerstone  Baptist 
Church  at  the  organ  and  Ms.  Trish  Parrish  of  Cornerstone  Baptist  Church  at 
the  piano. 

32.  Rusty  Sumrall  of  the  Great-er  Rochester  Baptist  Association  led  our  theme  in- 
terpretation. He  focused  our  attention  on  God"s  call  to  Moses  to  be  His  servant. 
Moses  made  several  excuses: 

1.  Who  am  I?  (I'm  only  a  shepherd.) 

2.  They  won't  believe  what  I  tell  them.     '  - 

3.  Send  someone  else. 
God"s  responses: 

1.  I  will  be  with  you.

34.  Lawrence  Childs  stated  that  we  have  many  willing  workers  in  the  Mecklenburg 
Baptist  Association.  He  presented  an  appreciation  plaque  to  Henry  Crouch 
who  has  served  as  our  moderator  for  the  past  two  years. 

He  recognized  the  Associational  office  staff  presenting  each  of  them  with  a 
flower. 

He  recognized  Harold  Webb  and  Warren  Mallard  also  and  expressed  apprecia- 
tion to  each  of  these  for  their  deep  dedication  and  hard  work. 


35.  In  thinking  about  the  priority  of  MINISTERING  AND  TRAINING,  Warren 
Mallard  reminded  us  that  working  in  Mega-Focus  one  of  the  strongest,  most  im- 
portant areas  of  church  programs  is  making  sure  the  necessary  support  is  there 
when  you  need  it.  We  will  seek  to  enlist  at  least  56  churches  to  participate  in  the 
leadership  training  called  "Sunday  School  Enlargement  Enlistment  Campaign 
-1989". 

Supporting  and  training  are  essential  to  our  churches.  Leaders  in  associational 
church  programs,  working  with  the  local  churches,  are  helping,  evaluating,  ad- 
vising and  planning  to  see  that  the  very  best  possible  job  is  done  by  all  of  us:

Church  Training  Department  —  David  Ridley,  director 

Church  Music  —  Mike  Adcock  director 

Media-Library  —  Jeanne  Tucker,  director 

B.S.U.  —  Don  Rogers,  director

Brotherhood  —  Burwell  Mills,  director 
Beginning  in   1988  we  will  be  involved  in  PACT  (Projects  Assistance  for 
Churches  in  Transition)  consultations  working  with  50  churches  at  their  re- 
quest setting  priorities  for  growth. 

The  work  of  supporting  the  local  church  is  a  priority  in  the  Mecklenburg  Bap- 
tist Association. 

Warren  Mallard  presented  a  plaque  to  Jeanne  Tucker  who  was  retiring  after 
serving  as  director  of  the  Media-Library  since  1971. 

36.  Sheila  Black  shared  with  us  the  idea  that  Mega-Focus  offers  us  the  opportunity 
to  dream,  plan,  design,  implement  and  evaluate  ministry.  Ministry  in  Mega- 
Focus  provides  opportunity  to  touch  lives  with  love  and  compassion,  accep- 
tance and  healing. 

"To  Charlotte-Mecklenburg  With  Love"  will  be  a  year-long  emphasis.  The 
challenge  of  1989  will  be  EACH  church  beginning  participation  in  at  least  ONE 
NEW  ministry.  A  community-needs  study  will  help  us  discover  possibilities  for 
ministry.  "To  Charlotte-Mecklenburg  With  Love"  will  challenge  us  to  creative 
ministries  such  as  Springfest,  Festival  in  the  Park  and  Metrolina  Fair  and  to 
minister  to  ALL  spectrums  of  people  in  our  county. 

"To  Charlotte-Mecklenburg  With  Love"  is  basically  a  CELEBRATION  of 
God's  love  and  a  challenge  to  minister  in  the  marketplace  of  life. 
Joe  Brown  of  Hickory  Grove  Baptist  Church  and  Kelvin  Smith  of  Jackson 
Park  Baptist  Church  helped  us  understand  an  exciting  mega-focus  concept  — 
Sister  Church  Relationships  .  .  .  stronger  churches  assisting  small  churches  to 
meet  human  needs  in  our  community.  We  can  never  really  help  each  other 
unless  we  touch  one  another's  lives. 

Johnny  Wallace,  pastor  of  the  Doers  of  The  Word  Baptist  Church.  Charlotte, 
North  Carolina,  told  us  how  churches  can  cooperate  with  city-centers  in  the  in- 
ner city  to  meet  human  needs  at  the  neighborhood  level.  His  church  works  with 
the  Alexander  Street  Center.  Such  cooperation  (1)  helps  raise  the  trust  level 
among  the  churches  in  a  specific  area  (2)  resolves  the  transportation  problem  to 
receive  desired  services  (3)  provides  means  of  maintaining  better  moral  stan- 
dards in  the  community. 

37.  The  statistical  report  was  brought  by  Nancy  Lee  Kistler  stressing  God's  eye  is 
on  the  "little  man".  God  is  concerned  about  EVERY  child.  He  longs  for  ALL 
men  to  be  His  children. 

Forty  of  our  churches  met  the  Uniform  Church  Letter  deadline  with  seventeen 
having  no  errors.  Sixty-nine  of  our  eighty-one  churches  and  eight  of  our  ten  mis- 
sions had  submitted  their  letters  by  the  time  of  the  annual  session. 
Two  of  our  churches  showed  increases  in  all  areas  of  the  church  program  — 
First  Baptist  Church,  Huntersville,  North  Carolina,  and  Mint  Hill  Baptist 
Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina. 

38.  The  following  report  was  brought  by  Steve  Rumley,  chairman  of  the  Resolu- 
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tions  committee  and  pastor  of  the  Matthews  Baptist  Church,  Matthews,  North 
Carolina: 

The  Resolutions  Committee,  comprised  of  Steve  Rumley,  Michael  Sim- 
mons and  Dwane  Champbell,  present  the  following  resolutions: 

Be  it  resolved  that  this  102nd  session  of  the  Mecklenburg  Associa- 
tion meeting  at  Calvary  Baptist  Church  and  the  Eastern  Hills  Baptist 
Church  express  their  sincere  appreciation  and  heartfelt  gratitude  to 
those  host  churches  for  their  graciousness  in  providing  meeting  places, 
the  meal  and  other  acts  of  helpfulness  to  the  messengers. 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  we  express  our  genuine  thanks  to  the  Asso- 
ciational  staff,  Associational  officers,  the  moderator,  the  program 
speakers,  the  musicians,  the  various  committee  members  and  others  who 
have  contributed  to  the  planning,  efficiency  and  worshipfulness  of  these 
sessions. 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  we  express  deep  appreciation  to  the  of- 
ficers and  members  of  the  Associational  Board  who  conducted  the  busi- 
ness of  the  Association  between  the  annual  sessions. 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  each  of  the  churches  in  the  Mecklenburg 
Baptist  Association,  empowered  by  God's  Spirit,  renew  its  commitment 
to  its  spiritual  ministries  and  God-given  task  of  proclaiming  the  Gospel 
to  the  whole  world  beginning  in  our  own  Jerusalem. 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  the  fellowship  of  churches  comprising  the 
Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  be  found  faithful  in  honoring  God  and 
serving  Christ  until  His  glorious  return. 

39.  The  hymn  "Stir  Thy  Church"  was  sung  under  the  direction  of  Margaret  Butler 
of  Eastern  Hills  Baptist  Church. 

40.  "Praise  The  Lord  I'm  Living  For  Jesus"  and  "Come  Praise  The  Lord  With 
Me"  were  sung  by  the  Cornerstone  Baptist  Church  choir  led  by  Cathy  Bostic, 
minister  of  music. 

41.  Lawrence  Childs  gave  his  executive  director's  report  stressing  the  fact  that  it  is 
much  easier  to  go  about  life  without  giving  it  thought  and  doing  whatever  seems 
convenient  to  do  but  there  are  numerous  examples  in  Scripture  of  God  giving  a 
vision,  a  dream,  a  plan  to  His  people.  One  such  example  is  found  in  Genesis  28 
—  "Jacob's  dream".  Through  this  dream  God  gave  Jacob  a  vision  of  His  pur- 
pose for  his  life.  Through  the  centuries  of  history  life  has  been  moved  by  in- 
dividual lives  like  that  of  Jacob  who  have  been  possessed  of  a  dream  bigger 
than  they  are  and  have  been  willing  to  give  of  themselves  with  abandon  to  the 
achieving  of  that  vision.  Tremendously  significant  contributions  are  made  in 
our  world  today  by  groups  who  have  a  vision. 

For  about  a  year  we  have  been  seeking  to  give  Mecklenburg  Baptists  a  dream. 
Mega-focus:  Mecklenburg  is  an  outline  of  that  God-given  vision  —  things  to 
which  we  need  to  give  priority  in  the  years  ahead.  If  God  gives  us  the  vision.  He 
also  gives  us  the  resources  for  achieving  whatever  ought  to  be  done. 
Allan  Blume  and  Jim  Royston,  co-chairmen  of  our  Mega-focus  long-range  plan- 
ning, along  with  Lawrence  Childs  symbolized  Mega-focus:  Mecklenburg  as  a 
united,  cooperative  strategy  between  the  agencies  and  national  boards  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention,  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina 
and  the  churches  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association. 

Our  mission  field  is  HERE!  At  the  present  Mecklenburg  is  the  most 
unevangelized  county  in  North  Carolina.  Therefore,  we  give  ourselves  to  six 
priorities: 

1.  Congregationalizing 

2.  Evangelizing 

3.  Ministering 

4.  Training/ supporting 

5.  Communicating 

6.  Fellowshipping 
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None  of  these  goals  will  be  attained  unless  in  ALL  of  them  we  maintain  a  sweet 
spirit,  united  in  Christ. 

They   moved   that  the   Association   approve  the   Mega-focus:   Mecklenburg 
Strategy  of  six  priorities.  Messengers  at  this  annual  session  voted  by  standing 
and  joining  hands  symbolizing  our  unity  in  commitment  to  these  goals. 
43.    The  one  hundred  second  annual  session  closed  with  the  following  choral 
benediction: 

"In  our  hearts  we're  undivided 

worshipping  One  Saviour,  One  Lord; 

In  our  hearts  we're  undivided 

Bound  by  His  Spirit  forever." 


DIGEST  OF  ORGANIZATIONAL  REPORTS 

BROTHERHOOD  (BURWELL  MILLS,  DIRECTOR):  The  totally  new  Brotherhood 
Organization  begins  October  1,  1987.  The  new  structure  and  materials  look  exciting. 
All  of  us  will  need  patience  and  study  to  know  just  how  to  put  the  new  organization 
and  the  new  materials  into  effect  in  the  local  churches.  Assistance  to  local  churches 
will  continue  to  be  a  major  part  of  the  Associational  Brotherhood  Council's  priority. 
Prayer  groups  and  mission  activities  in  every  church  are  a  big  part  of  the  men  and 
boy's  program.  Any  church  that  does  not  have  men  and  boys  involved  in  active  mis- 
sion projects  and/or  mission  study  can  receive  help  to  begin  this  important  work. 

CHURCH  TRAINING  (WARREN  MALLARD,  ADVISOR):  Church  Training  offers  a 
wide  variety  of  subjects  and  programs  for  developing  believers. 

Needs  to  train  and  improve  the  local  program  for  church  leaders  never  diminishes. 
During  the  Mega-Focus  years,  more  training  opportunities  will  be  available  than  ever 
before. 

Mrs.  Sara  Foard,  Shamrock  Drive  Church,  did  an  outstanding  job  in  1986-1987  in  pro- 
moting and  conducting  the  Children's  Bible  Drill.  David  Ridley,  Woodlawn  Church, 
will  be  the  Associational  Church  Training  Director  for  1987-1988. 

SENIOR  ADULT  COUNCIL  (RON  PARKER.  CHAIRMAN):  The  Senior  Adult 
Council  offers  assistance  and  programs  to  the  local  church  groups.  The  annual  fall 
banquet  and  the  Ridgecrest  Chautaugua  are  two  popular  events  sponsored  by  the 
Council.  In  1986-1987  both  of  these  events  were  well  attended. 

The  Council  continues  to  plan  short  and  long  tours  for  church  groups.  Senior  Adult 
work  continues  to  grow,  and  the  Council  encourages  each  church  to  form  a  Senior 
Adult  group  for  Bible  study,  fellowship  and  support  of  all  church-related  activities. 
Mission  activities  and  volunteer  work  are  always  available  for  Senior  Adults. 

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  (DAVID  PITTMAN,  DIRECTOR):  The  Sunday  School  Council 
has  as  its  goal  "to  be  ready,  available  and  qualified  to  help  local  church  leaders  to  per- 
form the  tasks  of  the  Sunday  school".  The  Associational  workers  strive  to  be  up- 
dated, resourceful,  flexible  and  adaptable  to  the  local  church  needs.  Our  Council  is  a 
"standard  associational  council"  and  has  been  recognized  for  outstanding  service 
and  qualification. 

A  Sunday  School  Witness  Training  Clinic  is  being  planned  for  our  Association  in 
1988-1989.  Until  the  Clinic,  the  Council  will  continue  to  offer  services  to  the  local 
leaders. 

TACMO  -  THE  ASSOCIATIONAL  CHURCH  MEDIA  LIBRARY  ORGANIZA- 
TION (JEANNE  TUCKER,  DIRECTOR):  The  Associational  Church  Media  Library 
Organization  has  50  churches  with  an  established  library  ministry.  Quarterly 
meetings  are  held  with  programs  to  help  workers  be  more  efficient  in  technical  pro- 
cesses, administration  and  ministry  concept. 
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Conferences  at  Caraway  and  Ridgecrest  were  well  attended.  Mecklenburg  Libraries 
sponsored  two  training  shops  during  the  year  with  consultants  from  Nashville 
leading.  Forty-four  persons  earned  credit  in  training  in  witnessing  with  media. 
The  theme  for  1987-1988  is  "Media  Libraries  .  .  .  Touching  Lives  to  Improve  Learn- 
ing". 

WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION  (VIRGINIA  MOORE.  DIRECTOR):  This  year 
was  a  special  year  for  us  —  the  Centennial  year  for  North  Carolina  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Union.  Many  churches  participated  in  a  special  One  Hundred  Days  of  Prayer, 
a  churchwide  birthday  party  in  January  and  other  activities. 

The  1986-1987  emphasis,  "Gifted  to  Serve  —  Called  to  Act",  led  WMU  members  to 
become  deeply  involved  in  reflecting  to  discover  their  gifts.  The  emphasis  presented  a 
challenge  and  equipped  members  to  identify  and  use  their  gifts  in  ministry  and 
witness. 

Membership  in  WMU  increased  by  227  members  which  gave  a  total  of  5,183.  Mecklen- 
burg was  first  in  the  number  of  organizations  increase  in  the  state  with  a  total  of  37 
new  organizations  added.  We  were  excited  as  we  were  able  to  have  WMU  work  in 
every  church  in  our  Association  except  one. 

We  are  bridging  the  gap  among  our  language  groups.  We  had  them  participate  in  the 
Annual  Meeting  program  —  the  Korean  Children's  Choir,  the  Deaf  Choir  and  a 
Spanish  couple  provided  special  music;  Chinese  pastor,  Abraham  Ho,  brought  the 
devotion  for  the  evening  session  and  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Judson  Lennon  were  our  special 
missionary  speakers. 

During  1987  about  100  Baptist  Young  Women  attended  the  spring  banquet,  approxi- 
mately 90  Acteens  attended  the  Studiact  Fair  and  about  116  Baptist  Women  gathered 
at  Camp  Caraway  for  a  prayer  retreat. 

Many  churches  were  visited  by  WMU  Council  members  to  train  local  WMU  leader- 
ship and  several  of  our  Council  members  attended  the  WMU  conference  at  Ridgecrest. 
The  100th  Anniversary  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  SBC,  celebration  will  be  held 
May  13-14,  1988  at  Richmond,  Virginia. 


DIGEST  OF  COMMITTEE  REPORTS 

BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S  HOMES  (STEVE  HOFFMAN,  DIRECTOR):  The  Charlotte 
Emergency  Youth  Care  Center  provides  emergency  shelter  for  females,  ages  6-18.  We 
serve  Anson,  Cabarrus,  Cleveland,  Gaston,  Lincoln,  Stanly,  Mecklenburg  and  Union 
counties.  The  demand  for  emergency  care  service  for  females  and  males  has  increased 
dramatically  in  recent  months  in  our  area. 

BAPTIST  COUNSELING  CENTER  (TOM  O'NEAL,  DIRECTOR):  Numbers  never 
tell  the  story,  but  they  do  indicate  we  count!  Counting  does  help  us  to  pace  ourselves, 
otherwise  we  would  be  in  danger  of  running  on  feelings  alone. 
Our  numbers  read  like  this: 

2585  hours  of  counseling  during  the  year 

16  persons  completing  a  ten-week  workshop  focusing  on 
women  who  love  too  much 

39  persons  participating  in  workshops  focusing  on  interpersonal 
communications,  conflict  management  and  building  self-esteem 

5  ministers  completing  a  unit  of  clinical  pastoral  education 
in  the  local  church 
A  professional  growth  group  for  female  ministers  was  begun,  and  there  were 
numerous  educational  events  in  churches  dealing  with:  entering  junior  high  school; 
stresses  of  the  Christian;  marriage  enrichment;  dealing  with  separation,  divorce  and 
re-marriage;  caring  during  the  death  of  a  loved  one  and  caring  during  chronic  and 
acute  illness. 


CHRISTIAN  LIFE  COMMITTEE  (ROBERT  SHELDON,  CHAIRMAN):  The  Chris- 
tian Life  Committee  participated  in  the  Christian  Life  Commission's  National 
Seminar  this  year  located  in  Charlotte.  Many  local  pastors,  staff  and  lay  people  were 
enriched  by  attending  the  seminar.  The  theme  was  "Critical  Issues  Facing  Today's 
Families",  featuring  such  renowned  speakers  as  C.  Everett  Koop,  Bill  Bradley, 
Millard  Fuller,  Kyle  Pate,  Jr.  and  Jerry  Clower.  Tapes  of  the  seminar  are  in  the  Asso- 
ciational  resource  center.  They  are  valuable  teaching  tools  for  any  church  group  deal- 
ing with  the  current  crises  of  family  and  family  values. 

CHURCH  ADMINISTRATION  COMMITTEE  (JAY  CASEY,  CHAIRMAN):  The 
Church  Administration  Committee  had  as  its  goal  during  the  past  year  providing 
opportunities  of  meaningful  training  in  areas  related  to  administration  in  the  local 
church.  We  attempted  to  reach  this  goal  by: 

Offering  to  new  professional  staff  of  the  churches  an  introduction  to  the  work  of 
the  Association,  its  staff  and  the  Charlotte  area.  These  new  staff  orientation 
luncheons  will  be  an  ongoing  activity  of  the  committee. 

Offering  a  one-day  conference  to  the  professional  staff  of  the  churches  present- 
ing an  introduction  to  the  Shared  Ministry  emphasis  of  the  Church  Administra- 
tion Department. 

Surveying  the  pastors  to  determine  their  preferences  of  leaders  for  a  series  of 
Pastoral  Leadership  Seminars. 
'  :i       Two  such  seminars  have  been  planned  —  one  October  26,  198'J»with  Dr.  Edgar 
Arendall  leading  and  one  March  7,  1988,  with  Dr.  Mark  Corts  leading. 

CHURCH  AND  COMMUNITY  MINISTRIES  COMMITTEE  (PHILLIP  DAVIS, 
CHAIRMAN):  The  Church  and  Community  Ministries  Committee,  formerly  the 
Christian  Social  Ministries  Committee,  continued  to  be  involved  in  several  area 
ministries  that  are  committed  to  serving  the  social  and  spiritual  needs  of  Charlotte- 
Mecklenburg  such  as  Crisis  Assistance,  Loaves  and  Fishes,  Jackson  Park  Baptist 
Church,  Galilean  Baptist  Church,  the  Cresdale  Project  and  the  Habitat  Project. 
This  year  we  hope  to  lead  our  Association  in  the  "To  Charlotte  With  Love"  Project 
and  to  get  more  involved  in  raising  the  awareness  of  our  people  of  the  need  for  literacy 
training  and  shelter  for  the  homeless. 

EVANGELISM  COMMITTEE  (REID  KEIGER,  CHAIRMAN):  The  Mecklenburg 
Baptist  Association  Evangelism  Committee  has  three  primary  objectives: 

1.  Lead  local  churches  to  win  the  lost  to  Christ. 

2.  Motivate  church  leaders  to  evangelize  and  to  make  evangelism  the  priority  of 
the  church. 

3.  Inform  and  train  church  leaders  in  evangelistic  methods  and  materials. 

The  highlight  of  the  past  year  was  the  National  Multi-Housing  Conference  held  in 
Charlotte.  We  plan  to  continue  similar  conferences  on  a  regional  basis  and  offer  our 
churches  more  help  in  reaching  people  in  multi-housing  complexes. 
Tentative  plans  have  been  made  to  have  an  Associational  Evangelism  Conference  in 
September,  1988. 

At  the  Associational  Evangelism  Directors  training  clinic  it  was  suggested  that  we 
add  several  specialists  to  the  Association  Evangelism  Committee  in  the  areas  of 
youth,  women,  senior  adults,  ethnic  groups,  college  and  single  adults,  etc.  Under  this 
reorganization  we  can  offer  specialized  training  to  the  churches. 

During  1988-1989,  the  Year  of  the  Laity  in  Evangelism,  we  will  provide  an  Associa- 
tional Lay  Evangelism  School.  This  will  be  a  part  of  the  preparation  for  "Here's  Hope 
—  God  Cares  For  You"  simultaneous  revivals  March  18-April  29, 1990. 
We  need  to  get  back  to  the  basics  of  evangelism  and  ministry  which  are  our  primary 
reasons  for  existence.  We  urge  EVERY  church  to  elect  a  church  evangelism  council,  to 
observe  Witness  Commitment  Day  on  January  10,  1988,  to  send  the  pastor  to  the 
State  Evangelism  Conference  in  February  and  other  evangelism  training  opportuni- 
ties, and  to  set  goals  for  baptism  and  growth. 
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LANGUAGE  COMMITTEE  (JOE  BURNETTE,  CHAIRMAN):  Do  you  believe  in 
Foreign  Missions?  Most  Baptists  do!  Some  of  them  even  go  in  person  to  tell  people  in 
other  lands  about  Jesus. 

Do  you  realize  that  right  here  in  Mecklenburg  Association  you  can  minister  to  many 
people  from  many  different  countries?  You  are  helping  to  do  this  when  you  and  your 
church  give  to  the  Associational  budget.  Harold  Webb,  our  Language  Ministries 
Director,  has  a  real  vision  of  what  needs  to  be  done  in  language  missions  in  this  area. 
Bob  Moore,  our  Pastor  to  the  Deaf,  is  continuing  a  great  ministry  among  these  people. 
He  has  plans  for  a  Deaf  church  in  order  to  reach  more  of  them. 

Ministries  continue  to  grow  among  Cambodians,  Vietnamese,  Koreans,  Chinese  and 
Hispanics.  The  new  work  begun  with  the  Laotians  has  grown  and  will  continue  to 
develop  under  the  able  leadership  of  Judson  Lennon,  retired  missionary  to  Thailand. 
Let's  continue  to  be  "foreign  missionaries"  in  Charlotte. 

MISSION  INVOLVEMENT  COMMITTEE  (LEE  PROCTOR,  CHAIRMAN):  This 
year  the  Associational  Board  gave  approval  for  a  five-year  partnership  with  the 
Greater  Rochester  Baptist  Association.  One  primary  purpose  of  this  partnership  is  to 
begin  five  churches  in  the  Greater  Rochester  area.  A  second  purpose  is  to  strengthen 
existing  churches.  Teams  from  three  churches  in  our  Association  have  been  involved 
in  ministry  there  during  1987:  Mint  Hill  had  a  five-man  construction  team  assist 
Newark  Church  with  construction  of  their  new  building.  Mulberry  had  fifty-five  peo- 
ple assist  with  a  variety  of  projects,  Eastway  had  a  team  of  thirteen  assist  Canadagua 
Church  with  backyard  Bible  clubs. 

The  Foreign  Mission  partnership  between  North  Carolina  Baptists  and  Togo  West 
Africa  Mission  is  complete.  Many  Mecklenburg  Baptists  served  in  this  partnership 
project.  We  should  be  grateful  of  what  God  did  through  the  Mission  Involvement  of 
Mecklenburg  Baptists. 

In  November  three  representatives  of  the  Mecklenburg  Association  will  visit  the  state 
of  Sao  Paula,  Brazil,  investigating  a  possible  partnership  there. 

MUTUAL  CARE  COMMITTEE  (SPURGEON  DORTON,  CHAIRMAN):  During  this 
associational  year  the  Mutual  Care  Committee  met  with  Christian  Family  Baptist 
Church,  Harrisburg  Road  Baptist  Church,  Doers  of  the  Word  Baptist  Fellowship, 
New  Waves  of  Joy  Baptist  Church  and  the  Chinese  Baptist  Mission.  In  each  case  we 
recommended  that  the  church  come  under  watchcare  of  the  Association  for  a  period  of 
not  less  than  one  year. 

The  Committee  met  with  East  Huntersville  Baptist  Church  which  was  under  watch- 
care  and  recommended  that  it  be  received  into  the  full  fellowship  of  the  Association. 

NEW  WORK  COMMITTEE  (HENRY  CROUCH,  CHAIRMAN):  The  New  Work  Com- 
mittee has  been  active  in  many  new  work  opportunities  during  this  past  year.  Phil 
Sumerall  was  placed  in  the  University  City  area  to  bring  together  a  new  ministry  and 
congregation.  Also,  we  are  purchasing  an  existing  church  facility  on  Nations  Ford 
Road  to  begin  a  new  church  which  will  include  a  "Black  Ministers  Recruitment  and 
Training  Program". 

We  are  especially  excited  about  the  challenging  new  work  goals  of  Mega- 
Focus— Mecklenburg.  Our  goal  is  to  establish  30  new  congregations  during  the  next 
five  years. 

ORDINATION  EXAMINING  COMMITTEE  (GRADY  FAULK,  CHAIRMAN):  Dur- 
ing this  past  year  we  have  examined  two  men  and  in  both  cases  approved  ordination 
of  the  individual  to  the  Gospel  Ministry.  They  were: 

Larry  Charles  Hovis  by  University  Hills  Baptist  Church 

D.  Gene  Lakey  by  Berryhill  Baptist  Church 

PERSONNEL  COMMITTEE  (GRADY  FAULK,  CHAIRMAN):  This  Committee 
made  recommendations  to  the  Finance  Committee  regarding  salaries  of  our  Associa-

tional  staff.  Our  report  was  accepted  and  jointly  recommended  and  approved  by  the 

Association. 

We  had  the  privilege  of  adding  two  staff  persons  during  the  year: 
Dale  Harlan  as  Church  Extension  Director 
Sheila  Black  as  Church  and  Community  Ministries  Director 

STUDENT  MINISTRIES  COMMITTEE  (IRVING  SHARP,  CHAIRMAN):  The  Stu- 
dent Ministries  Committee  enjoyed  a  successful  and  eventful  year.  Through  newslet- 
ters, workshops  and  fellowship  events,  support  was  given  to  local  churches  and 
students  on  area  campuses.  Our  ministries  at  UNCC,  CPCC  and  Kings  College  con- 
tinue to  grow. 

Involvement  with  international  students  has  increased  through  monthly  luncheons. 
During  the  year  we  made  a  video  concerning  ministry  possibilities  in  this  area  which 
will  be  available  to  our  churches.  A  priority  of  this  Committee  is  more  interaction  be- 
tween these  students  and  local  families. 
Two  training  seminars  were  held  for  Sunday  school  workers  with  college  students. 

URBAN  CHURCH  COMMITTEE  (MIKE  STEEN,  CHAIRMAN):  The  Urban 
Church  Committee  is  a  support  group  for  urban  church  staff  members.  This  past  year 
the  Committee  developed  and  instituted  a  survey  to  the  urban  churches  asking  for 
priority  needs  of  the  urban  staff.  The  results  of  this  survey  will  be  used  in  setting 
goals  for  future  seminars.  A  Stress  Management  Retreat  is  planned  for  1988. 
Five  urban  staff  people  attended  an  Urban  Training  Conference  in  Louisville,  Ken- 
tucky. This  conference  focused  on  needs  of  churches  and  people  in  the  urban  setting.

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Constitution 

of  the 

Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association 

ARTICLE  I  —  NAME 

Section  1.  This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association.  It  may 
hereinafter  be  referred  to  as  the  association. 

Section  2.  The  association  shall  be  known  in  its  incorporated  form  as  the  Mecklenburg 
Baptist  Association  Board,  Inc. 

ARTICLE  II  —  COMPOSITION 

Section  1.  The  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  in  session  shall  be  composed  of  the  duly 
elected  messengers  of  the  Missionary  Baptist  churches  affiliated  with  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist 
Association. 

Section  2.  The  affiliated  churches  of  the  association  may  elect  messengers  according  to 
the  following  apportionment:  churches  having  one  hundred  members  or  less  shall  be 
entitled  to  three  messengers,  including  the  pastor;  churches  with  more  than  one  hundred 
members  shall  be  entitled  to  an  additional  messenger  for  every  one  hundred  members,  or 
fraction  thereof,  not  to  exceed  ten  messengers,  including  the  pastor. 

ARTICLE  III  —  PURPOSE 

Section  1.  This  association  is  a  self-determining  Baptist  body,  created  and  sustained  by 
the  churches  affiliated  with  her  and  responsibility  to  them  through  their  messengers. 
Section  2.  Through  this  body,  the  churches  seek  to: 

(1)  Foster  fellowship  and  unity  of  faith  and  practice. 

(2)  Give  and  receive  assistance  in  achieving  the  purpose  of  the  member  churches. 

(3)  Engage  in  direct,  cooperative  mission  activities  which  cannot  be  accomplished  by 
the  member  churches  acting  independently. 

ARTICLE  IV  —  OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  DUTIES 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be:  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk, 
Statistician,  Bible  Teaching  Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  Church  Music  Director,  Church 
Training  Director,  and  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director. 

Section  2.  (a)  The  Moderator  and  Vice-Moderator  shall  be  elected  by  a  majority  vote  of 
the  delegates  in  attendance  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  from  nominees  selected 
by  the  Nominating  Committee  of  the  Associational  Board  together  with  other  nominations 
for  said  offices  as  may  be  made  from  the  floor  at  the  annual  meeting.  All  nominations  from 
the  floor  shall  be  with  the  prior  consent  of  the  nominees.  The  aforesaid  officers  shall  assume 
the  duties  of  their  office  at  the  close  of  the  meeting  at  which  they  were  elected,  and  shall 
serve  until  their  successors  are  elected,  subject,  however  to  Sub-Paragraph  (b). 

(b)  In  the  event  the  Office  of  Moderator  of  the  Association  should  become  vacant,  then 
the  Vice-Moderator  shall  immediately  and  automatically  become  the  Moderator  for  the  un- 
expired term  of  office  without  any  further  action  by  the  Association. 

(c)  AU  other  Associational  Officers  shall  be  elected  by  the  Associational  Board  after  nomina- 
tion by  the  Associational  Board  Nominating  Committee  no  later  than  the  June  meeting  of 
the  Associational  Board,  next  preceding  the  annual  Association  meeting.  Nominations  by 
the  Associational  Board  Nominating  Committee  shall  not  preclude  nominations  from  the 
floor  with  the  prior  consent  of  the  nominee.  All  newly  elected  Officers  of  the  Association 
shall  assume  their  duties  of  the  office  at  the  close  of  the  annual  Association  meeting,  and 
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shall  serve  until  their  successors  are  elected.  The  vacancies  occurring  in  the  office  of  Vice- 
Moderator  and  all  other  offices,  except  the  Moderator,  may  be  filled  by  the  Associational 
Board. 

Section  3.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  meetings  of  the  body  and  appoint  commit- 
tees as  are  required  by  this  constitution.  He  shall  also  serve  as  chairman  of  the  executive 
committee  of  the  associational  board.  He  shall  be  elected  for  one  term  and  cannot  immediately 
succeed  himself  after  the  second  successive  term.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  preside  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Moderator,  and  may  act  for  the  Moderator  as  they  may  agree  to  do. 

Section  4.  The  clerk  shall  distribute  blank  letter  forms  to  the  clerks  of  the  churches 
affiliated  with  the  association.  He  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
body  and  issue  the  minutes  as  soon  as  practical  after  adjournment. 

Section  5.  The  Statistician  shall  fill  in  from  the  church  letters  the  records  of  the  churches 
on  the  charts  provided  for  that  purpose,  and  shall  report  to  the  association  such  other 
statistical  data  as  may  be  profitable. 

ARTICLE  V  —  ASSOCIATIONAL  BOARD 

Section  1.  The  Associational  Board  shall  be  composed  of  (1)  one  lay  member  from  every 
cooperating  church,  plus  an  additional  lay  member  for  each  1,000  members  or  fraction  thereof 
over  the  first  1,000  members,  (2)  the  pastor  of  each  cooperating  church,  (3)  all  elected 
officers  of  the  association,  (4)  the  chairman  of  all  Board  committees,  (5)  full-time  ministers 
of  education,  associate  pastors,  whether  one  or  more  of  each,  and  a  Director  or  Minister 
of  Music  from  the  cooperating  churches,  and  (6)  all  retired  ministers  who  are  members  of 
cooperating  churches. 

Section  2.  The  Associational  Board  shall  act  as  the  association  ad  interim.  The  operation 
of  the  board  shall  be  compatible  with  both  the  constitution  of  the  association  and  the 
constitution  of  the  board. 

Section  3.  There  shall  be  no  conflict  between  the  constitution  of  the  Board  and  that  of 
the  association. 

ARTICLE  VI  —  PURPOSE 

Section  1.  The  Moderator  shall  appoint  three  committees  relating  to  the  annual  meeting. 
They  are:  (1)  Place  and  Preacher  Committee,  (2)  Resolutions  Committee,  and  (3)  Program 
Committee. 

Section  2.  The  constitution  of  the  association  may  be  changed  on  the  second  day  of  any 
regular  meeting  of  the  association,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  pro- 
vided notice  of  the  change  be  read  at  the  association  during  the  first  day  of  the  annual  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VII  —  MISSIONS  POLICY 

Section  1.  The  association  is  committed  to  a  program  for  the  starting  of  new  churches 
and  missions,  as  needed.  It  believes,  however,  that  the  initiative  for  beginning  such  is  an 
associational  responsibility. 

Section  2.  The  association  assumes  that  its  affiliated  churches  shall  seek  the  leadership 
of  the  association  in  exercising  general  guidance  and  coordination  in  what  is  otherwise  a 
church-centered  mission  program. 

Section  3.  The  association  is  aware  of  the  financial  support  provided  by  the  churches  which 
make  possible  such  a  program  of  work.  Any  policies  or  actions  of  the  association  should 
therefore  respect  the  integrity  of  the  cooperating  churches  and  associational  mission 
endeavors. 

Section  4.  The  association  has  no  control  over  any  other  body,  but  does  seek  to  encourage 
all  missionary  Baptists  to  work  in  cooperation  for  effecting  an  orderly  growth  and  for 
maintaining  the  fellowship  of  churches  and  association. 

Section  5.  The  association  encourages  all  churches  to  formulate  their  own  membership 
policy  in  a  way  that  is  true  to  the  New  Testament  and  to  Baptist  policy. 
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BYLAWS 

1.  The  association  shall  convene  annually  at  a  time  and  a  day  to  be  determined  at  the 
direction  and  upon  action  of  the  associational  board  and  publicized  at  least  three  months 
prior  to  the  time  of  meeting  and  in  time  for  publication  in  the  Minutes  of  the  association. 

2.  The  associational  year  shall  begin  October  first  of  each  year  and  close  September  30th 
of  the  following  year. 

3.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  Robert's  Rules  of  Order,  Revised. 

4.  The  reports  of  this  body,  with  the  exception  of  the  report  of  the  associational  board, 
shall  be  limited  to  five  hundred  words. 

5.  Churches  and  missions  desiring  membership  into  the  Association  shall  present  their 
request  to  the  Mutual  Care  Committee  for  examination  and  recommendation  to  the  Associa- 
tion or  Associational  Board.  A  church  or  mission  is  first  received  into  the  watchcare  of  the 
Association.  Upon  completion  of  a  minimum  of  one  year  in  watchcare  relationship  and  the 
recommendation  of  the  Mutual  Care  Committee,  a  church  may  be  received  into  the  full 
membership  in  the  Association.  The  recommendation  for  membership  in  the  Association 
will  be  made  during  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association.  Missions  are  encouraged  to  apply 
for  watchcare  relationship  as  soon  as  they  are  a  functioning  mission. 

6.  "It  is  expected  that  all  member  churches  will  actively  involve  themselves  in  the  life 
of  the  Association.  This  involvement  includes:  (1)  Participation  in  the  Board  meetings;  (2) 
Attendance  at  Fellowship  and  Training  activities;  (3)  Financial  support;  (4)  Providing  an 
annual  letter  to  the  Association.  Should  a  member  church  withdraw  itself  from  active  par- 
ticipation in  the  Association,  the  Association  Staff  and  representatives  of  the  Mutual  Care 
Committee  shall  contact  the  church  in  an  effort  to  restore  fellowship.  In  the  event  such 
efforts  fail,  the  church  may  lose  its  affiliation  with  the  Association  upon  recommendation 
of  the  Mutual  Care  Committee  and  action  by  the  Association  to  this  effect." 

7.  All  churches  affiliated  with  the  Association  shall  be  churches  who  use  the  New  Testa- 
ment as  the  statement  of  their  faith  and  Church  policy  and  require  that  all  candidates,  who 
are  physically  able,  be  immersed  in  water,  on  the  basis  of  belief  in  Jesus  Christ  as  Saviour 
and  Lord,  to  qualify  for  membership. 

8.  The  Bylaws  may  be  changed  at  any  session  by  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  members 
present. 


Constitution  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist 
Associational  Boards  Inc. 

This  is  to  certify,  that  we,  the  undersigned,  do  hereby  associate  ourselves  into  a  religious, 
non-stock  corporation  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  the  state  of  North  Carolina  as  con- 
tained in  Chapter  55  of  the  General  Statutes  of  North  Carolina  entitled:  "CORPORA- 
TIONS," and  the  applicable  subsections  thereunder  and  the  amendments  thereto  and  to 
that  end  do  hereby  set  forth. 

ARTICLE  I  —  NAME 

The  name  of  the  corporation  shall  be.  The  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  Board,  Inc. 

ARTICLE  II  —  LOCATION 

The  location  of  the  principal  office  of  this  corporation  shall  be  Charlotte,  N.C. 
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ARTICLE  III  —  OBJECTS  AND  PURPOSES 

The  objects  of  this  corporation  and  the  purposes  for  which  it  is  formed  are: 

(1)  To  foster  fellowship  and  unity  of  faith  and  practice. 

(2)  To  give  and  receive  assistance  in  achieving  the  purpose  of  the  member  churches. 

(3)  To  engage  in  direct,  cooperative  mission  activities  which  cannot  be  accomplished 
by  the  member  churches  acting  independently. 

ARTICLE  IV  —  POWERS 

Pursuant  to  the  aforesaid  objects  and  purposes,  this  corporation  shall  have  power  to  create 
indebtedness,  mortgage,  own,  buy,  lease,  convey  and  receive  as  gifts,  property,  both  real 
and  personal,  and  all  other  and  additional  powers  necessary  or  convenient  to  carry  into 
execution  the  foregoing  powers  and  purposes,  the  same  as  a  natural  person  might  do  or  could 
do. 

Section  1.  All  conveyances  of  real  property  shall  be  executed  in  the  same  name  of  the  cor- 
poration by  the  President  or  Vice-President  and  attested  by  the  Secretary,  when 
authorized  by  a  majority  vote  of  a  quorum  of  members  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the 
corporation. 

Section  2.  One-third  of  the  total  membership  of  the  corporation  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business  at  any  meeting,  either  regular  or  special. 

Section  3.  That  all  other  business  of  the  corporation  shall  be  transacted  in  accordance  with 
the  terms  of  the  Charter  or  Articles  of  Incorporation  and  the  Amendments  thereto  and  Resolu- 
tions duly  passed  by  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  Board,  Inc.,  at  either  a  regular 
or  special  meeting. 

ARTICLE  V  —  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  The  corporation  shall  have  no  capital  stock  and  its  membership  shall  be  com- 
posed of  the  members  of  the  Missionary  Baptist  Churches  in  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associa- 
tion, North  Carolina,  who  have  duly  elected  to  serve  on  the  Associational  Board  as  prescribed 
in  Article  V.  Section  1,  of  the  constitution  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association. 

Section  2.  The  government  of  this  corporation  shall  be  managed  and  administered  by  the 
Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  Board,  Inc.,  which  shall  be  invested  with  the  usual  powers 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  a  corporation  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina, 
and  said  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  Board,  Inc.,  by  a  majority  vote  of  a  quorum 
of  its  members,  shall  set  the  times  and  places  of  its  meetings. 

Section  3.  Each  member  of  the  corporation  shall  have  one  vote  on  all  matters  coming  before 
said  corporation  for  action  and  a  majority  vote  of  a  quorum  of  the  members  shall  constitute 
corporate  action. 

ARTICLE  VI  —  OFFICERS 

Section  1.  (a)  The  officers  of  this  Corporation  shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice-President,  a 
Secretary  and  a  Treasurer.  They  shall  be  elected  not  later  than  the  September  Associational 
Board  meeting  in  order  to  assume  the  duties  of  their  office  effective  October  1st  of  each 
year.  The  term  of  their  office  shall  be  from  October  1st  of  the  year  elected  to  October  1st 
of  the  next  year. 

(b)  In  the  event  any  office  becomes  vacant  by  reason  of  the  death,  incapacity,  or  resigna- 
tion of  any  officer,  the  office  shall  be  filled  for  the  unexpired  term  by  an  election  at  the 
next  monthly  meeting  of  the  Associational  Board  pursuant  to  nominations  from  the 
Nominating  Committee  or  from  the  floor.

This  trust  provision  shall  not,  however,  prevent  payment  of  legitimate  salaries  and 
expenses  to  members  and  employees  entitled  to  receive  same  and  nothing  provided  herein 
shall  prevent  individual  members  and  others  from  making  loans  of  funds  and  property  and 
receiving  payment,  interest/or  rental  from  the  corporation.

11.  Boyd  O'Neal,  former  missionary  to  Brazil  for  thirty-four  years  and  presently  the  direc- 
tor of  Volunteers  in  Missions  in  the  Caribbean  and  Brazil,  spoke  concerning  the  Brazil 
Partnership. 

He  brought  greetings  from  Dr.  Keith  Parks,  president  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board, 
the  Richmond  staff  and  our  missionaries  abroad. 

Southern  Baptists  began  work  in  Brazil  in  1882  and  the  Baptist  family  there  has  con- 
tinued to  grow.  He  stated  that  in  the  future  Brazil  has  the  potential  of  being  second  to  the 
United  States  in  sending  missionaries  around  the  world.  Whether  or  not  this  takes  place 
will  depend  in  part  on  what  happens  as  a  result  of  this  partnership.  The  Baptist  State  Con- 
vention of  North  Carolina  has  entered  into  a  five  year  partnership  with  the  San  Paulo  State 
Convention  in  Brazil.  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  will  share  a  partnership  with  the 
ABC  Association  in  the  city  of  San  Paulo. 

Mr.  O'Neal  suggested  that  we  link  "church  with  church"  and  plan  toward  sending  teams 
to  participate  in  Partnership  Evangelism  sometime  between  September  1  and  November 
15,  1989. 

Allan  Blume,  pastor  of  Statesville  Avenue  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina, 
led  us  in  prayer  that  God  would  stretch  our  vision  and  intensify  our  concern  for  missions 
in  Brazil. 

12.  During  the  business  session  a  representative  was  recognized  who  brought  greetings 
from  the  Baptist  Homes  for  Aging. 

13.  "You  Are  There,"  an  inspiring  presentation  using  music  and  drama,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Andy  Gazak  of  Carmel  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  was  given 
concerning  ministry  in  our  association.  This  segment  focused  on  ministries  at  Bethany  Baptist 
Mission  in  south  Mecklenburg,  Galilean  Baptist  Mission  in  the  Piedmont  Courts  Develop- 
ment, Life  Baptist  Church  in  the  Hidden  Valley  area.  Mallard  Creek  Mission  in  the  UNCC 
area  and  Wildwood  Green  Mission  in  north  Mecklenburg. 

14.  Regenald  Gabriel,  filling  in  for  Phillip  Davis,  pastor  of  the  Nations  Ford  Baptist  Mis- 
sion, read  the  scripture  passage  for  the  evening  —  Luke  15:1-10, 

15.  Ron  Freeman,  minister  of  music,  Thomasboro  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North 
Carolina,  led  the  group  in  singing  "In  My  Heart  There  Rings  A  Melody"  and  "He  Keeps 
Me  Singing"  with  Maxine  Grass,  organist  of  Thrift  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North 
Carolina,  providing  the  accompaniment. 

16.  Mayfield  Memorial  Baptist  Church  Adult  Choir  blessed  us  with  their  special  music, 
"O  Divine  Redeemer"  and  "Ain't  Got  Time  To  Die." 
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17.  Joe  Brown,  pastor,  Hickory  Grove  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina, 
preached  the  annual  sermon.  His  text  was  Acts  2  as  he  shared  a  pattern  for  reaching  a  lost 
world: 

a)  Prayer  (fellowship  with  the  Father) 

b)  Obedience  (seeing  what  God  sees,  waiting  for  power) 

c)  Burning  desire  (lonely,  hard  work) 

18.  Stanford  Fields,  pastor.  Whiting  Avenue  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina, 
prayed  the  benediction  asking  God  to  gently  open  us,  tenderly  stir  us,  carefully  mold  us 
and  mightly  use  us. 


TUESDAY  AFTERNOON  SESSION 

NEW  HOPE  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

October  25,  1988 

19.  The  Wingate  College  Chamber  Singers,  under  the  direction  of  Ron  Bostic,  provided 
the  prelude  —  "By  and  By." 

20.  Greg  Smith,  minister  of  music,  Lake  Norman  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North 
Carolina,  led  in  the  opening  hymn,  "So  Send  I  You." 

21.  Moderator  McKeever  presided  and  he  recognized  Reid  Keiger,  pastor  of  the  New 
Hope  Baptist  Church,  who  extended  a  welcome  to  the  messengers  of  the  One  Hundred  Third 
Annual  Session  on  behalf  of  the  host  church. 

New  Hope  Baptist  Church  served  as  host  church  in  1978  also.  This  church  was  organized 
in  1938.  This  year  it  reported  a  membership  of  913  and  385  enrolled  in  Sunday  school. 

22.  Andy  Gazak  of  Carmel  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  directed  "Ministry 
in  Your  Association"  which  focused  on  special  ministries  such  as  teaching  children,  teaching 
English  to  Hispanics,  pastor  salary  supplement,  Loaves  and  Fishes  and  Habitat  for 
Humanity. 

Skits  emphasized  that  we  must  manifest  childlike  faith  and  weekly  dedication  even  when 
we  do  not  understand  all  God  is  doing,  like  Noah's  wife. 

This  presentation  closed  with  a  piano  solo,  "My  Tribute,"  by  Mike  Adcock,  minister 
of  music,  New  Hope  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina. 

23.  Steve  Gandy,  pastor,  Arlington  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  led  us 
in  prayer  that  God  would  give  us  missionary  zeal,  understanding  and  patience  in  sharing 
the  Truth  that  we  might  prove  the  power  of  God  by  our  lives  and  our  words. 

24.  The  Wingate  College  Chamber  Singers,  directed  by  Ron  Bostic,  led  us  in  worship 
through  special  music,  "The  Lord  Almighty  Sovereign." 

25.  Robert  Simms,  pastor,  Green  Memorial  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina, 
presented  our  theme  interpretation  —  "The  Disciples'  Discipline"  —  focusing  on  Peter 
illustrating  how  Jesus  changes  things  and  lives  through  His  never-ending  forgiveness. 

26.  Wade  Tucker,  pastor,  Candlewyck  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  and 
chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee,  brought  a  three-part  financial  report: 

a)  Year-end  report  which  was  adopted  as  information 

b)  Budget  requests  of  a  challenging,  faith  budget  for  1989  ($678,659.28)  which  was 
unanimously  adopted. 

c)  Prayer  that  God  will  prosper  our  churches  so  that  we  will  have  financial  resources 
L  to  provide  needed  ministries. 

He  offered  a  plea  that  we  love  God,  walk  righteously  with  the  Lord,  and  pay 
the  price  needed  to  accomplish  God's  task  for  us  individually  and  collectively;  that 
we  love  each  other  as  individuals  and  churches  in  Christ  that  God  will  be  glorified, 
that  Christ  will  be  honored  and  that  our  witness  would  be  authentic  in  our  com- 
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munity;  that  we  not  allow  denominational  politics  and  personal  differences  to  cripple 
our  efforts  to  reach  Charlotte-Mecklenburg  for  Jesus  Christ;  that  we  support  the 
Association  with  our  prayers,  our  personal  involvements  and  our  monies;  that  we 
practice  claiming  the  promises  of  God  for  our  lives,  our  churches  and  our 
Association. 

In  closing  he  read  three  scripture  passages  —  Philippians  4:19,  John  15:7,  2 
Corinthians  9:6-15  and  led  us  in  prayer. 

27.  Lawrence  Childs,  our  Executive  Director,  presented  an  appreciation  plaque  to  Leland 
Stephens,  pastor  of  the  Oakhurst  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  who  has 
served  as  President  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  Board  for  the  past  two  years. 

28.  Joe  Burnette,  Associate  Pastor,  First  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina  and 
chairman  of  the  Nominating  Committee,  made  a  motion  Joe  McKeever,  pastor.  First  Bap- 
tist Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  be  elected  as  moderator  of  our  Association,  John 
McCuUoch  of  Carmel  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  vice-moderator  and  Nancy 
Kistler,  First  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  clerk-statistician.  These  officers 
were  elected  unanimously.

32.  Prelude  music  was  provided  by  Mrs.  Arlene  Redding,  organist.  New  Hope  Baptist 
Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  and  Mrs.  Marlene  Connell,  pianist.  New  Hope  Baptist 
Church.  They  played  an  organ-piano  duet  of  "In  the  Cross"  and  "How  Great  Thou  Art," 

33.  Our  opening  hymn,  "Holy,  Holy,  Holy,"  was  led  by  Mike  Adcock,  minister  of  music. 
New  Hope  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina. 

34.  Reid  Keiger,  pastor  of  the  New  Hope  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina, 
brought  words  of  greeting  and  led  our  invocation.  He  shared  an  appropriate  quote  from 
George  W.  Truett: 

"Hats  off  to  the  past. 
Coats  off  to  the  future." 

35.  Marty  Tobin,  minister  of  youth.  Mulberry  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina, 
shared  a  report  of  the  ministries  in  which  they  shared  in  our  Rochester  Partnership  — 
Backyard  Bible  Clubs,  Vacation  Bible  School,  Race  Track  Ministry,  Lay  Renewal  and 
construction  work. 

He  encouraged  other  churches  in  our  Association  to  participate  and  share  the  joy  of  this 
shared  ministry  —  DOING  missions. 

36.  Mike  Adcock,  minister  of  music,  New  Hope  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North 
Carolina,  led  us  in  the  hymn,  "Set  My  Soul  Afire." 

37.  Special  music  was  provided  by  Ja  Jyung  Lu  of  our  Korean  Baptist  Mission.  She  sang 
"Close  To  Thee"  in  Korean  and  English. 

38.  Nancy  Kistler,  clerk-statistician  for  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association,  brought 
her  report  based  on  74  of  our  85  churches/missions  reporting.  She  expressed  appreciation 
and  gratitude  for  positive  accomplishments  of  the  past  year  —  increases  in  baptisms, 
Sunday  school  enrollment,  church  music  enrollment,  WMU  enrollment,  VBS  enrollment 
and  tithers.  She  challenged  pastors  and  lay  people  to  support  and  encourage  one  another 
that  we  might  truly  "build  up  the  body  of  Christ"  in  our  Association. 

39.  Sheila  Black,  Church  and  Community  Ministries  Director  for  our  Association, 
announced  a  Literacy  Workshop  to  be  held  in  our  Association  October  28-29,  1988.  She 
stated  that  one  in  five  persons  in  North  Carolina  is  Baptist  and  one  in  five  persons  in  our 
state  cannot  read. 

40.  "Ministry  in  Your  Association"  was  presented  by  Andy  Gazak  of  Carmel  Baptist 
Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina.  He  reviewed  the  emphasis  of  each  of  these  segments: 

a)  God's  love  for  us  —  the  formation  of  churches  (Dale  Harlan) 

b)  Our  returning  love  to  Jesus  —  growth  and  development  of  the  churches  (Warren 
Mallard) 

c)  God  touching  lives  because  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  is  open  to  ministry 
to  one  another  —  outreach  (Sheila  Black) 

d)  God  is  still  sovereign .  .  .  the  church  is  still  alive  and  God  works  in  our  lives  through 
different  means  because  there  are  so  many  different  parts  of  the  family  of  God  — 
different  nationalities,  customs,  languages,  etc.  (Harold  Webb) 

ALL  of  us  need  to  participate  and  work  together.  (Lawrence  Childs) 
This  presentation  focuses  on  our  language  missions  —  worship  for  eight  different  ethnic 
groups.  Kathy  Sweatt  and  Robin  Adcock  of  New  Hope  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North 
Carolina,  sang  and  signed  "The  Language  of  Jesus  Is  Love." 

41.  Lawrence  Childs,  Executive  Director,  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association,  gave  his  "state 
of  the  Association"  report,  this  being  the  nineteenth  annual  session  of  Mecklenburg  Bap- 
tists in  which  he  has  participated.  He  shared  three  major  causes  for  celebration  in  our 
Association: 
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a)  Workers  —  professional  AND  lay  persons 

He  introduced  and  expressed  appreciation  to  the  support  staff  and  the  directors 
of  our  Association  staff. 

b)  Advances  in  missions  and  evangelism  in  our  midst: 

(1)  New  missions 

(2)  Language  missions 

(3)  Work  with  Black  churches 

(4)  Student  ministry 

(5)  Ministry  to  people  with  special  needs 

(6)  Counseling  ministry 

c)  Open  doors  God  is  giving  us  —  new  opportunities ...  a  genuine  partnership  be- 
tween our  Association,  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina,  the  Home 
Mission  Board  and  the  Baptist  Sunday  School  Board. 

There  are  two  shadows  causing  some  concern: 

a)  A  spill-over  from  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  controversy  causing  greater  stress 
in  relationships.  We  need  EVERY  Baptist  in  this  City,  we  need  ALL  of  our 
churches,  working  together  if  we  do  what  God  wants  us  to  do. 

b)  Financial  difficulties  —  last  year  the  giving  increase  in  our  Association  was  less 
than  the  cost-of-living  increase. 

Pray  daily  that: 

a)  This  family  of  churches  will  be  able  to  overcome  those  stresses  and  strains  that 
are  tearing  Southern  Baptists  apart  and  find  ways  of  continuing  to  work  together 
as  one  family, 

b)  Our  churches  will  respond  to  the  challenge  to  give  more  in  order  that  we  will  be 
able  to  provide  needed  ministries. 

42.  Wade  Tucker,  pastor,  Candlewyck  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  and 
chairman  of  the  Resolutions  Committee,  presented  the  following  report: 

The  Resolutions  Committee,  comprised  of  Lee  Proctor,  Reid  Keiger  and  Wade 
Tucker,  present  the  following  resolutions: 

Be  it  resolved  that  this  One  Hundred  Third  Session  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist 
Association  meeting  at  Thrift  Baptist  Church  and  the  New  Hope  Baptist  Church 
express  their  sincere  appreciation  and  heartfelt  gratitude  to  those  host  churches 
for  their  graciousness  in  providing  meeting  places,  the  meal  and  other  acts  of 
helpfulness  to  the  messengers. 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  we  express  our  deep  appreciation  to  the  Associational 
staff,  Associational  officers,  the  moderator,  the  program  speakers,  the  musicians, 
the  various  committee  members  and  others  who  have  contributed  to  the  planning, 
efficiency  and  worshipfulness  of  these  sessions. 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  we  express  deep  appreciation  to  the  officers  and 
members  of  the  Associational  Board  who  conducted  the  business  of  the  Associa- 
tion between  the  annual  sessions. 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  the  churches  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association, 
empowered  by  God's  Spirit,  renew  their  commitment  to  their  spiritual  ministries 
^     and  to  the  God-given  task  of  proclaiming  the  Gospel  to  the  whole  world  beginning 
^        in  our  own  Jerusalem. 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  the  churches  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association 
be  fervent  in  prayer  and  strong  in  support  of  the  work  of  the  Baptist  State  Con- 
vention of  North  Carolina  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  that  the  "Bold 
Mission  Thrust"  might  become  a  reality. 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  the  fellowship  of  churches  comprising  the  Mecklen- 
burg Baptist  Association  be  found  faithful  in  honoring  God  and  serving  Christ 
until  His  glorious  return. 
These  resolutions  were  adopted  unanimously. 

43.  The  benediction  of  this  One  Hundred  Third  Annual  Session  was  led  by  Salvador 
Negrin,  pastor,  La  Voz  de  Esperanza  Spanish  Mission,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina. 
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Digest  of  Organizational  Reports 

ASSOCIATIONAL  BOARD  (LELAND  STEPHENS,  PRESIDENT):  The  purpose  of  the 
Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  Board  is  to  conduct  the  business  of  the  Association 
between  annual  meetings.  The  Board,  which  meets  monthly,  consists  of  the  pastor  and  at 
least  one  lay  person  from  each  church  and  mission  of  the  Association. 

This  year  the  Board  accepted  the  Chinese  Baptist  Church  under  watchcare.  The  Nations 
Ford  Road  property  was  purchased  with  a  loan  of  $200,000.  Property  was  conveyed  to  Lake 
Norman  Baptist  Church  and  Reedy  Creek  Baptist  Church.  A  mission  partnership  was  formed 
with  the  ABC  Association  of  San  Paulo,  Brazil. 

Church  growth  assistance  funds  were  requested  as  follows: 

Christian  Family $1,200 

New  Waves  of  Joy $1,200 

Life  Baptist    $4,800 

Loans  were  obtained  from  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation  for  the  following: 

Christian  Family  Baptist  Church $93,000 

Doers  of  the  Word  Fellowship $25,000 

A  loan  was  obtained  from  the  Home  Mission  Board  for  $117,500  for  Bethany  Baptist 
Mission. 

The  Board  reduced  the  1987-1988  budget  by  8.5  percent,  which  amounted  to  $63,403. 
Lawrence  Childs,  our  Executive  Director,  was  granted  a  65-working  day  study  leave. 

BAPTIST  COUNSELING  CENTER  (TOM  O'NEAL,  DIRECTOR):  "Counseling  Center 
at  Charlotte"  —  this  name  change  indicates  our  close  connection  with  the  system  of  centers 
across  our  state  sponsored  by  the  Department  of  Pastoral  Care  from  Baptist  Hospital.  Centers 
are  located  in  Charlotte,  Fayetteville,  Lenoir,  Morganton,  North  Wilkesboro,  Rockingham 
and  Winston-Salem. 

The  Center  at  Charlotte  is  celebrating  ten  years  of  full-time  operations.  Regional 
listening  sessions  were  held  in  September  and  a  Ministers  Resource  Manual  was  distributed. 
Workshops  were  offered  on  a  "request  basis"  and  issues  dealt  with  were  stress,  spiritual 
development,  marital  health,  divorce  recovery,  self-esteem. 

Change  in  family  size,  the  bi-nuclear  family,  the  mobile  nature  of  people,  and  the  ever- 
widening  gap  between  needs  and  resources  will  challenge  the  Center  to  adapt  and  re-incarnate 
the  Gospel  in  a  form  which  will  cause  persons  to  ask,  "Who  is  this  God  you  serve?" 

BROTHERHOOD  (BUCK  BOYD,  DIRECTOR):  Training  for  Baptist  men  and  boys  has 
held  a  high  priority  in  1988.  The  central  training  clinic  was  well  attended  by  local  leaders. 
Because  of  the  reorganization  of  the  Baptist  men  and  boys  work,  many  leaders  have  sought 
and  received  individual  help. 

Many  mission  projects  both  locally  and  throughout  the  Convention  have  been  supported 
by  local  churches.  With  assistance  from  the  Missions  Division  of  the  Baptist  State  Conven- 
tion of  North  Carolina  and  the  Association,  local  men  and  boys  groups  have  kept  abreast 
of  needs  and  concerns,  and  have  become  involved  in  meeting  those  needs  and  concerns. 

CHURCH  TRAINING  (DAVID  RIDLEY,  DIRECTOR):  Church  Training  continues  to 
grow  throughout  the  Convention.  Continuing  Witness  Training,  the  short-term  studies  as 
well  as  the  ongoing  literature,  have  enhanced  the  programs  of  discipleship. 

The  Association  offered  leadership  training  throughout  the  year.  The  LIFE  Conference 
gave  an  overview  of  available  program  materials  and  the  1989  church  year  promises  to  be 
the  best  year  ever  with  all  the  possibilities  to  assist  in  church  growth  and  evangelism. 
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LANGUAGE  COUNCIL  (JOE  BURNETTE,  DIRECTOR):  Charlotte  continues  to  be  a  mis- 
sion field  in  working  with  people  from  other  parts  of  the  world  speaking  different  languages. 

Judson  Lennon,  our  retired  missionary  from  Thailand,  is  having  a  good  response  from 
the  Laotians.  The  Korean  Church  has  become  a  reality  and  they  have  moved  into  their 
own  facility.  Both  of  our  Spanish  works  are  growing  and  many  new  Hispanics  continue 
to  come  to  Charlotte.  The  Vietnamese  Mission  has  good  reports  of  growth  also.  The  work 
among  Chinese  remains  strong,  but  our  Cambodians  are  without  leadership  at  this  time. 

Bob  Moore,  our  Minister  to  the  Deaf,  has  begun  a  church  for  the  deaf  that  meets  each 
Sunday  at  First  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina. 

SEMINARY  EXTENSION  (DWANE  CAMPBELL,  DIRECTOR):  Courses  have  been 
offered  throughout  1988  at  the  Woodlawn  Baptist  Church.  Other  centers  may  begin 
offering  courses  in  1989. 

Seminary  Extension  offers  opportunities  for  lay  persons  as  well  as  ministerial  staff  to 
become  more  informed  and  disciplined  in  the  Word.  Schedules  and  courses  can  be 
arranged  according  to  the  need  and  wishes  of  the  center  directors  and  the  churches  in  which 
Seminary  Extension  courses  are  offered. 

SENIOR  ADULT  COUNCIL  (RON  PARKER,  DIRECTOR):  Senior  Adult  work  is 
growing  among  Southern  Baptists.  The  Council  will  assist  churches  in  beginning  and 
strengthening  Senior  Adult  work. 

The  Thanksgiving  Banquet  and  the  Spring  Fling  were  extremely  popular  in  1988. 

SINGLES  COUNCIL  (SHEILA  BLACK,  ADVISOR):  With  over  43  percent  of  Charlotte's 
adult  population  being  single,  the  Council  faces  a  great  challenge.  It  serves  as  a  network 
for  singles  in  churches  in  the  Association. 

This  past  year  the  Council  sponsored  three  events  designed  to  bring  singles  throughout 
our  Association  together: 

1.  The  annual  fall  retreat  which  focused  on  "Who  Am  I  in  Your  Mirror" 

2.  The  annual  spring  banquet  attended  by  more  than  250  singles 

3.  The  summer  picnic. 


STUDENT  MINISTRIES  COUNCIL  (IRVING  SHARP,  DIRECTOR):  The  Student 
Ministries  Council  continues  to  strive  for  additional  interaction  between  students  on  the 
college  campuses  and  area  churches  through  luncheons  and  various  fellowship  activities. 
A  major  emphasis  is  placed  on  ministry  to  international  students.  Plans  being  made  for 
1989  include  greater  emphasis  on  ministry  to  black  students. 

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  (JIM  CHURCHWELL,  DIRECTOR):  The  Associational  Sunday  School 
Council  continues  to  be  recognized  as  one  of  the  best  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 
It  is  a  Standard  Council  recognized  by  the  Convention  for  quality  and  excellence  in 
training.  Council  members  are  updated  each  year  and  meet  monthly  to  plan  and  prepare 
for  local  and  convention-wide  training  events. 

The  central  training  school,  VBS  clinics,  backyard  Bible  school  and  mission  VBS 
training  were  well  attended  in  1988. 

The  highlight  of  1989  is  the  Sunday  School  Enrollment  Training  Clinic,  April  8-16.  Our 
goal  of  at  least  fifty  of  our  churches  participating  has  been  met  and  preparation  meetings 
have  begun. 
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TACMO    -    THE    ASSOCIATION    CHURCH    MEDIA    LIBRARY   ORGANIZATION 
(MARION  McGAHA,  DIRECTOR):  The  TACMO  Council,  under  the  direction  of  Warren 
Mallard,  is  striving  to  start  new  church  libraries  and  assist  churches  in  strengthening  and 
improving  existing  ones. 
This  past  year  we  have: 

1.  Re-established  three  inactive  libraries. 

2.  Taken  experienced  librarians  into  local  churches  to  assist  in  weeding,  selecting, 
processing,  classifying,  cataloging  and  training  staff. 

3.  Offered  workshops  in  How  to  Administer  and  Promote,  How  to  Choose  and  Use  Bible 
Study  Aids,  Beginner  Classification  and  Cataloging,  How  to  Process  and  The  Learning 
Team:  The  Learner,   The  Leader,   The  Library. 

4.  Assisted  and  encouraged  librarians  to  attend  training  opportunities  at  the  State 
Library  Conference  and  Library  Week  at  Ridgecrest. 

5.  Prepared  a  bibliography  and  display  of  books,  audio  visuals,  and  other  resources 
available  in  a  church  media  library  for  the  Associational  VBS  Clinic. 

6.  Gave  hours  of  telephone  counseling  with  librarians,  especially  those  new  in  the 
work.

CHRISTIAN  LIFE  COMMITTEE  (JONATHAN  DeBELL,  CHAIRMAN):  This  year 
the  Christian  Life  Committee  planned  and  sponsored  an  Ethics  Luncheon  on  "AIDS  and 
the  Church:  The  Church's  Response  to  AIDS."  George  Bowman,  Chaplain  at  Baptist  Hospital 
in  Winston-Salem,  was  the  guest  speaker  for  this  event. 

The  Committee  also  continued  to  seek  ways  to  heighten  the  awareness  and  observance 
of  special  days  such  as  Sanctity  of  Human  Life  Sunday,  Race  Relations  Sunday,  Religious 
Liberty  Sunday,  Christian  Citizenship  Sunday,  Day  of  Prayer  for  World  Peace  and  World 
Hunger  Day.

CHURCH  ADMINISTRATION  COMMITTEE  QAY  CASEY,  CHAIRMAN):  During 
1987-88  the  Church  Administration  Committee  had  as  its  goal  the  provision  of  training 
opportunities  for  church  staff  members  that  would  enhance  their  respective  ministries.  Special 
attention  was  given  to  the  needs  of  pastors  so  two  Pastoral  Leadership  Seminars  were  offered. 

The  Committee  also  sponsored  two  new  staff  orientation  luncheons  at  which  new  staff 
members  were  introduced  to  the  personnel  and  work  of  the  Association  and  the  Charlotte 
community. 

The  Committee  hopes  to  develop  a  seminar  addressing  the  issue  of  pastor-staff  conflict. 

CHURCH  AND  COMMUNITY  MINISTRIES  COMMITTEE  (JOHNNIE  WALLACE, 
CHAIRMAN):  The  Church  and  Community  Ministries  Committee  strives  to  inform  and 
educate  congregations  about  ministry  needs  in  our  area.  We  worked  on  a  survey  which 
gathered  information  of  available  benevolences  in  the  churches  of  our  Association. 

The  Committee  hosted  a  morning  workshop  which  featured  ten  helping  agencies  in 
Charlotte/Mecklenburg.  The  agencies  explained  their  target  population  and  how  churches 
could  be  involved  in  their  work. 

This  year  the  Committee  encouraged  churches  to  support  Loaves  and  Fishes,  Crisis 
Assistance,  Charlotte  Emergency  Housing  and  the  homeless  shelter. 

EVANGELISM  COMMITTEE  (REID  KEIGER,  CHAIRMAN):  One  of  the  highlights  of 
the  Associational  year  was  our  first  Associational  Evangelism/Ministry  Conference.  This 
will  be  an  annual  event  during  our  Mega  Focus  project. 

The  year  1988-89  has  been  designated  as  "the  year  of  the  laity"  in  evangelism  and 
discipleship.  Each  church  is  encouraged  to  conduct  a  Lay  Renewal  Weekend.  A  certifica- 
tion training  event  has  been  set  for  November  6-9,  1989,  to  equip  pastors  and  lay  leaders 
to  conduct  Lay  Evangelism  Schools. 

One  of  our  Mega  Focus  goals  for  1988  was  to  baptize  1,550  persons  in  Mecklenburg 
Baptist  churches  which  represented  a  30  percent  increase  over  last  year.  Our  baptism  goal 
for  1989  will  be  1,750  persons.  If  that  is  to  happen,  we  will  need  to  make  evangelism  a 
priority. 

MISSIONS  INVOLVEMENT  COMMITTEE  (LEE  PROCTOR,  CHAIRMAN):  Churches 
in  Mecklenburg  take  the  Great  Commission  seriously  which  we  understand  to  be  directed 
to  churches  and  individual  Christians.  In  obeying  this  command,  Mecklenburg  Associa- 
tion continues  to  participate  in  a  Home  Mission  Partnership  with  the  Greater  Rochester 
(NY)  Baptist  Association.  In  1988  eight  men  from  the  Rochester  Association  spoke  in 
churches  in  Mecklenburg  and  two  men  from  Mecklenburg  Association  spoke  in  churches 
in  Rochester.  During  the  summer  three  of  our  churches  had  mission  teams  work  on  short- 
term  projects  in  Rochester  (Mulberry,  Derita  and  New  Hope). 

This  year  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  entered  a  partnership  with  the  ABC  Associa- 
tion in  San  Paulo,  Brazil. 


NEW  WORK  COMMITTEE  (ROD  COWARD,  CHAIRMAN):  There  have  been  many 
exciting  opportunities  for  the  New  Work  Committee  this  year.  At  Mallard  Creek,  Phil 
Sumrall  made  extensive  inroads  among  the  people  and  community,  and  scheduled  the  first 
widely  publicized  services  September  11,  1988.  He  has  used  a  different  approach  to  people 
who  are  almost  exclusively  from  outside  the  Charlotte  area.  The  Nations  Ford  ministry  is 
active  and  growing,  and  Galilean  has  grown  to  replace  all  of  the  members  it  provided  to 
the  new  group  at  Nations  Ford. 
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The  mortgage  agreements  made  several  years  ago  with  Reedy  Creek  Baptist  Church  and 
Lake  Norman  Baptist  Church  were  paid  off  this  year,  and  the  unencumbered  titles  to  the 
property  were  transferred  to  the  respective  congregations.  Bethany  Baptist  Mission 
purchased  property  in  the  Weddington  area  with  Associational  assistance.  The  Association 
was  also  instrumental  in  helping  Christian  Family  Baptist  Church  secure  a  loan  for 
property.  Wildwood  Green  Baptist  Church  in  Huntersville,  North  Carolina,  has  clear  owner- 
ship to  a  building  site,  and  is  engaged  in  planning  a  structure  in  the  near  future.  Life 
Baptist  Mission  has  located  desirable  property  and  is  working  out  the  financial  details  to 
lead  to  its  purchase. 

ORDINATION  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE  (GRADY  FAULK,  CHAIRMAN):  Interesting! 
Exciting!  These  words  well  describe  the  work  of  this  Committee  this  year.  We  are  thrilled 
that  God  is  calling  His  people  into  the  ministry  and  we  are  delighted  to  have  the  opportu- 
nity to  "examine"  those  being  called.  Not  only  does  this  give  opportunity  to  examine 
candidates  but  also  to  have  "good  fellowship  of  ordained  persons"  who  regularly  examine 
our  own  lives  at  these  meetings.

PERSONNEL  COMMITTEE  (GRADY  FAULK,  CHAIRMAN):  We  have  the  finest  staff 
in  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  that  can  be  found.  We  are  thrilled  at  their  work  and 
love,  encourage  and  support  them.  This  year  we  recommended  to  the  Association  that  we 
grant  Lawrence  Childs,  Executive  Director,  some  leave  and  this  was  granted.  During  this 
past  year  we  added  Mrs.  Treva  Prevatte  to  our  staff  as  Receptionist  and  Language  Ministries 
Secretary. 

URBAN  CHURCH  COMMITTEE  (MIKE  STEEN,  CHAIRMAN):  The  Urban  Church 
Committee  serves  as  a  support  group  for  urban  church  staff  members,  and  seeks  ways  to 
encourage  urban  churches  in  their  ministry. 

In  the  spring  the  Committee  sponsored  a  seminar  led  by  Dr.  Bill  Self,  pastor,  Wieuca 
Road  Baptist  Church,  Atlanta,  Georgia.  The  emphasis  was  on  the  changing  church  in  the 
urban  community. 

Three  urban  staff  people  attended  an  Urban  Training  Conference  in  Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania,  which  focused  on  needs  of  churches  and  people  in  the  urban  setting.  On  April 
17-19,  1989,  Charlotte  will  host  the  Urban  Training  Conference  for  the  Southeastern  United

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Constitution 

of  the 

Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association 

ARTICLE  I  —  NAME 

Section  1.  This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association.  It  may 
hereinafter  be  referred  to  as  the  association. 

Section  2.  The  association  shall  be  known  in  its  incorporated  form  as  the  Mecklenburg 
Baptist  Association  Board,  Inc. 

ARTICLE  II  —  COMPOSITION 

Section  1.  The  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  in  session  shall  be  composed  of  the  duly 
elected  messengers  of  the  Missionary  Baptist  churches  affiliated  with  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist 
Association. 

Section  2.  The  affiliated  churches  of  the  association  may  elect  messengers  according  to 
the  following  apportionment:  churches  having  one  hundred  members  or  less  shall  be 
entitled  to  three  messengers,  including  the  pastor;  churches  with  more  than  one  hundred 
members  shall  be  entitled  to  an  additional  messenger  for  every  one  hundred  members,  or 
fraction  thereof,  not  to  exceed  ten  messengers,  including  the  pastor. 

ARTICLE  III  —  PURPOSE 

Section  1.  This  association  is  a  self-determining  Baptist  body,  created  and  sustained  by 
the  churches  affiliated  with  her  and  responsibility  to  them  through  their  messengers. 
Section  2.  Through  this  body,  the  churches  seek  to: 

(1)  Foster  fellowship  and  unity  of  faith  and  practice. 

(2)  Give  and  receive  assistance  in  achieving  the  purpose  of  the  member  churches. 

(3)  Engage  in  direct,  cooperative  mission  activities  which  cannot  be  accomplished  by 
the  member  churches  acting  independently. 

ARTICLE  IV  —  OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  DUTIES 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be:  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk, 
Statistician,  Bible  Teaching  Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  Church  Music  Director,  Church 
Training  Director,  and  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director. 

Section  2.  (a)  The  Moderator  and  Vice-Moderator  shall  be  elected  by  a  majority  vote  of 
the  delegates  in  attendance  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  from  nominees  selected 
by  the  Nominating  Committee  of  the  Associational  Board  together  with  other  nominations 
for  said  offices  as  may  be  made  from  the  floor  at  the  annual  meeting.  All  nominations  from 
the  floor  shall  be  with  the  prior  consent  of  the  nominees.  The  aforesaid  officers  shall  assume 
the  duties  of  their  office  at  the  close  of  the  meeting  at  which  they  were  elected,  and  shall 
serve  until  their  successors  are  elected,  subject,  however  to  Sub-Paragraph  (b). 

(b)  In  the  event  the  Office  of  Moderator  of  the  Association  should  become  vacant,  then 
the  Vice-Moderator  shall  immediately  and  automatically  become  the  Moderator  for  the  un- 
expired term  of  office  without  any  further  action  by  the  Association. 

(c)  All  other  Associational  Officers  shall  be  elected  by  the  Associational  Board  after  nomina- 
tion by  the  Associational  Board  Nominating  Committee  no  later  than  the  June  meeting  of 
the  Associational  Board,  next  preceding  the  annual  Association  meeting.  Nominations  by 
the  Associational  Board  Nominating  Committee  shall  not  preclude  nominations  from  the 
floor  with  the  prior  consent  of  the  nominee.  All  newly  elected  Officers  of  the  Association 
shall  assume  their  duties  of  the  office  at  the  close  of  the  annual  Association  meeting,  and 
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shall  serve  until  their  successors  are  elected.  The  vacancies  occurring  in  the  office  of  Vice- 
Moderator  and  all  other  offices,  except  the  Moderator,  may  be  filled  by  the  Associational 
Board. 

Section  3.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  meetings  of  the  body  and  appoint  commit- 
tees as  are  required  by  this  constitution.  He  shall  also  serve  as  chairman  of  the  executive 
committee  of  the  associational  board.  He  shall  be  elected  for  one  term  and  cannot  immediately 
succeed  himself  after  the  second  successive  term.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  preside  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Moderator,  and  may  act  for  the  Moderator  as  they  may  agree  to  do. 

Section  4.  The  clerk  shall  distribute  blank  letter  forms  to  the  clerks  of  the  churches 
affiliated  with  the  association.  He  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
body  and  issue  the  minutes  as  soon  as  practical  after  adjournment. 

Section  5.  The  Statistician  shall  fill  in  from  the  church  letters  the  records  of  the  churches 
on  the  charts  provided  for  that  purpose,  and  shall  report  to  the  association  such  other 
statistical  data  as  may  be  profitable. 

ARTICLE  V  —  ASSOCIATIONAL  BOARD 

Section  1.  The  Associational  Board  shall  be  composed  of  (1)  one  lay  member  from  every 
cooperating  church,  plus  an  additional  lay  member  for  each  1,000  members  or  fraction  thereof 
over  the  first  1,000  members,  (2)  the  pastor  of  each  cooperating  church,  (3)  all  elected 
officers  of  the  association,  (4)  the  chairman  of  all  Board  committees,  (5)  full-time  ministers 
of  education,  associate  pastors,  whether  one  or  more  of  each,  and  a  Director  or  Minister 
of  Music  from  the  cooperating  churches,  and  (6)  all  retired  ministers  who  are  members  of 
cooperating  churches. 

Section  2.  The  Associational  Board  shall  act  as  the  association  ad  interim.  The  operation 
of  the  board  shall  be  compatible  with  both  the  constitution  of  the  association  and  the 
constitution  of  the  board. 

Section  3.  There  shall  be  no  conflict  between  the  constitution  of  the  Board  and  that  of 
the  association. 

ARTICLE  VI  —  PURPOSE 

Section  1.  The  Moderator  shall  appoint  three  committees  relating  to  the  annual  meeting. 
They  are:  (1)  Place  and  Preacher  Committee,  (2)  Resolutions  Committee,  and  (3)  Program 
Committee. 

Section  2.  The  constitution  of  the  association  may  be  changed  on  the  second  day  of  any 
regular  meeting  of  the  association,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  pro- 
vided notice  of  the  change  be  read  at  the  association  during  the  first  day  of  the  annual  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VII  —  MISSIONS  POLICY 

Section  1.  The  association  is  committed  to  a  program  for  the  starting  of  new  churches 
and  missions,  as  needed.  It  believes,  however,  that  the  initiative  for  beginning  such  is  an 
associational  responsibility. 

Section  2.  The  association  assumes  that  its  affiliated  churches  shall  seek  the  leadership 
of  the  association  in  exercising  general  guidance  and  coordination  in  what  is  otherwise  a 
church-centered  mission  program. 

Section  3.  The  association  is  aware  of  the  financial  support  provided  by  the  churches  which 
make  possible  such  a  program  of  work.  Any  policies  or  actions  of  the  association  should 
therefore  respect  the  integrity  of  the  cooperating  churches  and  associational  mission 
endeavors. 

Section  4.  The  association  has  no  control  over  any  other  body,  but  does  seek  to  encourage 
all  missionary  Baptists  to  work  in  cooperation  for  effecting  an  orderly  growth  and  for 
maintaining  the  fellowship  of  churches  and  association. 

Section  5.  The  association  encourages  all  churches  to  formulate  their  own  membership 
policy  in  a  way  that  is  true  to  the  New  Testament  and  to  Baptist  policy. 
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BYLAWS 

1.  The  association  shall  convene  annually  at  a  time  and  a  day  to  be  determined  at  the 
direction  and  upon  action  of  the  associational  board  and  publicized  at  least  three  months 
prior  to  the  time  of  meeting  and  in  time  for  publication  in  the  Minutes  of  the  association. 

2.  The  associational  year  shall  begin  October  first  of  each  year  and  close  September  30th 
of  the  following  year. 

3.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  Robert's  Rules  of  Order,  Revised. 

4.  The  reports  of  this  body,  with  the  exception  of  the  report  of  the  associational  board, 
shall  be  limited  to  five  hundred  words. 

5.  Churches  and  missions  desiring  membership  into  the  Association  shall  present  their 
request  to  the  Mutual  Care  Committee  for  examination  and  recommendation  to  the  Associa- 
tion or  Associational  Board.  A  church  or  mission  is  first  received  into  the  waichcare  of  the 
Association.  Upon  completion  of  a  minimum  of  one  year  in  watchcare  relationship  and  the 
recommendation  of  the  Mutual  Care  Committee,  a  church  may  be  received  into  the  full 
membership  in  the  Association,  The  recommendation  for  membership  in  the  Association 
will  be  made  during  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association.  Missions  are  encouraged  to  apply 
for  watchcare  relationship  as  soon  as  they  are  a  functioning  mission. 

6.  "It  is  expected  that  all  member  churches  will  actively  involve  themselves  in  the  life 
of  the  Association.  This  involvement  includes:  (1)  Participation  in  the  Board  meetings;  (2) 
Attendance  at  Fellowship  and  Training  activities;  (3)  Financial  support;  (4)  Providing  an 
annual  letter  to  the  Association.  Should  a  member  church  withdraw  itself  from  active  par- 
ticipation in  the  Association,  the  Association  Staff  and  representatives  of  the  Mutual  Care 
Committee  shall  contact  the  church  in  an  effort  to  restore  fellowship.  In  the  event  such 
efforts  fail,  the  church  may  lose  its  affiliation  with  the  Association  upon  recommendation 
of  the  Mutual  Care  Committee  and  action  by  the  Association  to  this  effect." 

7.  All  churches  affiliated  with  the  Association  shall  be  churches  who  use  the  New  Testa- 
ment as  the  statement  of  their  faith  and  Church  policy  and  require  that  all  candidates,  who 
are  physically  able,  be  immersed  in  water,  on  the  basis  of  belief  in  Jesus  Christ  as  Saviour 
and  Lord,  to  qualify  for  membership. 

8.  The  Bylaws  may  be  changed  at  any  session  by  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  members 
present. 


Constitution  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist 
Associational  Boards  Inc. 

This  is  to  certify,  that  we,  the  undersigned,  do  hereby  associate  ourselves  into  a  religious, 
non-stock  corporation  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  the  state  of  North  Carolina  as  con- 
tained in  Chapter  55  of  the  General  Statutes  of  North  Carolina  entitled:  "CORPORA- 
TIONS," and  the  applicable  subsections  thereunder  and  the  amendments  thereto  and  to 
that  end  do  hereby  set  forth. 

ARTICLE  I  —  NAME 
The  name  of  the  corporation  shall  be,  The  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  Board,  Inc. 

ARTICLE  II  —  LOCATION 

The  location  of  the  principal  office  of  this  corporation  shall  be  Charlotte,  N.C. 
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ARTICLE  III  —  OBJECTS  AND  PURPOSES 

The  objects  of  this  corporation  and  the  purposes  for  which  it  is  formed  are: 

(1)  To  foster  fellowship  and  unity  of  faith  and  practice. 

(2)  To  give  and  receive  assistance  in  achieving  the  purpose  of  the  member  churches. 

(3)  To  engage  in  direct,  cooperative  mission  activities  which  cannot  be  accomplished 
by  the  member  churches  acting  independently. 

ARTICLE  IV  —  POWERS 

Pursuant  to  the  aforesaid  objects  and  purposes,  this  corporation  shall  have  power  to  create 
indebtedness,  mortgage,  own,  buy,  lease,  convey  and  receive  as  gifts,  property,  both  real 
and  personal,  and  all  other  and  additional  powers  necessary  or  convenient  to  carry  into 
execution  the  foregoing  powers  and  purposes,  the  same  as  a  natural  person  might  do  or  could 
do. 

Section  1.  All  conveyances  of  real  property  shall  be  executed  in  the  same  name  of  the  cor- 
poration by  the  President  or  Vice-President  and  attested  by  the  Secretary,  when 
authorized  by  a  majority  vote  of  a  quorum  of  members  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the 
corporation. 

Section  2.  One-third  of  the  total  membership  of  the  corporation  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business  at  any  meeting,  either  regular  or  special. 

Section  3.  That  all  other  business  of  the  corporation  shall  be  transacted  in  accordance  with 
the  terms  of  the  Charter  or  Articles  of  Incorporation  and  the  Amendments  thereto  and  Resolu- 
tions duly  passed  by  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  Board,  Inc.,  at  either  a  regular 
or  special  meeting. 

ARTICLE  V  —  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  The  corporation  shall  have  no  capital  stock  and  its  membership  shall  be  com- 
posed of  the  members  of  the  Missionary  Baptist  Churches  in  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associa- 
tion, North  Carolina,  who  have  duly  elected  to  serve  on  the  Associational  Board  as  prescribed 
in  Article  V.  Section  1,  of  the  constitution  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association. 

Section  2.  The  government  of  this  corporation  shall  be  managed  and  administered  by  the 
Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  Board,  Inc.,  which  shall  be  invested  with  the  usual  powers 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  a  corporation  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina, 
and  said  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  Board,  Inc.,  by  a  majority  vote  of  a  quorum 
of  its  members,  shall  set  the  times  and  places  of  its  meetings. 

Section  3.  Each  member  of  the  corporation  shall  have  one  vote  on  all  matters  coming  before 
said  corporation  for  action  and  a  majority  vote  of  a  quorum  of  the  members  shall  constitute 
corporate  action. 

ARTICLE  VI  —  OFFICERS 

Section  1.  (a)  The  officers  of  this  Corporation  shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice-President,  a 
Secretary  and  a  Treasurer.  They  shall  be  elected  not  later  than  the  September  Associational 
Board  meeting  in  order  to  assume  the  duties  of  their  office  effective  October  1st  of  each 
year.  The  term  of  their  office  shall  be  from  October  1st  of  the  year  elected  to  October  1st 
of  the  next  year. 

(b)  In  the  event  any  office  becomes  vacant  by  reason  of  the  death,  incapacity,  or  resigna- 
tion of  any  officer,  the  office  shall  be  filled  for  the  unexpired  term  by  an  election  at  the 
next  monthly  meeting  of  the  Associational  Board  pursuant  to  nominations  from  the 
Nominating  Committee  or  from  the  floor.

The  Constitution  Committee  further  recommends  that  in  all  future  publications  of  the 
Constitution  in  the  minutes  that  the  original  names  and  addresses  of  the  incorporators 
together  with  the  acknowledging  names  and  signatures  at  the  end  of  the  Constitution,  not 
be  designated  and  that  hereafter  Article  VIII  may  be  printed  as  follows: 

"ARTICLE  VIII  —  INCORPORATORS"  (names  omitted) 

ARTICLE  IX  —  DURATION 

The  duration  of  this  Corporation  shall  be  unlimited.  In  the  event  dissolution  of  this  cor- 
poration, the  assets  of  the  corporation  shall  be  distributed  to  the  Baptist  State  Convention 
of  North  Carolina  to  be  used  for  religious  purposes  in  the  discretion  of  said  Baptist  State 
Convention,  and  no  individual  member  of  this  corporation  shall  have  propriety  interest 
therein.  This  trust  provision  shall  not,  however,  prevent  payment  of  legitimate  salaries  and 
expenses  to  members  and  employees  entitled  to  receive  same  and  nothing  provided  herein 
shall  prevent  individual  members  and  others  from  making  loans  of  funds  and  property  and 
receiving  payment,  interest/or  rental  from  the  corporation.

1.  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  met  for  the  Monday  evening  session  of  its  One 
Hundred  Fourth  Annual  Session  on  October  23,  1989,  at  Pritchard  Memorial  Baptist  Church, 
Charlotte,  North  Carolina. 

Pritchard  Memorial  Baptist  Church  was  organized  in  1901  and  was  the  fourteenth  church 
in  our  Association.  Dr.  Dixon  Free,  Jr.,  is  the  pastor  of  the  church  now.  It  has  a  member- 
ship of  2,106  and  a  Sunday  School  enrollment  of  1,323. 

2.  Prelude  music  included  "He  Touched  Me,"  "The  Family  of  God,"  "I  Have 
Decided  To  Follow  Jesus,"  "He  Leadeth  Me"  and  "Because  He  Lives,"  with  Ms.  Elaine 
Rogers  of  Pritchard  at  the  organ  and  Ms.  Joanne  Caulder  of  Pritchard  at  the  piano. 

3.  During  the  processional  hymn,  "The  Church's  One  Foundation,"  we  had  the  parade 
of  the  flags  of  the  churches  of  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association. 

4.  Dr.  Joe  McKeever,  moderator  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association,  presided  at 
this  session.  He  opened  the  session  quoting  Romans  1:16,  "For  I  am  not  ashamed  of  the 
gospel:  it  is  the  power  of  God  for  salvation  to  everyone  who  has  faith,  to  the  Jew  first  and 
also  to  the  Greek." 

5.  Dr.  Dixon  Free,  pastor  of  our  host  church,  gave  the  invocation  and  welcomed 
messengers  and  visitors  to  this  One  Hundred  Fourth  Session  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist 
Association. 

6.  Rev.  Bob  Shelton,  pastor  of  Independence  Hill  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North 
Carolina,  and  chairman  of  the  Program  Committee,  introduced  the  theme  interpretation  — 
"We  Are  In  His  Hands." 

The  scripture,  John  15:11-17,  was  read  by  Rev.  Jonathan  DeBell,  pastor  of  East  Baptist 
Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  and  the  narration  was  read  by  Ms.  Kathy  Trotter.  Joe 
McKeever,  artist,  drew  a  large  picture  of  Christ  around  which  gathered  a  group  of  the 
members  of  East  Baptist  Church.  Sharon  Williams,  spokeswoman  for  the  group,  reminded 
us  that  we  are  so  different,  yet  one,  in  fellowship  and  service  in  Christ.  As  we  get  closer 
to  Him,  we  get  closer  together. 

Harold  Shoemaker,  Minister  of  Music,  Pritchard  Memorial  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte, 
North  Carolina,  sang  the  theme  hymn,  "We  Are  One,"  and  the  messengers  and  visitors 
joined  in  singing  the  chorus. 

7.  Rev.  Joe  Denson,  pastor,  Southview  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  and 
secretary  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  Board,  was  recognized  by  Moderator 
Joe  McKeever  to  give  the  registration  report.  There  were  243  messengers  and  83  visitors 
registered  making  a  total  of  326. 

Secretary  Denson  made  a  motion  that  these  messengers  plus  others  who  register  later  who 
have  been  duly  elected  by  their  churches  according  to  the  Constitution  and  Bylaws  of  the 
Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  constitute  the  One  Hundred  Fourth  Annual  Session  for 
the  purpose  of  hearing  reports  and  doing  business.  The  motion  carried. 
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8.  Rev.  Bob  Shelton,  pastor  of  Independence  Hill  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North 
Carolina,  and  Program  Committee  chairman,  stated  again  our  theme,  "The  Tie  That  Binds" 
(Jesus  Christ).  He  made  a  motion  that  the  printed  program  given  to  registered  messengers 
plus  any  necessary  changes  become  our  order  of  business.  The  motion  carried.

11.  Rev.  Spurgeon  Dorton,  chairman  of  the  Mutual  Care  Committee,  recommended  that 
Carmel  Oaks  Baptist  Church,  Greater  Providence  Baptist  Church  and  Nations  Ford  Road 
Baptist  Church  be  accepted  into  the  fellowship  of  churches  making  up  Mecklenburg  Bap- 
tist Association.  Each  of  these  churches  has  been  under  watchcare  of  the  Association  this 
past  year.  This  recommendation  was  then  presented  as  a  motion  which  carried.  A  represen- 
tative from  each  of  these  churches  came  forward  to  receive  the  right  hand  of  fellowship. 

12.  Rev.  Allan  Blume,  Minister  of  Administration  at  Hickory  Grove  Baptist  Church, 
Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  brought  a  report  on  the  "Interest  Is  Rising"  financial  campaign. 
Allen  Bailey,  layman  from  Charlotte,  First  Baptist  Church,  is  serving  as  chairman.  The 
campaign  goal  is  $250,000  to  pay  off  the  $170,000  debt  on  our  Associational  building  and 
revitalizing  some  of  our  ministries  which  had  to  be  cut  because  of  this  debt  bondage.  To 
date  $100,000  has  been  pledged  and  $47,063  has  been  paid.  All  present  were  encouraged 
to  share  in  reaching  this  goal  and  accomplishing  this  task. 

13.  Lawrence  Childs,  Executive  Director  of  our  Association,  presented  an  appreciation 
plaque  to  Joe  McKeever  who  has  served  as  our  moderator  for  the  past  two  years. 

14.  Natalie  Emrich,  Minister  of  Music,  Wilson  Grove  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North 
Carolina,  led  in  singing  the  hymn,  "My  Jesus,  I  Love  Thee." 
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15.  Carolyn  Byrd,  a  member  of  Carmel  Oaks  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina, 
and  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Home  Mission  Board,  read  Matthew  28:16-20, 
the  scriptural  basis  for  the  evening  message. 

16.  The  adult  choir  of  Hickory  Grove  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  under 
the  direction  of  their  Minister  of  Music,  Jeff  Andler,  led  us  in  worship  through  music  — 
"Song  For  The  Nations"  and  "I  Will  Call  Upon  The  Lord." 

17.  Larry  Lewis,  President  of  the  Home  Mission  Board,  brought  the  home  mission 
address.  He  stated  that  there  are  an  estimated  170  million  persons  in  the  United  States, 
There  are  only  six  nations  in  the  world  with  a  total  population  higher  than  that.  Today 
about  67  percent  of  our  Southern  Baptist  churches  are  on  a  plateau  or  in  decline. 

He  shared  the  following  statistics  and  goals:

The 
purpose  of  our  existence  is  to  fulfill  our  Lord's  Commission.

1.  Teach  and  baptize  ALL  nations 

2.  Do  ALL  things  I  have  commanded  you 

3.  I  am  with  you  ALWAYS 

18.  Hal  Shoemaker,  Minister  of  Music,  Pritchard  Memorial  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte, 
North  Carolina,  sang  "People  Need  The  Lord"  and  "We  Are  One."  As  our  benediction, 
everyone  sang  the  chorus  of  "We  Are  One."

19.  Prelude  music  was  presented  by  Charlotte  First  Baptist  Church  Orchestra  Ensemble 
under  the  direction  of  Milton  LeDoux,  Minister  of  Music.  The  selections  included  "A  Mighty 
Fortress,"  "The  Holy  City,"  "Send  Me,  O  Lord,  Send  Me,"  "It  Is  Well  With  My  Soul," 
"Come  Thou  Fount"  and  "By  and  By." 

20.  Gene  Boatwright,  Minister  of  Music,  Durham  Memorial  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte, 
North  Carolina,  led  us  in  singing,  "All  Hail  The  Power  of  Jesus'  Name." 

21.  Bob  Shelton,  president  of  the  Associational  Board  and  pastor  of  Independence  Hill 
Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  presided  at  this  session.  He  introduced  Daniel 
Hedgepeth,  the  new  pastor  of  Commonwealth  Baptist  Church,  who  welcomed  us  and  led 
us  in  the  invocation. 

22.  The  theme  interpretation  was  a  drama  written  by  Jim  Sluss  of  Pritchard  Memorial 
Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  emphasizing  the  fact  that  the  dividing  wall  of 
hostility  can  be  broken  down  and  reconciliation  with  one's  fellowman  and  with  God  comes 
through  the  Cross  of  Christ. 

The  interpretation  closed  with  Hal  Shoemaker,  Minister  of  Music  at  Pritchard  Memorial, 
singing  "We  Are  One." 

23.  Joe  Burnette,  associate  pastor,  Charlotte,  First  Baptist  Church,  presented  the  fol- 
lowing slate  of  Associational  officers:

Everyone  present  was  given  a  digest  based  on  82  of  our  112  churches  and  missions 
reporting  (73  percent).  Twenty-five  of  our  churches  showed  increases  in  enrollment  in 
Brotherhood,  WMU,  Church  Music,  Church  Training  and  Sunday  School.  We  had  a  net 
gain  of  617  in  church  membership  but  64  fewer  baptisms  than  in  1988.

He  reviewed  the  proposed  budget  and  stated  that  salaries  represented  a  four  percent 
increase  for  the  vocational  staff  and  a  six  percent  increase  for  the  support  staff. 
He  presented  three  great  challenges: 

(1)  That  we  covenant  to  give  thanks  for  what  God  has  already  given  us  —  His  Son, 
His  Spirit,  His  church. 

(2)  That  we  give  thanks  for  what  God  is  going  to  give  through  His  people. 

(3)  That  we  commit  to  sacrificial  living  which  will  result  in  liberal  giving. 

He  made  a  motion  that  the  proposed  1990  budget  be  approved,  which  it  was  unanimously. 

32.  Lawrence  Childs,  Executive  Director  of  our  Association,  presented  the  Associational 
staff  for  the  20th  time.  First,  he  recognized  the  support  staff.  Then,  he  asked  each  of  the 
vocational  staff  persons  to  give  a  brief  report: 

(1)  DALE  HARLAN  presented  Rickey  Greene,  church  planter,  and  Tracy  Weigant, 
US-2er. 

(2)  HAROLD  WEBB  reported  that  our  ethnic  ministries  continue  to  grow:  the 
Laotian  Mission,  the  Cambodian  Sunday  School  class,  the  Arabic  ministry  of 
University  Hills  Baptist  Church  and  assistance  given  to  Nicaraguan  families.  We 
need  sponsors  for  Romanian  and  Japanese  work. 

(3)  SHEILA  BLACK  reminded  us  that  we  MUST  continue  to  "reach  out  and  touch" 
others.  Hundreds  in  our  community  are  homeless  .  .  .  about  one-fourth  of  our  high 
school  students  drop  out  of  school .  .  .  one-fifth  of  the  adults  in  our  area  cannot  read. 

33.  The  session  finale  consisted  of  a  duet  by  Mac  and  Cindy  Young  of  Independence  Hill 
Baptist  Church,  accompanied  by  Bob  Bridges  and  Joy  Wilkinson  of  Calvary  Baptist  Church. 

During  the  singing  of  "You'll  Still  Be  Lord"  and  "We  Are  One,"  representatives  with 
the  flags  of  the  churches  of  the  Association  encircled  the  auditorium  bound  together  by  a 
red  ribbon. 

34.  The  choral  benediction,  "Blessed  Be  The  Tie,"  was  led  by  Hal  Shoemaker,  Minister 
of  Music,  Pritchard  Memorial  Baptist  Church. 
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Digest  of  Organizational  Reports 

ASSOCIATIONAL  BOARD  (ROBERT  L.  SHELDON,  PRESIDENT):  The  Associational 
Board  conducts,  on  a  monthly  basis,  the  business  of  the  Association  between  annual  meetings. 
This  Board  consists  of  the  pastor  and  at  least  one  person  from  each  church  and  mission  of 
the  Association. 

This  year  we  have  sought  to  emphasize  the  ministries  of  our  Association  by  presenting 
programs  from  our  language  missions,  community  ministries,  new  work  advances  and  sup- 
port services  provided  for  the  churches.  We  have  overcome  some  setbacks  to  advance  in 
many  new  areas  of  ministry. 

BAPTIST  COUNSELING  CENTER  (TOM  O'NEAL,  DIRECTOR):  Our  reason  for 
being  is  the  care  of  persons  when  the  cares  of  life  overcome.  Hard  and  painful  work  is  the 
beginning.  Self-confrontation  seldom  comes  easily  and  there  are  no  "quick  fixes."  Five 
hundred  reasons  entered  this  counseling  process  this  year. 

The  following  workshops  were  done:  The  Church's  Response  to  Divorcing  Persons, 
Surviving  Solo  Parenting,  Time  Management,  Burned-out  Christians,  Understanding  the 
Man  in  Your  Life  and  The  Church's  Secretary  as  a  First-Responder. 

During  Secretaries  Week,  a  workshop  for  church  secretaries  was  conducted  focusing  on 
the  "front  line"  role  of  the  secretary.  Practical  training  was  given  in  dealing  with  the  diverse 
situations  as  well  as  the  severely  stressful  ones. 

Clinical  Pastoral  Education  (CPE)  in  the  local  church  helped  six  ministers  learn  new  skills 
for  dealing  with  the  stress  of  ministering. 

Jean  Middleswarth  completed  six  years  of  ministry  with  us  and  began  her  independent 
practice  in  Charlotte.  Gary  McFarland  began  working  with  us  three  days  each  week  as  a 
pastoral  counselor. 

CHURCH  TRAINING  (DAVID  RIDLEY,  DIRECTOR):  The  Church  Training  Depart- 
ment of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  is  committed  to  assisting  churches  in  the 
organization  and  operation  of  training  programs  in  the  church. 

The  Children's  Bible  Drill,  under  the  direction  of  Sarah  Ford,  is  the  highlight  of  the  year 
for  many  of  our  children.  This  year  over  forty  children  participated. 

Also,  this  year,  for  the  first  time  in  several  years,  we  conducted  a  Youth  Bible  Drill.  Three 
churches  (Arlington,  Jackson  Park  and  Thrift)  were  represented  by  four  young  people. 

LANGUAGE  COUNCIL  (JOE  BURNETTE,  DIRECTOR):  The  area  of  Language  Mis- 
sions continues  to  be  a  real  challenge  to  churches  in  the  Mecklenburg  Association.  The 
opportunity  is  overwhelming  as  we  see  many,  many  people  from  various  cultures  speaking 
different  languages. 

Our  work  with  the  Laotians,  Koreans,  Vietnamese,  Chinese  and  Spanish  continues  to  grow, 
and  a  new  work  with  Arab  families  has  been  started.  Bob  Moore,  our  Minister  to  the  Deaf, 
continues  the  church  for  the  deaf. 

Our  Spanish  groups  have  taken  on  a  tremendous  task  of  re-settling  people  from  Nicaragua. 

MISSION  INVOLVEMENT  COUNCIL  (LEE  PROCTOR,  DIRECTOR):  Promotion  of 
the  partnership  with  the  ABC  Association  in  the  state  of  Sao  Paulo,  Brazil,  has  been  the 
task  of  our  Council  this  year.  To  this  date  there  have  been  no  short-term  volunteers  so  we 
are  giving  serious  re-evaluation  to  this  partnership. 

The  partnership  with  Greater  Rochester,  New  York,  continues  to  receive  support  as 
individuals  and  church  groups  serve  as  short-term  (one  to  two  weeks)  volunteers.  Some 
churches  have  done  short-term  mission  work  in  this  partnership  for  three  consecutive 

summers.  _ 
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SENIOR  ADULT  COUNCIL  (RON  PARKER,  DIRECTOR):  The  Senior  Adult  Council 
meets  monthly.  This  year  two  banquet  were  held:  the  Thanksgiving  banquet  and  the  Spring 
Fling  banquet. 

This  Council  will  assist  churches  in  beginning  and/or  strengthening  Senior  Adult  work 
which  is  growing  and  popular  among  Baptists. 

SINGLES  COUNCIL  (TERRY  HUNEYCUTT,  DIRECTOR):  The  year  of  1988-1989  has 
been  a  healthy  one  for  our  work.  We  have  had  increased  interest  in  activities  planned  and 
more  of  our  churches  participating  in  the  events. 

Our  Fall  Retreat  held  at  White  Oak  Conference  Center  had  40  in  attendance.  The  study 
topic  —  "Emotions  -  Now  I  Trust  Them,  Now  I  Don't"  —  was  led  by  Donna  Forrester. 

Our  Spring  Banquet  had  171  in  attendance.  The  entertainment  was  the  presentation  of 
"Godspell"  by  the  Myers  Park  High  School  Drama  Department. 

Our  Summer  Picnic  was  held  at  Veterans  Park  with  games  for  adults  and  activities  for 
children  led  by  our  summer  missionaries. 

STUDENT  MINISTRIES  COUNCIL  (PAULA  HENDRICKS,  DIRECTOR):  The  Student 
Ministries  Council  assists  in  ministry  with  college-age  young  adults  through  work  with  local 
churches,  Baptist  Campus  Ministry,  North  Carolina  Baptists  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention. This  work  involves  training  events,  consulting  and  resourcing  for  local  church, 
campus  and  associational  workers. 

Other  programs  and  events  involve  local  BSU  students.  International  students.  Black 
students.  Commuter  students  and  parents  of  students.  The  Council  interacts  with  the  Foreign 
Missions  Training  Program  (CMAMM)  and  encourages  internships  for  students  to  work 
with  local  churches  such  as  those  at  Hoskins  Avenue  and  Jackson  Park. 

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  (DAVID  BEST,  DIRECTOR):  Mecklenburg  Association  participated 
in  a  Metro  Sunday  School  Enrollment/Training  Clinic  with  35  churches  participating.  Over 
2,984  attended  the  Workers  Training  Sessions,  110  were  enrolled  in  Bible  study,  2,755 
prospects  were  found,  138  new  workers  were  found  and  91  new  Sunday  School  units  were 
created. 

In  September  a  training  workshop  using  the  Understanding  Series  was  conducted. 

The  ASSIST  Team  is  available  to  help  churches  develop  a  more  effective  Bible  teaching 
program. 


TACMO  —  THE  ASSOCIATION  CHURCH  MEDIA  LIBRARY  ORGANIZATION 
(MARION  McGAHA,  DIRECTOR):  This  year  53  churches  reported  having  Media  Library 
Directors  elected  by  the  church.  We  are  presently  working  with  51  directors  through 
TACMO.  Our  goal  is  to  have  a  library  in  each  church  of  the  Association. 

Much  of  our  work  is  done  by  TACMO  Council  members  working  with  individual 
librarians.  This  year  we  provided  staff  members  these  training  opportunities:  Basic  Classifica- 
tion, How  To  Process,  The  Media  Library  In  A  Church,  Book  Repair,  Maintenance  and  Repair 
of  Equipment.  These  are  courses  necessary  to  train  new  library  workers. 

A  display  was  set  up  at  our  Associational  VBS  Clinic  showing  resources  available  from 
the  Media  Library  to  assist  teachers  and  leaders. 

Four  of  our  TACMO  officers  were  invited  to  attend  a  training  conference  for  state 
approved  workers. 
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WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION  (BETTY  BACOT,  DIRECTOR):  Our  year  began  with 
a  delightful  GA  Banquet  with  285  attending  and  19  churches  represented.  The  GA  Day  Camp 
had  78  girls  and  25  leaders  from  12  churches.  Diane  Melton,  volunteer  missionary  to  Togo, 
lead  in  the  missions  emphasis. 

The  Baptist  Women's  World  Day  of  Prayer  services,  held  in  five  church  locations,  were 
well  attended. 

An  outstanding  International  Festival  was  held  under  the  leadership  of  Amy  Perez.  At 
least  six  different  language  groups  were  represented  and  brought  lovely  displays  and  delicious 
food.  Continuous  work  was  done  with  Spanish,  Chinese,  Korean,  Vietnamese  and  Deaf 
groups. 

At  our  Annual  Meeting  30  churches  were  represented  with  129  women  registered.  The 
theme  was  "Proclaiming  New  Things." 

An  Acteens  Issues  Workshop  was  held  with  43  Acteens  attending  from  10  churches.  The 
NAC  in  Texas  was  well  attended  also. 

A  Missions  Friends  survey  was  conducted  and  out  of  97  churches  contacted  37  reported 
having  Mission  Friends  organizations. 

During  the  year  visits  for  WMU  promotion  were  made  in  28  churches  by  Council  members. 

A  great  variety  of  Mission  Action/Personal  Witnessing  endeavors  were  accomplished: 
353  books  of  stamps  were  sent  to  the  Women's  Correctional  Center  in  Raleigh,  Christmas 
stockings  were  prepared  for  Jackson  Park  Baptist  Church,  food  and  clothing  were  provided 
for  families  from  Nicaragua  through  our  La  Voz  de  La  Esperanza  Spanish  Mission. 


Digest  of  Committee  Reports 

CHURCH  ADMINISTRATION  COMMITTEE  (D.  STEVEN  GOUGE,  CHAIRMAN): 

The  goal  of  the  Church  Administration  Committee  is  to  provide  meaningful  help  to  lay 
people,  pastors  and  other  staff  members  in  areas  relating  to  church  administration. 
This  Committee  sponsored: 

(1)  An  introduction  to  the  work  of  the  Association  to  all  new  staff  members  at  orienta- 
tion luncheons  featuring  an  overview  of  the  Association's  ministries,  an  introduc- 
tion of  the  Associational  staff  and  a  time  of  sharing  needs. 

(2)  A  seminar  designed  especially  for  staff  ministers  other  than  pastors  using  "Re- 
leasing Your  Potential"  as  the  theme.  Our  Executive  Director,  Dr.  Lawrence  Childs, 
was  the  seminar  leader. 

The  Church  Administration  Committee  hopes  to  continue  to  offer  helpful  training  events 
to  meet  felt  needs. 


EVANGELISM  COMMITTEE  (REID  KEIGER,  CHAIRMAN):  Evangelism  is  the  heart- 
beat of  a  New  Testament  church  but  it  seems  we  are  losing  the  cutting  edge  of  our  witness 
to  the  world.  The  new  year  offers  a  good  opportunity  for  our  churches  to  experience  a 
turn-a-round  in  evangelism.  The  Lay  Evangelism  School  will  equip  pastors  and  lay  leaders 
to  conduct  lay  evangelism  training. 

Your  Associational  Staff  and  Evangelism  Committee  stand  ready  to  assist  our  local 
churches  in  training  and  equipping  our  people  to  share  their  faith.  Several  witness 
equipping  processes  are  available  through  the  Home  Mission  Board.  These  witnessing 
materials  include  the  module,  "Training  Sunday  School  Workers  in  Evangelism,"  TELL 
Witnessing  Training,  Lay  Evangelism  School  and  Continuing  Witness  Training.  WOW 
Training  (a  youth  version  of  CWT)  is  available  also. 
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MUSIC  COMMITTEE  (MIKE  ADCOCK,  CHAIRMAN):  The  Mecklenburg  Baptist 
Ministers  of  Music  conducted  two  major  events  this  year: 

(1)  The  Children's  Choir  Camp  with  56  children  from  17  churches  participating  in 
a  presentation  of  the  musical  "We  Like  Sheep."  The  composer  of  the  musical,  Ms. 
Kathie  Hill,  directed  the  performance. 

(2)  The  Associational  Choir  Leadership  Clinic  with  Joe  Parks,  Sunday  School  Board 
personnel  and  a  state  approved  worker  as  clinicians.  There  were  61  music  leaders 
from  11  of  our  churches  involved  in  this  training. 

Activities  for  1989-1990  include  a  Solo  and  Ensemble  Festival,  Children's  Choir  Camp 
and  a  Choir  Leadership  Clinic. 

MUTUAL  CARE  COMMITTEE  (SPURGEON  DORTON,  CHAIRMAN):  The  Mutual 
Care  Committee  has  been  very  active  this  year.  We  assigned  a  Committee  member  to  each 
church  under  watchcare.  The  Committee  member  visited  his  assigned  church. 

The  following  churches  have  been  approved  and  are  being  presented  for  full  affiliation 
with  the  Association:  Carmel  Oaks  Baptist  Church,  Greater  Providence  Baptist  Church 
and  Nations  Ford  Road  Baptist  Church.  Bethany  Baptist  Church  has  been  approved  and 
is  being  presented  for  watchcare. 

We  adopted  an  updated  version  of  the  policies  of  the  Mutual  Care  Committee,  which 
will  facilitate  the  work  of  the  Committee,  and  presented  it  to  the  Associational  Board  for 
approval. 

NEW  WORK  COMMITTEE  (ROD  COWARD,  CHAIRMAN):  The  Wildwood  Green  con- 
gregation in  the  Huntersville  area  completed  construction  of  their  building  and  changed 
their  name  to  Lake  Haven  Baptist  Church. 

The  Bethany  congregation  completed  their  new  building  in  the  Weddington  area. 

The  Nations  Ford  Road  Church  is  growing  rapidly  and  they  are  making  plans  for  major 
renovations  to  their  present  facilities  to  accommodate  their  growing  needs. 

Tracy  Weigant,  US-2  missionary,  will  assist  in  existing  work  and  developing  new 
opportunities  in  ministry  surveys,  backyard  Bible  clubs  and  other  localized  activities  which 
will  help  attract  the  large  unchurched  population  in  our  community.  Rickey  Greene  began 
church  planting  in  the  Mint  Hill  area.  We  hope  to  start  two  Black  churches  during  the  year 
also. 

The  Metro  Crescent  Commission,  composed  of  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association,  Cabarrus 
Association,  South  Yadkin  Association,  Union  Association  and  York  Association,  and 
representatives  from  our  state  offices,  will  plan  new  work  and  missions  in  the  metropolitan 
area.  The  opportunities  made  available  by  this  joint  effort  within  the  rapidly  growing 
metropolitan  area  are  promising,  without  the  artificial  constraints  of  associational  boundaries. 

Preliminary  discussions  have  been  initiated  to  establish  a  Metro  Ministry  Foundation. 
This  Foundation  would  provide  the  vehicle  for  accumulating  funds  required  for  land 
purchases  and  construction  seed  money  for  new  work  in  the  area.  It  would  accept  funds 
from  budget  allocations,  designated  gifts  and  repayment  of  previous  loans. 

ORDINATION  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE  (J.  GRADY  FAULK,  CHAIRMAN):    This 
Committee  assists  churches  who  request  persons  be  examined.  The  Committee  "does  not 
ordain  any  candidates."  It  merely  examines  the  candidate  and  reports  the  results  to  the 
church  that  requested  it.  The  local  church  does  the  ordaining. 
This  year  we  examined  the  following  candidates:

PERSONNEL  COMMITTEE  Q.  DIXON  FREE,  CHAIRMAN):  The  Personnel  Commit- 
tee has  the  privilege  of  working  with  the  staff  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association.  The 
best  way  we  can  lend  our  support  to  the  fine  staff  is  by  faithfully  and  generously  meeting 
the  financial  needs  of  our  Association. 

This  year  the  Association  accepted  the  resignation  of  Reverend  Warren  Mallard,  who 
served  our  Association  well  for  16  years. 

YOUTH  MINISTERS  (TERRY  HUNEYCUTT,  CHAIRMAN):  The  Youth  Ministers' 
Fellowship  met  monthly  during  the  school  months  for  the  purpose  of  continuing  education, 
support  and  planning  Associational  youth  events.

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Constitution 

of  the 

Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association 

ARTICLE  I  —  NAME 

Section  1.  This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association.  It  may 
hereinafter  be  referred  to  as  the  association. 

Section  2.  The  association  shall  be  known  in  its  incorporated  form  as  the  Mecklenburg 
Baptist  Association  Board,  Inc. 

ARTICLE  II  —  COMPOSITION 

Section  1.  The  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  in  session  shall  be  composed  of  the  duly 
elected  messengers  of  the  Missionary  Baptist  churches  affiliated  with  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist 
Association. 

Section  2.  The  affiliated  churches  of  the  association  may  elect  messengers  according  to 
the  following  apportionment:  churches  having  one  hundred  members  or  less  shall  be 
entitled  to  three  messengers,  including  the  pastor;  churches  with  more  than  one  hundred 
members  shall  be  entitled  to  an  additional  messenger  for  every  one  hundred  members,  or 
fraction  thereof,  not  to  exceed  ten  messengers,  including  the  pastor. 

ARTICLE  III  —  PURPOSE 

Section  1.  This  association  is  a  self-determining  Baptist  body,  created  and  sustained  by 
the  churches  affiliated  with  her  and  responsibility  to  them  through  their  messengers. 
Section  2.  Through  this  body,  the  churches  seek  to: 

(1)  Foster  fellowship  and  unity  of  faith  and  practice. 

(2)  Give  and  receive  assistance  in  achieving  the  purpose  of  the  member  churches. 

(3)  Engage  in  direct,  cooperative  mission  activities  which  cannot  be  accomplished  by 
the  member  churches  acting  independently. 

ARTICLE  IV  —  OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  DUTIES 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be:  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk, 
Statistician,  Bible  Teaching  Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  Church  Music  Director,  Church 
Training  Director,  and  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director. 

Section  2.  (a)  The  Moderator  and  Vice-Moderator  shall  be  elected  by  a  majority  vote  of 
the  delegates  in  attendance  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  from  nominees  selected 
by  the  Nominating  Committee  of  the  Associational  Board  together  with  other  nominations 
for  said  offices  as  may  be  made  from  the  floor  at  the  annual  meeting.  All  nominations  from 
the  floor  shall  be  with  the  prior  consent  of  the  nominees.  The  aforesaid  officers  shall  assume 
the  duties  of  their  office  at  the  close  of  the  meeting  at  which  they  were  elected,  and  shall 
serve  until  their  successors  are  elected,  subject,  however  to  Sub-Paragraph  (b). 

(b)  In  the  event  the  Office  of  Moderator  of  the  Association  should  become  vacant,  then 
the  Vice-Moderator  shall  immediately  and  automatically  become  the  Moderator  for  the  un- 
expired term  of  office  without  any  further  action  by  the  Association. 

(c)  All  other  Associational  Officers  shall  be  elected  by  the  Associational  Board  after  nomina- 
tion by  the  Associational  Board  Nominating  Committee  no  later  than  the  June  meeting  of 
the  Associational  Board,  next  preceding  the  annual  Association  meeting.  Nominations  by 
the  Associational  Board  Nominating  Committee  shall  not  preclude  nominations  from  the 
floor  with  the  prior  consent  of  the  nominee.  All  newly  elected  Officers  of  the  Association 
shall  assume  their  duties  of  the  office  at  the  close  of  the  annual  Association  meeting,  and 
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shall  serve  until  their  successors  are  elected.  The  vacancies  occurring  in  the  office  of  Vice- 
Moderator  and  all  other  offices,  except  the  Moderator,  may  be  filled  by  the  Associational 
Board. 

Section  3.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  meetings  of  the  body  and  appoint  commit- 
tees as  are  required  by  this  constitution.  He  shall  also  serve  as  chairman  of  the  executive 
committee  of  the  associational  board.  He  shall  be  elected  for  one  term  and  cannot  immediately 
succeed  himself  after  the  second  successive  term.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  preside  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Moderator,  and  may  act  for  the  Moderator  as  they  may  agree  to  do. 

Section  4.  The  clerk  shall  distribute  blank  letter  forms  to  the  clerks  of  the  churches 
affiliated  with  the  association.  He  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
body  and  issue  the  minutes  as  soon  as  practical  after  adjournment. 

Section  5.  The  Statistician  shall  fill  in  from  the  church  letters  the  records  of  the  churches 
on  the  charts  provided  for  that  purpose,  and  shall  report  to  the  association  such  other 
statistical  data  as  may  be  profitable. 

ARTICLE  V  —  ASSOCIATIONAL  BOARD 

Section  1.  The  Associational  Board  shall  be  composed  of  (1)  one  lay  member  from  every 
cooperating  church,  plus  an  additional  lay  member  for  each  1,000  members  or  fraction  thereof 
over  the  first  1,000  members,  (2)  the  pastor  of  each  cooperating  church,  (3)  all  elected 
officers  of  the  association,  (4)  the  chairman  of  all  Board  committees,  (5)  full-time  ministers 
of  education,  associate  pastors,  whether  one  or  more  of  each,  and  a  Director  or  Minister 
of  Music  from  the  cooperating  churches,  and  (6)  all  retired  ministers  who  are  members  of 
cooperating  churches. 

Section  2.  The  Associational  Board  shall  act  as  the  association  ad  interim.  The  operation 
of  the  board  shall  be  compatible  with  both  the  constitution  of  the  association  and  the 
constitution  of  the  board. 

Section  3.  There  shall  be  no  conflict  between  the  constitution  of  the  Board  and  that  of 
the  association. 

ARTICLE  VI  —  PURPOSE 

Section  1.  The  Moderator  shall  appoint  three  committees  relating  to  the  annual  meeting. 
They  are:  (1)  Place  and  Preacher  Committee,  (2)  Resolutions  Committee,  and  (3)  Program 
Committee. 

Section  2.  The  constitution  of  the  association  may  be  changed  on  the  second  day  of  any 
regular  meeting  of  the  association,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  pro- 
vided notice  of  the  change  be  read  at  the  association  during  the  first  day  of  the  annual  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VII  —  MISSIONS  POLICY 

Section  1.  The  association  is  committed  to  a  program  for  the  starting  of  new  churches 
and  missions,  as  needed.  It  believes,  however,  that  the  initiative  for  beginning  such  is  an 
associational  responsibility. 

Section  2.  The  association  assumes  that  its  affiliated  churches  shall  seek  the  leadership 
of  the  association  in  exercising  general  guidance  and  coordination  in  what  is  otherwise  a 
church-centered  mission  program. 

Section  3.  The  association  is  aware  of  the  financial  support  provided  by  the  churches  which 
make  possible  such  a  program  of  work.  Any  policies  or  actions  of  the  association  should 
therefore  respect  the  integrity  of  the  cooperating  churches  and  associational  mission 
endeavors. 

Section  4.  The  association  has  no  control  over  any  other  body,  but  does  seek  to  encourage 
all  missionary  Baptists  to  work  in  cooperation  for  effecting  an  orderly  growth  and  for 
maintaining  the  fellowship  of  churches  and  association. 

Section  5.  The  association  encourages  all  churches  to  formulate  their  own  membership 
policy  in  a  way  that  is  true  to  the  New  Testament  and  to  Baptist  policy. 
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BYLAWS 

1.  The  association  shall  convene  annually  at  a  time  and  a  day  to  be  determined  at  the 
direction  and  upon  action  of  the  associational  board  and  publicized  at  least  three  months 
prior  to  the  time  of  meeting  and  in  time  for  publication  in  the  Minutes  of  the  association. 

2.  The  associational  year  shall  begin  October  first  of  each  year  and  close  September  30th 
of  the  following  year. 

3.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  Robert's  Rules  of  Order,  Revised. 

4.  The  reports  of  this  body,  with  the  exception  of  the  report  of  the  associational  board, 
shall  be  limited  to  five  hundred  words. 

5.  Churches  and  missions  desiring  membership  into  the  Association  shall  present  their 
request  to  the  Mutual  Care  Committee  for  examination  and  recommendation  to  the  Associa- 
tion or  Associational  Board.  A  church  or  mission  is  first  received  into  the  watchcare  of  the 
Association.  Upon  completion  of  a  minimum  of  one  year  in  watchcare  relationship  and  the 
recommendation  of  the  Mutual  Care  Committee,  a  church  may  be  received  into  the  full 
membership  in  the  Association.  The  recommendation  for  membership  in  the  Association 
will  be  made  during  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association.  Missions  are  encouraged  to  apply 
for  watchcare  relationship  as  soon  as  they  are  a  functioning  mission. 

6.  "It  is  expected  that  all  member  churches  will  actively  involve  themselves  in  the  life 
of  the  Association.  This  involvement  includes:  (1)  Participation  in  the  Board  meetings;  (2) 
Attendance  at  Fellowship  and  Training  activities;  (3)  Financial  support;  (4)  Providing  an 
annual  letter  to  the  Association.  Should  a  member  church  withdraw  itself  from  active  par- 
ticipation in  the  Association,  the  Association  Staff  and  representatives  of  the  Mutual  Care 
Committee  shall  contact  the  church  in  an  effort  to  restore  fellowship.  In  the  event  such 
efforts  fail,  the  church  may  lose  its  affiliation  with  the  Association  upon  recommendation 
of  the  Mutual  Care  Committee  and  action  by  the  Association  to  this  effect." 

7.  All  churches  affiliated  with  the  Association  shall  be  churches  who  use  the  New  Testa- 
ment as  the  statement  of  their  faith  and  Church  policy  and  require  that  all  candidates,  who 
are  physically  able,  be  immersed  in  water,  on  the  basis  of  belief  in  Jesus  Christ  as  Saviour 
and  Lord,  to  qualify  for  membership. 

8.  The  Bylaws  may  be  changed  at  any  session  by  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  members 
present. 


Constitution  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist 
Associational  Board,  Inc. 

This  is  to  certify,  that  we,  the  undersigned,  do  hereby  associate  ourselves  into  a  religious, 
non-stock  corporation  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  the  state  of  North  Carolina  as  con- 
tained in  Chapter  55  of  the  General  Statutes  of  North  Carolina  entitled:  "CORPORA- 
TIONS," and  the  applicable  subsections  thereunder  and  the  amendments  thereto  and  to 
that  end  do  hereby  set  forth. 

ARTICLE  I  —  NAME 

The  na^e  of  the  corporation  shall  be.  The  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  Board,  Inc. 

ARTICLE  II  —  LOCATION 

The  location  of  the  principal  office  of  this  corporation  shall  be  Charlotte,  N.C. 
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ARTICLE  III  —  OBJECTS  AND  PURPOSES 

The  objects  of  this  corporation  and  the  purposes  for  which  it  is  formed  are: 

(1)  To  foster  fellowship  and  unity  of  faith  and  practice. 

(2)  To  give  and  receive  assistance  in  achieving  the  purpose  of  the  member  churches. 

(3)  To  engage  in  direct,  cooperative  mission  activities  which  cannot  be  accomplished 
by  the  member  churches  acting  independently. 

ARTICLE  IV  —  POWERS 

Pursuant  to  the  aforesaid  objects  and  purposes,  this  corporation  shall  have  power  to  create 
indebtedness,  mortgage,  own,  buy,  lease,  convey  and  receive  as  gifts,  property,  both  real 
and  personal,  and  all  other  and  additional  powers  necessary  or  convenient  to  carry  into 
execution  the  foregoing  powers  and  purposes,  the  same  as  a  natural  person  might  do  or  could 
do. 

Section  1 .  All  conveyances  of  real  property  shall  be  executed  in  the  same  name  of  the  cor- 
poration by  the  President  or  Vice-President  and  attested  by  the  Secretary,  when 
authorized  by  a  majority  vote  of  a  quorum  of  members  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the 
corporation. 

Section  2.  One-third  of  the  total  membership  of  the  corporation  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business  at  any  meeting,  either  regular  or  special. 

Section  3.  That  all  other  business  of  the  corporation  shall  be  transacted  in  accordance  with 
the  terms  of  the  Charter  or  Articles  of  Incorporation  and  the  Amendments  thereto  and  Resolu- 
tions duly  passed  by  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  Board,  Inc.,  at  either  a  regular 
or  special  meeting. 

ARTICLE  V  —  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  The  corporation  shall  have  no  capital  stock  and  its  membership  shall  be  com- 
posed of  the  members  of  the  Missionary  Baptist  Churches  in  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associa- 
tion, North  Carolina,  who  have  duly  elected  to  serve  on  the  Associational  Board  as  prescribed 
in  Article  V.  Section   1,  of  the  constitution  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association. 

Section  2.  The  government  of  this  corporation  shall  be  managed  and  administered  by  the 
Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  Board,  Inc.,  which  shall  be  invested  with  the  usual  powers 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  a  corporation  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina, 
and  said  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  Board,  Inc.,  by  a  majority  vote  of  a  quorum 
of  its  members,  shall  set  the  times  and  places  of  its  meetings. 

Section  3.  Each  member  of  the  corporation  shall  have  one  vote  on  all  matters  coming  before 
said  corporation  for  action  and  a  majority  vote  of  a  quorum  of  the  members  shall  constitute 
corporate  action. 

ARTICLE  VI  —  OFFICERS 

Section  1 .  (a)  The  officers  of  this  Corporation  shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice-President,  a 
Secretary  and  a  Treasurer.  They  shall  be  elected  not  later  than  the  September  Associational 
Board  meeting  in  order  to  assume  the  duties  of  their  office  effective  October  1st  of  each 
year.  The  term  of  their  office  shall  be  from  October  1st  of  the  year  elected  to  October  1st 
of  the  next  year. 

(b)  In  the  event  any  office  becomes  vacant  by  reason  of  the  death,  incapacity,  or  resigna- 
tion of  any  officer,  the  office  shall  be  filled  for  the  unexpired  term  by  an  election  at  the 
next  monthly  meeting  of  the  Associational  Board  pursuant  to  nominations  from  the 
Nominating  Committee  or  from  the  floor.

DURATION

SHARON  FOREST  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

October  22,  1990 

1.  The  Monday  evening  session  of  the  One  Hundred  Fifth  Annual  Session  of  the  Mecklen- 
burg Baptist  Association  was  held  at  Sharon  Forest  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Caro- 
lina, on  October  22,  1990. 

Sharon  Forest  Baptist  Church  was  organized  in  1961  and  moved  to  its  present  location  in 
1988.  David  E.  Trammell  has  been  the  pastor  since  1971.  This  church  has  a  membership  of 
275  and  a  Sunday  school  enrolment  of  162. 

2.  Prelude  music  was  provided  by  Ms.  Joanne  LeDoux,  piano;  Ms.  Jean  Duck,  cello;  and 
Bob  Moss,  trumpet  --  all  from  Charlotte  First  Baptist  Church.  They  played  "The  Holy  City,"

3.  Phillip  M.  Davis,  pastor  of  Nations  Ford  Baptist,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  and  vice- 
moderator  of  the  Association,  presided  at  this  opening  session.

There  has  been  a  definite  shift  in  the  role  of  the  association.  For  many  years  the  association 
was  considered  an  adjunct  to  the  rest  of  the  Denomination  —  a  channel  through  which  the 
Sunday  School  Board,  the  Brotherhood  Commission  and  Woman's  Missionary  Union  gave  to 
the  churches  programs,  information,  ideas.  In  those  days  the  primary  work  of  the  association 
was  leadership  training. 

The  association  has  continued  to  function  in  that  realm  but  in  recent  years  there  has  been 
increasingly  more  and  more  actual  involvement  in  missions.  In  our  Association  some  exciting 
things  have  happened  in  the  areas  of  ministries  to  human  needs,  language  missions  and  work 
with  our  black  brethren. 

There  are  more  and  more  people  in  "our  Jerusalem"  which  means  there  are  increasing 
needs  and  more  opportunities  for  ministry,  witness  and  working  together  as  the  people  of  God 
in  this  community.

This  has  been  a  very  busy  year  for  this  Committee  because  of  the  retire- 
ment of  Dr.  Lawrence  Childs.  The  Committee  employed  Dr.  George  Bul- 
lard.  Director  of  the  Department  of  Missions  with  the  South  Carolina  Bap- 
tist Convention,  to  serve  as  a  consultant  to  give  guidance  in  the  process  of 
finding  a  new  Director  of  Missions  for  our  Association. 

They  did  an  in-depth  analysis  of  the  Association  --  accomplishments  of 
the  past,  conditions  of  the  present  and  directions  for  the  future. 

They  have  interviewed  several  individuals  whose  qualifications  would 
make  it  possible  for  them  to  step  into  this  position  without  having  to  spend 
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a  year  or  two  learning  the  job.  At  the  present  time  they  are  dealing  with 
one  individual  and  praying  for  God's  leadership  in  his  life.  Pray  for  the 
Personnel  Committee  as  we  seek  to  find  God's  person  for  this  most  impor- 
tant position. 

19.  "Passport  to  HOME  Missions"  was  brought  by  Liliana  Legra,  a  college  student  who  is 
serving  as  a  semester  missionary  working  with  Salvador  Negrin  and  the  La  Voz  de  Esperanza 
Mission. 

20.  Jim  Royston,  moderator,  was  recognized  and  he  reminded  us  that  for  each  Christian  the 
"passport"  to  missions  is  simply  obedience  to  God's  will .... 

21.  Our  closing  hymn,  "Send  The  Light,"  was  led  by  Milton  LeDoux,  minister  of  music, 
Charlotte,  First  Baptist  Church. 

22.  Ms.  Nancy  Herron,  member  of  Durham  Memorial  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North 
Carolina,  led  our  benediction.

Convention  of  North  Carolina,  and  the  work  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention. 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  our  fellowship  of  churches  known  as  the  Mecklen- 
burg Baptist  Association  be  found  faithful  in  honoring  God  in  our  efforts  of 
evangelism  as  well  as  nurturing  and  that  we  care  for  those  less  fortunate  so 
we  might  hear  our  Lord  and  Savior  say,  "Well  done." 

This  Committee  also  submitted  the  following  "Declaration  of  Commitment"  signed  by 
James  Royston,  moderator,  and  Reid  Keiger,  Director  of  Evangelism: 

Whereas,  We  Southern  Baptists  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association, 
as  people  of  God,  have  individually  and  corporately  accepted  the  mandate 
of  Jesus  Christ  to  share  the  good  news  of  God's  redemptive  love  with  all 
people  everywhere,  and 

Whereas,  We  believe  the  Christian  life  to  be  a  life  of  growth  and  vitality; 
and 

Whereas,  Our  declared  intent  in  Bold  Mission  Thrust  is  to  proclaim  the 
gospel  to  everyone  by  the  year  2000,  Be  it  therefore 

Resolved,  that  we  do  herewith  declare  our  commitment  to: 
Growth  in  Witnessing  and  Growth  in  Giving 
That  all  persons  may  have  opportunity  to  know  Jesus  Christ  as  Savior 

and  Lord. 
In  testimony  of  our  commitment  to  the  concept  of  the  Witnessing- 
Giving  Life,  we  hereunto  subscribe  and  sign  this  Declaration  of 
Commitment. 
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30.  Ms.  \ancy  Kistler,  clerk-statistician  for  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association,  presented 
the  1990  statistical  report.  With  28  churches  and  7  missions  reporting,  52  showed  a  net  gain 
in  membership,  46  an  increase  in  .Sunday  school  enrolment,  and  49  an  increase  in  Sunday 
school  average  attendance.  The  number  of  baptisms  was  170  above  that  of  1989.  The  total 
missions  giving  was  12%  of  the  total  receipts. 

31.  Moderator  Jim  Royston  presented  an  appreciation  plaque  to  Robert  Sheldon,  pastor  of 
Independence  Hill  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  who  has  served  as  president  of 
the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  Board  for  the  past  two  years. 

32.  The  Scripture,  Hebrews  12:1-2,  was  read  by  Ms.  Nora  Chambers  of  Nations  Ford  Bap- 
tist Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina. 

33.  "Passport  to  FOREIGN  Missions""  was  a  personal  testimony  by  Mrs.  Maryann  Crouch 
of  Providence  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  about  her  work  in  Togo. 

34.  Frank  Bishop,  member  of  Providence  Baptist  Church  and  chairman  of  the  Finance 
Committee,  gave  the  financial  report.  He  presented  the  proposed  1990-1991  budget  which 
was  adopted  with  one  amendment  adding  S720  to  the  Lan^age  Ministries  section  to  cover 
the  cost  of  providing  deaf  interpreters  for  Board  meetings  and  training  events,  making  the 
total  budget  S635,229.09. 

This  year  the  Finance  Committee  is  having  a  "Promote  The  Budget"'  emphasis  assigning 
each  Committee  member  to  serve  as  liaison  to  seven  or  eight  churches  in  the  Association.  The 
Committee  feels  that  better  understanding  will  encourage  greater  support  of  the  budget.

35.  "Passport  to  HOME  Missions"  was  a  personal  testimony  by  Roger  Braswell  of  Stough 
Memorial  Baptist  Church,  Pineville,  North  Carolina,  concerning  his  work  in  McClellansville, 
South  Carolina,  helping  repair  Hugo  damages.  He  stressed  the  true  sense  of  comradeship  and  fel- 
lowship between  residents  and  volunteer  workers. 

36.  An  associational  choir,  under  the  direction  of  MUton  LeDoux,  minister  of  music.  First  Bap- 
tist Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  with  Jim  Orr,  the  organist  of  that  church  accompanying  at 
the  organ,  sang  "Stir  Thy  Church,  O  God,  Our  Father." 

37.  "Passport  to  ASSOCIATIONAL  Missions,"  a  skit,  was  presented  by  Rick  Greene,  Ms. 
SheOa  Black,  Ms.  Trady  Weigant  and  Harold  Webb  of  the  Associational  staff.  It  spotlighted  our 
Newsletter  sent  to  all  churches  and  missions,  our  12  language  missions  and  our  ministries  to  people 
in  need  such  as  the  Loaves  nd  Fishes  Ministry. 

38.  Rusty  Sumrall,  associational  director  of  the  Greater  Rochester  Association  in  New  York, 
brought  a  report  on  our  three  year  "sister  relationship."  Twelve  churches  of  Mecklenburg  Baptist 
Association  have  assisted  in  the  work  in  Rochester  ~  eight  this  year.  Two  of  the  major  programs 
they  helped  with  were  a  mid- winter  Family  Outing  and  a  Sunday  School  clinic  to  train  leadership. 

39.  The  choir  of  Nations  Ford  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  under  the  direc- 
of  Ms. Mamie  Dickey  with  Ron  Martin  at  the  piano,  sang  "As  Long  As  I  Have  Breath." 

40.  Phillip  Davis,  pastor,  Nations  Ford  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  and 
moderator  of  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association,  preached  the  annual  sermon.  His  theme  was 
"looking  unto  Jesus."  He  reminded  us  there  can  be  movement  but  NO  advancement.  To  ad- 
vance we  need  to  lay  aside  (strip  off)  anything  and  everything  that  holds  us  down  such  as  mis- 
placed priorities  and  prayerlessness.  "Looking  unto  Jesus"  is  an  attitude  of  the  heart.  We 
need  to  take  God  at  His  Word  and  look  to  Jesus,  the  only  One  who  has  all  we  need  when  we 
need  it! 

41.  The  session  closed  with  a  congregational  hymn,  "To  God  Be  the  Glory,"  led  by  Milton 
LeDoux. 
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ASSOCIATIONAL  BOARD  (ROBERT  SHELDON,  PRESIDENT):  The  Associational  Board, 
consisting  of  the  pastor  and  at  least  one  other  person  from  each  cooperating  church  and  mission  in 
the  Association,  conducts  the  business  of  the  Association  on  a  monthly  basis. 

This  year  we  have  conducted  the  Association's  business  with  a  cautiously-guarded  optimism 
concerning  the  future.  Because  of  Dr.  Child's  retirement,  we  have  acted  cautiously  to  maintain  the 
advances  of  past  years,  while  examining  our  direction  and  priorities  for  cooperation  and  ministry 
in  the  future.  This  process  has  made  us  stronger. 

BAPTIST  COUNSELING  CENTER  AT  CHARLOTTE  (TOM  O'NEAL,  DIRECTOR):  Dana 
Jenkins  Kilby,  having  completed  more  than  seven  years  with  the  Center,  left  us  to  become  a  full- 
time  mother.  The  Rev.  Laurel  Link,  living  near  Winston-Salem  and  working  in  the  Counseling 
Centers  in  Winston-Salem  and  Rockingham,  North  Carolina,  is  now  serving  with  us  here  in  Char- 
lotte two  days  per  week. 

An  offspring  of  this  Center  has  emerged.  The  Counseling  Center  of  Stanly  County  will  open, 
one  day  per  week,  beginning  January  4,  1991,  sponsored  by  the  Stanly  Baptist  Association. 

Typical  issues  which  we  frequently  find  in  our  work  are: 

1)  Parenting  difficult  children 

2)  Solo  parenting 

3)  Marital  inertia 

4)  Marital  discord 

5)  Individual  identity  struggles 

6)  Depression,  despair  and  spiritual  malaise 

BROTHERHOOD  (BUCK  BOYD,  DIRECTOR):  Leadership  training  was  offered  to  Bro- 
therhood Administration,  Baptist  Men,  High  School  Baptist  Young  Men  and  Pioneer  and 
Lad/Crusader  leadership. 

The  R.A.  Car  Derby  was  held,  and  three  boys  from  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  entered 
the  State  competition.  Justin  Nash,  a  Royal  Ambassador  from  Chapman  Memorial  Baptist 
Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina  won  first  place  in  the  third-fourth  grade  competition. 

A  Men  and  Boys  Campout  was  held  with  70  attending.  This  was  led  by  David  French, 
Associational  R.A.  Director. 


DISCIPLESHIP  TRAINING  COUNCIL  (GEORGE  LANEY,  CHAIRPERSON):  The  Disci- 

pleship  Training  Council  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  is  committed  to  assisting 
churches  in  the  organization  and  operation  of  training  programs  in  the  local  church.  Disciple- 
ship  Training  is  a  new  approach  to  bring  new  meaning  to  Jesus'  command  to  GO  and  MAKE 
"disciples." 

This  past  year  the  Council  assisted  over  a  dozen  churches  in  their  Discipleship  Training  en- 
deavors by  providing  up-to-date  information  on  new  developments  in  this  area.  Two  training 
conferences  were  held  also.  The  Children's  Bible  Drill,  under  the  direction  of  Ms.  Sarah 
Foard,  was  the  highlight  of  the  year  with  over  50  children  participating.  We  had  four  youth 
participate  in  the  Youth  Bible  Drill  and  one  to  participate  in  the  Speaker's  Tournament. 
Three  of  our  youth  represented  our  Association  in  the  Area  drills  and  over  30  children  repre- 
sented our  Association  in  the  State  drills. 
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LANGUAGE  MINISTRIES  COUNCIL  (JOE  BURNETTE,  CHAIRPERSON):  Charlotte  is 
a  "foreign  land"  in  that  foreign  mission  work  is  right  at  our  door.  It  seems  there  is  a  need  for 
work  with  another  group  every  few  weeks. 

The  Laotian  work  is  certainly  being  blessed  by  God.  It  continues  to  grow  under  the  excel- 
lent leadership  of  retired  foreign  missionary,  Judson  Lennon. 

The  Hispanic  work  under  the  leadership  of  Salvador  Negrin  continues  to  grow  also.  This 
work  was  a  feature  article  in  Missions  USA  for  September-October. 

Newell  Baptist  Church  is  seeking  to  minister  to  Russian  families.  Pray  for  this  work. 

God  is  truly  blessing  all  the  language  groups.  Our  Association  needs  to  support  them  in 
every  way.  Be  sure  to  pray  for  them. 

SENIOR  ADULT  COUNCIL  (RON  PARKER,  CHAIRPERSON):  The  Senior  Adult  Coun- 
cil meets  monthly  and  each  church  is  encouraged  to  have  one  representative.  Local  groups  can 
call  the  Associational  office  to  get  immediate  help  in  organization,  program  and  mission  proj- 
ect ideas.  This  work  is  increasingly  popular  among  Baptists. 

Our  annual  Spring  Fling  and  Thanksgiving  Banquets  were  held,  and  are  already  scheduled 
for  next  year.  These  events  continue  to  be  a  success  with  "filled  to  capacity"  attendance. 

SINGLES  COUNCIL  (NANCY  HERRON,  CHAIRPERSON):  The  Singles  Ministry  of 
Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  continues  to  grow  and  reach  out.  This  year  we  had  near  rec- 
ord attendance  at  all  our  annual  events. 

Our  Fall  Retreat  was  held  at  White  Oak  Conference  Center.  Our  annual  banquet  was  one  of 
the  best  we  have  had  in  years.  The  annual  picnic,  which  was  a  family  affair,  had  about  100  in 
attendance. 

Our  council  was  encouraged  to  participate  in  Project  Graduation,  Crop  Walk  and  the  La- 
bor Day  Singles  Conference  at  Ridgecrest. 

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  COUNCIL  (TINA  BURLESON):  Members  of  the  Associational  Sunday 
School  Council  sought  to  coordinate  the  Sunday  School  Enrollment  Training  Clinic  with  38 
churches  participating. 

In  March  several  members  of  the  Council  traveled  to  Rochester,  New  York,  to  lead  confer- 
ences. Council  members  also  attended  events  for  leading  Vacation  Bible  School  and  Sunday 
School  conferences  and  workshops,  then  led  such  conferences  in  some  of  our  churches. 

In  the  Spring,  Council  members  led  in  the  planning  and  conducting  of  a  Final  Four  Rally 
to  encourage  churches  to  participate  in  this  goal-setting  event  during  the  final  four  months  of 
this  Sunday  School  year. 

In  late  summer  the  Council  conducted  a  Pastors/Sunday  School  Training  event  to  encour- 
age churches  to  plan  ahead  for  the  new  Sunday  School  year. 

TACMO  -  THE  ASSOCIATION  CHURCH  MEDIA  LIBRARY  ORGANIZATION  (MAR- 
ION McGAHA,  DIRECTOR):  The  TACMO  Council  continues  to  assist  churches  in  starting 
new  media-libraries  and  in  developing  existing  ones.  This  year  Sarah  Covington  taught  "How  to 
Process  Books";  Jeanne  Tucker  taught  "How  To  Process  Audio- Visuals  and  Pat  Narmour  taught 
"Basic  Cataloging,"  As  a  result  of  our  efforts  our  TACMO  was  recognized  at  Library  Week  at 
Ridgecrest  as  being  No.  8  in  the  number  of  study  course  awards  issued  in  the  nation.  North  Caro- 
lina was  also  No.  6  and  No.  8  in  Association  awards.  We  had  six  librarians  attend  the  National 
Seminar  in  Nashville. 

Our  big  event  of  the  year  was  a  Fellowship  dinner  with  James  Rose,  consultant  in  the  Church 
Media  Library  Department  of  the  Sunday  School  Board,  as  guest  speaker. 
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WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION  (BETTY  BACOT,  DIRECTOR):  Highlight  events  of 
our  year  were  Baptist  Women's  Day  of  Prayer,  the  Acteen  Missions  Fair,  the  GA-Mother/ 
Daughter  Banquet,  the  BW-BYW-Acteen  Banquet,  our  Annual  Meeting,  the  Associational 
BW  Prayer  Retreat  at  Caraway,  the  Leadership  Workshop  and  the  International  Festival. 

Mission  action  projects  included  collecting  over  900  wash  clothes  for  the  Woman's  Correc- 
tional Center;  donations  to  the  clothes  closet  at  Hoskins  Avenue  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte, 
North  Carolina;  food  and  drinks  provided  for  the  homeless  at  the  Uptown  Day  Shelter  and 
Coliseum;  assisting  with  Hugo  relief  efforts  and  giving  personal  hygiene  articles  to  Jackson 
Park  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  to  be  placed  in  individual  Christmas  stock- 
ings. 

Digest  of  Committee  Reports 

CHRISTIAN  LIFE  COMMITTEE  (WAYNE  ADKISSON,  CHAIRPERSON):  The  purpose 
of  the  Christian  Life  Committee  is  to  assist  churches  in  the  education  and  response  to  moral/ 
ethical  concerns  and  religious  liberty  issues.  Activities  for  the  year  included  an  ethics  lunch- 
eon, CROP  Hunger  Walk,  and  two  church  mailings  —  one  suggesting  ways  to  observe  Sanctity 
of  Human  Life  Sunday  and  the  other  encouraging  area  Baptists  to  write  their  state  representa- 
tives regarding  pending  lottery  legislation. 

We  provided  registration  costs  for  a  Committee  member  to  attend  the  National  meeting  of 
the  Christian  Life  Commission  in  Birmingham,  Alabama. 

Shelia  Black  attended  a  co-dependency  conference  by  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Chris- 
tian Life  and  Public  Affairs  Council,  and  Wayne  Adkisson  attended  the  Key  Leadership 
Training  at  Ridgecrest  for  Christian  Life  and  Public  Affairs. 

CHURCH  ADMINISTRATION  COMMITTEE  (STEVEN  GOUGE,  CHAIRPERSON): 
The  Church  Administration  Committee  sponsored  the  following  events/activities  in  1989- 
1990: 

1.  An  introduction  to  the  work  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  to  all  new  pastors 
and  staff  members  at  orientation  luncheons. 

A  new  program  to  welcome  ministers  to  our  area  was  developed  to  be  in  operation  on 
October  1,  1990. 

This  program  will  be  called  the  "Friendship  Factor"  and  will  pair  a  veteran  Meck- 
lenburg minister  with  a  "newcomer."  A  Support  Staff  Fellowship  intended  for  all  non- 
ministerial  church  staff  persons  was  established  also. 

2.  An  informational  meeting  with  Mike  Mills,  from  the  Safety  and  Health  Council  of 
North  Carolina,  because  of  the  changing  laws  regarding  the  licensing  requirements  for 
church  bus  operators.  Two  training  programs  were  scheduled  to  assist  drivers  in  secur- 
ing a  commercial  drivers'  license. 

3.  A  conference  for  deacons  and  their  spouses  is  scheduled  for  November  9-10,  1990,  enti- 
tled "More  Effective  Deacon  Ministry."  It  will  feature  Bob  Sheffield,  Deacon  Consult- 

(  ant  with  the  Sunday  School  Board. 

CHURCH  AND  COMMUNITY  MINISTRIES  COMMITTEE  (KENN  COMPTON,  CHAIR- 
PERSON): The  Church  and  Community  Ministries  Committee  was  active  in  Hurricane  Hugo  re- 
Uef  efforts  in  the  Charlotte  area.  Through  the  work  of  this  Committee,  several  churches  in  our 
Association  received  extra  hunger  grants.  Loaves  and  Fishes  and  Crisis  Assistance  also  received 
extra  Hunger/Disaster  Monies. 

We  co-hosted,  with  the  Baptist  Children's  Home,  an  Open  House  at  the  Emergency  Youth  Care 
Center  beginning  an  effort  to  renovate  the  Center.      The  Committee  is  investigating  the  housing 
and  shelter  difficulties  in  Mecklenburg  and  attempting  to  discover  ways  Southern  Baptists  can 
minister  in  this  area  of  great  need. 
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EVANGELISM  COMMITTEE  (REID  KEIGER,  CHAIRPERSON):  The  primary  purpose  of 
the  Associational  Evangelism  Committee  is  to  promote  evangelism  in  our  local  churches. 
Evangelism  remains  as  the  heartbeat  of  our  mission  as  the  people  of  God,  and  ought  to  be  a 
priority  in  the  ministry  of  every  church  and  in  the  commitment  of  each  believer. 

Charlotte  was  the  host  city  for  a  regional  Mass  Evangelism  Seminar  with  a  variety  of  helpful 
workshops  in  areas  of  evangelism . 

One  of  the  primary  emphases  in  the  coming  year  will  be  the  Witnessing/Giving  Life  Revivals  in 
the  spring  of  1991 . 

MUSIC  COMMITTEE  (MICHAEL  TONEY,  CHAIRPERSON):  The  Mecklenburg  Baptist 
Ministers  of  Music  planned  and  carried  out  a  number  of  events  this  past  year:

The  Adult  Choir  Festival

MUTUAL  CARE  COMMITTEE  (PHILLIP  DAVIS,  CHAIRPERSON):  The  Mutual  Care 
Committee  met  with  three  churches  this  year  — 

Galilean  Baptist  Church  requested  coming  under  watchcare  of  the  Association  for  a  period  of 
not  less  than  one  year  from  the  date  of  the  Annual  Meeting. 

Bethany  Baptist  Church  and  Charlotte  Chinese  Baptist  Church  requested  being  accepted 
into  full  fellowship  with  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association. 

NEW  WORK  COMMITTEE  (RANDY  WADFORD,  CHAIKI'ERSON):  New  Work  in  the 
Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  continued  to  grow  during  this  past  year  with  the  establish- 
ment of  three  new  ministries: 

Mint  Hill  Christian  Fellowship,  Rick  Greene,  pastor,  began  public  worship  services  on 
Easter  Sunday  meeting  at  Bain  Elementary  School.  They  are  co-sponsored  by  Bethany  Bap- 
tist Church,  Bob  Williard,  pastor,  and  Shamrock  Drive  Baptist  Church,  Gary  Hudson,  pas- 
tor. 

Charlotte  Community  Church,  Jim  Pennington,  pastor,  began  public  worship  services  in 
January  meeting  at  the  Old  Providence  Elementary  School.  Hickory  Grove  Baptist  Church, 
Joe  Brown,  pastor,  is  the  sponsoring  church. 

A  new  ministry  was  begun  in  the  Dixie  Community  of  southwest  Charlotte  by  Daryl 
Blackmon,  a  church  planter  intern  with  Jackson  Park  Baptist  Church,  Kevin  Smith,  pastor. 
Also,  an  "indigenous  satellite  unit"  was  begun  in  two  nearby  housing  commimities  to  reach 
children  and  their  families. 

Randy  Wadford,  chairperson  of  this  Committee  and  former  pastor  of  the  Sunset  Road  Bap- 
tist Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  was  appointed  by  the  Home  Mission  Board  as  a  Church 
Starter  Strategist  to  Union  Baptist  Association. 


ORDINATION  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE  (JIM  TEMPLES,  CHAIRPERSON):  There  were 
no  requests  during  this  past  year.  We  believe  that  many  of  the  new  pastors  in  Mecklenburg  Baptist 
Association  are  not  familiar  with  the  work  of  this  committee  and  thus  have  not  used  it.  We  see  this 
committee  as  a  ministry  with  great  potential  to  aid  churches  in  the  examination  of  individuals  be- 
ing considered  for  ordination.  We  also  believe  it  can  serve  to  provide  great  counsel  and  encourage- 
ment to  those  who  come  before  it  for  examination. 
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RECREATION  COMMITTEE  (BILL  CORDELL,  CHAIRPERSON):  AU  of  the  on-going 
recreational  programs  continued  to  grow  in  quality  and  quantity  this  year: 

Co-ed  Youth  and  Children's  Basketball  (5  divisions,  56  teams) 

Adult  Co-ed  Volleyball  (12  teams) 

Ladies' Softball  (19  teams) 

Men's  Basketball  -  35  and  Over  League  (12  teams) 
In  the  days  to  come,  the  Recreation  Committee  will  study  the  feasibility  of  adding  girls'  activi- 
ties which  will  include  recreation  sports  and  cheerleading.  SPECIAL  efforts  on  the  part  of  the 
Committee  will  be  directed  toward  implementing  a  more  visible  ministry  in  all  sports/recreation 
programs. 

STUDENT  MINISTRIES  COMMITTEE  (PAULA  HENDRICKS,  CHAIRPERSON):  Student 
Ministries  means  people  touching  people  for  Christ. 

It  is  students  on  mission  to  children,  to  the  aging,  to  the  poor  and  homeless,  to  other  students,  in 
local  churches,  in  our  city,  in  our  state,  in  other  states,  and  in  other  countries. 

It  is  Christians  touching  international  students  from  many  countries  through  luncheons  at  Cen- 
tral Piedmont  Community  College. 

It  is  church  folks  touching  students  in  weekly  BSU  luncheons  at  UNCC. 

It  is  Council  planning  for  and  training  church  workers  with  college-age  young  adults. 

It  is  churches  agreeing  to  "covenant"  with  an  area  campus  in  a  program  of  support  through  mu- 
tual care,  concern,  prayer  and  ministry  to  and  with  each  other. 

It  is  providing  a  support  network  for  our  two  "intern  couples"  now  on  the  mission  field  in 
Mexico  and  in  Brazil. 


URBAN  CHURCH  COMMITTEE  (PHILLIP  DAVIS,  CHAIRPERSON):  A  year  of  education 
and  supporting  is  the  best  way  to  describe  the  Urban  Church  Committee's  activities.  This 
Committee  spent  a  large  amount  of  its  time  discovering  important  services/agencies  available 
and  ways  to  access  help  from  these  ministries  —  trips  to  Crisis  Uptown  Shelter,  Maees  Inn  and 
Rebound. 

As  a  result  of  this  year  of  supporting  urban  pastors  and  learning  of  new  ministry  opportunities, 
the  Urban  Church  Committee  planned  a  series  of  four  workshops  on  Ministering  in  the  Urban 
Environment  to  be  offered  next  year. 

YOUTH  MINISTRIES  (BUTCH  BRANSCOME,  CHAIRPERSON):  The  Youth  Ministries' 
Fellowship  met  monthly  September  through  May  for  continuing  education,  support  and  plan- 
ning Associational  youth  events. 

Our  Associational  Youth  Spring  Retreat  was  held  at  Camp  Caraway  with  an  attendance  of 
150  youth  and  adults. 

Plans  for  1991  include  a  training  conference  for  volunteers  and  part-time  youth  workers 
and  the  annual  youth  spring  retreat.
